Great Britain, and the Emperor of Morocco : concluded 
at Fez, between William Petticrew, Efq\ bis BritJtn-

Peace and Commerce^ concluded andjigned between the f aid 
two Minifters^ on the ift of February, 1751, N. S. 

GEORGE the Second, by the Grace of God, King 
of Great Britain, France and Ireland, Defender of 
the Chriftian Faith, Duke of Brunfwick and Lunenburg; 
Arch Treafurer of the Holy Roman Empire, and Prince 
Eledtor, &c. To all to whom thefe pfefents Ihall come, 
greeting. Whereas a treaty for eftablilhing peace and 
friendfliip was concluded and figned on the 15th of De- 
cember, 1734, and copied the 15th of Rabbei the firft, 
in the year 11 64, which is in Englifli ftile, the 15th day 
of January, 1750, O. S. and the additional articles of 
peace and commerce, concluded and figned at the court of 
rez, on the ift of February, 1751, N. S. between Us 
and the High, Glorious, Potent, and moft Noble Priace . 
Mulay Abedela, Ben Mulay Ifmael, Ben Mulay Seriph^ 
Ben Mulay Aly, King arid Emperor of the kingdoms of 
Fez, Morocco, Taffiletc, Sus and the whole Algarbe, and 
the territories thereof, by William Petticrew, Efq; our 
Conful General on our part, and by the Alcaide Habeb 
Lohab Ben Hamed Limury^ iirft Minifter on the behalf 
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and by order of the faid King of Fez and Morocco, itf ttiXt 
words and form following,. 

^r^HE treaty of peace between Ris Majefty Georgt the 
j[^ Sacond, King of Great Britain, France a»d Ireland^ 
and Mulay Abedela Beiv Ifmael, King and Emperor of ' 
Fez, Mequinez, Morocco, and all the Weft of Africa, 
God blefs him ; and the following articles were concluded 
by Alcalde Habcb Lohal^, Firft Mmifter, and WilKant 
PettncFew, Eiq; his Britannick Majefly's Coffful Geaeral. 

I. For eftablifhing peace and friendlhip,. it is^ agreed 
and concluded for firm and valid, both by land and fea. 
In all the dominions of both powers, tbat the Englifii u» 
general IhaU and may now, and at all times hereafter, en- 
joy and continue in peace and fricndfliip with the Emperor 
and his fubjeiSts^ and be well ufed andr refpedtcd by the* 
Emperor's fubjefts, agreeable to the order and comxnands^ 
of the emperor r 

II. That fuch number or quantity of paflports, as may 
be necefiary, be tranfmitted to the Emperor, indented^ iv^ 
fiich manner as ihall tally with the paflports that flialLbc 
received by the Englilh merchants ia England; and if air 
Englifti man of war meets with any merchant Ihips be^ 
longing to the Emperor, fuch merchant Ihips fliall ht 
obKged to produce and Ihew their paflports given- to tkenv 
by the Engliih Conful. 

HI. If atty difpute fliall happen between' the Englifl*^ 
and the Emperor's fubjefts, the fame not to be determined 
by a Judge, but ended and adjufted by the Englifli Confui 
and the Cof ed, (that is) the Mayor of the town, wherc 
fuch difpute fliall happen. 

IV. That none of the Emperor's fubjefts> fliall, at any 
time, foTcibly enter the houfes of the Englifli, or any place 
belonging to th^m, or take and carry away any of their 
goods and effe<9:s, unlefs they have leave and authority 
from the Emperor fa to do : That if any of the Emperor's 
fubjefts fliall hire any Englifli -fliip to carry and convey 
goods from one part of the Emperor'is dominions^ to ano^- 
ther, and fliall happen by ftrefs of weather, or any other 
occ^on, to touch at any place or places in the voyage, 
fuch fliip or fliips fliall not be <Aliged to pay my thing 
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ft* th^ HitlttY or alBftance they may receive ; and that no 
Englilh whatever^ or any of their fervants, (though riot 
Englilh) ihall be liable to pay the tax, imporcd upoij the 
Emperor's fubjeds, called the poll tax^ 

V. That the fifteen articles of peace, made and con- 
cluded between King George the r irft, and Muli- Ifmael, 
are hereby agreed to and confirmed with his Majefty King 
George the Second,^ as good and valid, and ihall be faith- 
fully kept and obferyed, together with the afof efistid four 
articles. 

J RE AT Y of peace between his Majefly George the 
Second, King of Great Britain, France and Ireland, 
Mulay Abedela Ben IfmaeJ, King and Eniperor oJF 
Fez, Mequinez,- Morocco, and all the Weft ot Africa, 
God blefs him ; and the four following articles werie con- 
eluded by Ahammed Baflia and WilliamTetticrew, Efq. 

!• That if any Englilh Ihall happen to be on board any 
Ihip or Ihips, enemies to the Emperor, that may be taken 
by the Emperor's Ihips, fuch Englilh Ihall be well treated, 
delivered into the, hands of the Englilh Confui, and have 
their liberty to go where they pleafe : This article to con- 
tinue in force for fix months from the conclufion of this 
peace; in which time it is required, that notice Ihall be 
given by the King of Great Britain to all the Englilh fub- 
jeds, not to embark on board any of the Emperor's ene 
mies Ihips ; for after that time, if the 'Englilh fliall {q 
embark, the blame muft be their own, as no regard will ♦ 
be had to them more than the Emperor's enemies. 

II. If any of the Emperor's fubjefts Ihall be made Haves, 
and efcape to an Englilh man of war, or to Gibraltar, 
Port-Mahon, or any of the Englilh dominions, that they 
Ihall be protefted, and with all convenient fpeed, fent to 
their refpeftive homes. The like treatment to be given 
to the Englilh who Ihall be Haves, and efcape to any part 
of the Emperor's dominions. 

III. If any Englilh fliall contract any thing to be paid 
to the Emperor's fubj efts, that notes Ihall be given for the 
fame ; and in like manner the fame to be obSrved by the 
Emperor's fubjefts in the Englilh doniioions^ and if it 
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flxall Imppen, that fuch fubjefts of either power camiot 
write, to g *t fome perfon to write fuch notes for them, 
^ IV. That no excufe be made, or ignorance of this peace 
pretended, the fame Ihall be publilhed and declared to all 
the fubjeftsr of both powers, both what is now agreed on, 
and the articles concluded with King CJeorge the Firft ;. 
which declaration fliall be figned by eaciv power, and by 
them kept to prevent difputes. This treaty was concluded 
the 15th of December, 1734, and copied the 15th of 
Rabbei the firft, in the year 1164, which is, in En^liih 
ftile, the 15th of January,.

ADditional articles of peace and commerce between 
the Moft High, lUuftrious, and moft Rei\owned 
Prince Gfeorge the Second, by the grace of God, King of 
Great Britain, France, and Ireland, Defender of the Chrif- 

- tian Faith, &c. and the High, Glorious, Mighty, ' and 
Moft Noble Prince Mulay Abedcla, Ben Mulay Ifmael,. 
Ben Mulay Seriph, Ben. Mulay, Aly, King and Emperor 
of the kingdoms of Fez, Morocco^ Taffilete, Sus, arid alt 
the Algarbe and its territories, agreed on and concluded 
by William Petticrew, Efq, on the behalf of his Bri- 
tannick Majefty, and by the Alcaide Habeb Lohad Ben 
Hamed Limury, Firft Minifter on the behalf and by order 
o£ the King of Fez and Morocco. 

I. It is agreed on and concluded, that from hencefor- 
ward there ihall be between his Majefty of Great Britain, 
Prince and Eledtor of Hanover,- and the King of Fez 
and MoroccOj their heirs and fucceflbrs, a general, true 
and perfedl peace for ever, as well by land as by fea and 
frefli waters ; and alfo between the lands, kingdoms, do^ 
minions and territories belonging to or under the jurifdic- 
^ tion of his Britannick Majefty in Germany, and thofe 

- appertaining to the King of Fez and Morocco, and their 
fubjefts, people or inhabitants refpeftively, of what con- 
dition, degree, or quality foever, from henceforth reci- 
procally fiiall owe the other all friendfliip ; a^d that all 
Ihips, veflels, pallengers with their effedks trafficking vo- 
luntary, or compelled by enemies, difafters of the feas, or 
any accident whatfoever, to the coaft of the fimperox of 
Fez and Moroc^y^'s dominions^ being his Britannick Ma- 

jefty's 
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jefty's fubjefts in . Germaiiy, fhall, from hienceforth, be 
treated with the faid regulations as fpecified by the trea- 
ties of peace now fubfifting between his Britannick Ma- 
jefty and the King of Fez and Morocco* 

II. It is agreed, that all fliips ^nd veflels belongicfg to 
his Britannick Majefty in Germany, ihall carry a proper 
pafs, and that a copy of fuch pafs, with, the heads of the 
laid paffes, Ihall be fent to his Britannick Majefl:y*s Con- 
ful refiding inBarbary, to the end that Jie tnay deliver the 
fame to the commanders or captains of the King of Fez 
and Morocco's Aips of war or Cruizers, to the end that 

<due regard may be had to this peace, and that no com- 
mander or captain may offend through ignorance ; and all 
commanders or captains iDfflrips or veflels belonging to his 
Britanftick Majefty's ftibjcfts in Germany, meeting with 
any Ihip or veflel belonging to the King of Fez and Mo- 
rocco, or his ftibjefifcs, if rthe commandct of fuch Ihip or 
veflel produce.a pafs figned.by the governor of the city 
they belong to, witli a certificate from. the Englifti Conful, 
and in cafe of his. death or abfcnx^e, from the major part of 
the Englifli rnerehants refiding in the faid place, in fuch 
cafes the {aid flrip or veflel fliall purfue freely her voyage 
without hindrance or moleftation. 

III. It is agreed, that the King of Gregt JBritaiii's fvib- 
je<9ts ftelMnot be obliged to app^arbefore juftices of the 
country on any <:aufe, but that only the governor of the 
<:ity and his Britannick Majefty's Cbnful Ihall take cogni- 
zance of, and adjuft the difference or fuits they may have 
^th the Moors, or other inhabitants in the dominions of 
•the Ki«g of Fqiz and Morocco. 

W. It is*agreed, that no governor or officer under the 

JKing of Fejz and Morocco, fliall, withojit the King's fpe- 

cial order ,<yifit grregifter the dwelling-houfes or magazines 

of anj of his Britannick Majefl:y's fubjefts refiding.in Bai> 

'tiary ; and that all iritifli fliips, taking freight in any porV 

.of the King of ^Fez aad Morocco, to carry to other ports 

of the faid kingdom, fliall be exempted from all port 

charges as ufual, in whatever port they may put in ; and 

^that the Conful and the other Britifli merchants fliall be 

ifr^ely jillowed to have Moors or Jews as tjieir interpreters 
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a/id brokers^ who ihall be exempted from all taxes^ as 
likcwife all their domeftic fervafits, 
^ All the other articles, being fifteen in number, con- 
cluded, agreed and adjufted by the Admiral Charles 
StcMiart on the behalf of his Britannick Majefty ; and by 
his Excellency Balhaw Hemet Ben Ally, Ben Abdalla, 
and his Imperial Majefty's Treafurer Mr. Mofes JBcnatar^ 
on behalf of the faid King of Fez and Morocco, Ih^l ftand 

food and be of the fame force, as in the reign of the Moft 
ligh, Illuftrious, ^nd Renowned Prince George the Firft, 
King of Great Britain, France and Ireland, of glorioiis 
memory ; and the High, Mighty, and Mod Noble Prince 
Mulay Ifmael late Emperor of Morocco ; as likewife the 
other articles, being three in number, agreed and conclud-* 
ed by John Leonard SoUicofFre, Efq. on behalf of his 
Britannidk Majefty, and his Excellency Balhaw Hamet 
Ben Aly Ben Abdalla, on behalf of the King of Fez and 
Morocco. 

It is agreed on and concluded, that all the articles afore^ 
inentioned, being eighteen in number, with thefe additios*^ 
nal articles that are tranflated into the Arabick language, 
copies thereof be fent to all his Imperial Majefty^s Al* 
caides and Officers of all the ports in his dominions, there 
to be r^ad by the Cady or Chief Juftice in public affembly ; 
and afterwards to remain depofited either in the hands of 
the Judge, or the Alcaide of the port, that recqurfe may 
be had thereto on all occafions which may occur ; an<l 
that the ratification of the faid articles ihall be made with% 
in the term of fix months, or fooner if poffible, in Spanifli^ 
which Ihall be received and be of equal force, Date4 
:and figned at the court of FeZj^ on the ift of February,

TREATY of peace concluded between his Majejly 
George the Firft, King of Great Britain, France, 
ahd Ireland, and Muli Ifmael, fon of Muli Alii Sheriff. 
King of Fez, Mequinez, Morocco, and all the Weft or 
Africa, God blefs him. The following articles were agreed 
on, in the prefence of Baflu^w Ahamad, fon of Abdulaf 
and the then Englilh Ambaffadorj^ interpreted by Mofes 

fon 
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Ibaof Attor, fervant and interprcter at the tmperor*s 
{Court. 

I. In order to eftablifli peace between the powers, both 
|)y land and fea, and all their refpeftive dominions, it is 
agreed on, that the Englilh may now, and always here- 
after, be .well ufed aad refpeQ:ed by our fubjefts, agree* 
able to the orders ^x^ commands of the Emperor. 

II. That all Engliih men of war and^merchant fliips^ 
that fliall come to any p3Xt of the Emperor's dominions^ 
ito trade or othcrwife, and ftiall have on board a cargo, 
^ot proper for^rMkiing in the place where they fliall come, 
may depart with the fame to any other part of the Empe- 
jror's dominioBS, and fliall pay duty but once for the fame ; 
and that no duty at all fliall be paid for any war imple- 
ments, fuch as fire-arms, fwords, and any thing belonging 

^ to the army, as alfo for materials of all kinds for Slip- 
J)uilding ; and if any Englifli fliip fliall arrive at any of 
the Emperor's ports, with any merchandize deftined for 
any other part of the world, that no duty fliall be paid for 
fuch merchandiK, but fliall depart with the fame without 
any manner of moleftation. If any Englifli fliip fliall be 
thrown upon the Emperor's coafts by ftrefs of weather, or 
otherwife, the fame Ihall be protected, and may fafely de- 
part without any ill ufage or interruption : in like manner 
ihall be treated the Emperor's fliips, happening to be thus 
thrown on the coaft .of Great Britain, or the dominions 
thereto belonging. 

IIL That all the ikiglifli fliips and Emperor's fliips 
inay pafs and repafs the leas without hindrance, interrup- 
tion or molefl:ation from each other; nor fliall any money, 
merchandize, or any demand be made or taken by the 
^ips of either power from each other; and if any fub- 
jefts of any other nation fliall be on board either the Eng- 
lifli or the EmpjexPf 's fliips, they fliall be fafely proteAed 
fcy both fidea. 

IV. If the Emperor*s men of war meet with any Eng- 
lifli fliips, and fliall want to fee their paflports, they are tq 
iend a boat with two men of fidelity to perufe the faid 
paflports, who are to return without any farther trouble, 
and then both fides to proceed quietly pn their refpe<ftive 
voyages ; the fame-ufage to be received by the Emperor's 
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merchant fliip,s from the Englilh men of jvar, who fliall 
ailow the paffport made out by the Englilh conful, and ' 
if the conful fliall not' be prefent to make them, then the 
paffports m^de put by the Englilh merchants td be cood 
and valid. 

V. If the Englilh men of war, privateers, or letter of 
marque -Ihip, Ihall take prizes from any nation with whom 
they Ihall be at war, they fliall have liberty to bring and 
difpofe of the fame in any of the Emperor's dominions^ 
mthout any duty or charge whatfoever. 

yi; If any Engli^ Ihip Ihall, by ilorm, or in flying 
from her enemy, come upon the Emperor's Coafts, the 
fame flilll be fafely protected, and nothing touched or 
taken away, but flialj be under the direction of the Eng- 
lilh conful, who fliall fend the goods and people where he 
fliall think fit. - ' ' 

^ VII. It is the mutual agreement of the King of Great 
Britain and the Emperor, that the Emperor do iflue out 
orders to all jparts of his dominions, for the well ufing of 
all the Englifti fubje&s; and that particular places be ap- 
jpointed for the burial of their dead; that the iconfurs bro- 
kers fliall freely go on board any Ihip without interruption ; 
that the Englilh confuls, merchants, and other fubjeAs of 
Great Britain, may fafely travel by land with effedts with- 
out any hindrance whatever ; and if any Englilh fettled iii 
the Emperor's dominions Ihall be defirous to return home, 
that they may fo do with their families, goods and effeds,* 
tvithout interruption : If any Englilh die, the effefts of 
fuch to be taken under the care of the conful, to be dif* 
pofed of as direded by the will of fuch perfon, and if no 
will, for the benefit of fuch perfoi^'s next heir ; and if any 
debts Ihall be owing to fuch deceafed perfon, the fame to 
te paid by order, of the governor or other perfon in power, 
where fuch perfon Ihall die ; and that' a fubjedt of the 
Emperor^s be appointed to demand and receive the fame,' 
and depofit the fame in the hands of the Englilh Conful 
fonthe aforefaid ufes. If any Englilh Ihall contrad: debt^ 
in the Emperor's country, and remove from thence with- 
out fatisfying the fame, no other perfon fliall be liable to 
pay fuch debts : The like ufage and treatment the fub- 
'^^ of the Emperor are to receive in the Kinjg of Great 
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Britain's dominions; and that the King may fend ai 
jpany Confuls to the Emperor's dominions as he fliall think 
neceffary, 

VIII. That no Engliih merchant, captains of fliips, or 
other perfon or perfons whatfoever that are Engliih fub- 
j,e(£ts, Ihall be forced to fell any of their goods for lefs 
than the real value ; and that no captain, mafter, or com^^ 
jnander of any Engliih fliip Ihali be compelled, without 
their own will and confent, to carry any goods or mer- 
chandizes for any perfon or perfons whatfoever ; nor Ihall 
any failof be forced away from any Engliih fliip. 

IX. If any quarrel or difpute Ihall happen between any 
Englifhman and a Muflelman, by which hurt to either 
may enfue, the fame to h^ heard before and determined 
by the Emperor only ; and if an Englilhman, who may 
be the aggreflbr, fliall make his efcape, no other Englilh- 
man Ihall fufFer upon his account ; and if two Englilh- 
men Ihall quarrel, to be determined by the Engliih Con- 
lul, who fliall do with them as he pleafes; and if any 
quarrel or difpute fliall happen between MulTelmen in 
England, or in any of the Engliih dominions, by. which 
hurt niay enfue, the fame to be heard before one Chriftian 
and one Muflqlman, and to be determined according to 
the laws of GreatBritain. 

X.' If it fliall happen that this peace by any means 
ihall be broke, the Conful, and all other Englifli, Ihall 
have fix months time to remove themfelves with their fa- 
milies and effeds to any place they pleafe without inter- 
ruption ; and that all debts owing to them Ihall be jullly 
paid to theiru 

XL If any Engliih in the Emperor's dominions, or the 
Emperor's fubjeds in the EngUfti dominions, fliall mali« 
cioufly endeavour to break the peace, fuch of them who 
fliall be proved fo to intend, fliall by each power be pu- 
ijiflied for fuch offence, each power to take cognizance of 
their o>yjj fubjefts* . 

XII. If apy of the Emperor's fubje&s fliall purchafe 
any commodity iri the Ehglilh dominions, . tliey fliall not 
be impofed on in price, but pay the fame as is fold to the 
Englifli. ' 

^ - ' XIII. That 
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' Xni. That not any of the Spaoifh, whether captains, 
failors^ or other perfons under the Engliih govemmeht 
in Gibraltar or Port Mahon, Ihall be taken or molefted, 
failing under Engliih colours with paflports. 

XIV. That no excufe be made, or ignorance pretend^- 
ed, bf this peace, the fame fttall be publiflied and declared 
to all the fubjefts of each potver, which declaration Ihall be 
fignedby each power, and kept by them tpprevcntdifputes^ 

" XV. If any men of war Ihall he on the Emperor's coafts, 
that are enemies to the Engliih, and any Engliih men of 
war, or other Engliih ihips, ihall happen to be or arrive 
there alfo, that they ihall not in any manner be hurt of 
engaged by their enemy ; and when fuch Engliih ihip$ 
ihall fail, their enemies ihips ihall not fet fail under forty 
hc^ip afterwards. And if after the concluiion of thi$' 
J>eace, any ihips ihall happen to be taken by eithef power 
ifrithin iix months after the proclamation of the peace, 
that the fame, with the people and efFedts, ihall be re* 
ftored. Made arid declared in the prefence of the Em^ 
peror's iervant Ahammed Baiha, fon of AUi, fon of Ab» 
dula^ by the authority given to him by the Emperor^ 
Dated this 23d of January, in the year 1721, Engliih ilile. 
Wrote and given to Charles Stewart, Efq; the Engliih 
ambaffador, in the feventh year of th^ reign of our lati^ 
royal father King George the Firil, 

WE having feen and coniidered the above^written 
treaty, with the additional articles, have approved, 
ratified, and confirmed the fame, in all and iingular their 
claufes, as by thefe prefents we do approve, ratify, and 
confirm the fame,. for us, our heirs, and fucccifors, cn-^ 
gaging and promifitig on our royal word, facredly and in- 
violably to perform and obferve all and iingular tixeir con-» 
tents, and never to fufFer, as far as in us lies, any perien 
to violate the fame, or in any manner to adt contrary 
thereto. In witnefs whereof we have caufed our great 
feal of Great Britain to be aifixed to theie prefents, figned 
with our royal hand^ Given at our Court at Kenfington 
the Thirty- firft day of July, in the ytar of our Lord, 1 75 1^ 
and of our reign the Twenty-fifth.

Article L 

IN the firft place it is agreed and concluded, Thit from 
this time forward, for ever, there Ihall be a true and 
inviolable peace between the tnoft Serene King of Great 
Britain, and the moft illuftrious Lords and Grovernors of 
the city and kingdom of Tripoli in Barbary ; and between 
all tbe dominions and fubjeds of either fide; and if the 
ihips and fubjefts of either party Ihall happen to n^ect 
upon the feas, or elfewhere, they fliall not molcft each 
othler, but Ihall ihew all poflible refped: and friendihip. 

IL That all merchant fliips belonging to the dominions 
of Ghrcat Britain, and trading to the city, or any part of 
the kingdom' of Tripoli, fliall pay no more thin Three 
per Cent, cuilom for all kinds of goods they fliall fell : 
and for fuch as they fliall not fell, they fliall be permitted 
freely to embarked it again on board their fliips, without 
paying any fort of duty whatfoever, and fliall depart with- 
out any hindrstnce or moleftation. 
' III* That all fliips and other vefflels, as well thofe be* 
longing to the faid King of C5reat Britain, or to any of 
}iis Majefty's fubje&s, as thofe belonging to the kingdom 
m pec^le of Tripplij flmU freely pa{4 the feas, and trafEck

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Where they pleafc, without any fearch, hindrance or mo- 
leftation from each other : and that all perfons or paf- 
fengers, of what country foever ; and all monies, goods, 
merchandizes, and moveables, to whatfoever people or 
nation belonging, being on board of any the faid ihips or 
veflels, Ihall be wholly free, and fliall not be flopped, 
taken or plundered from either party. 

IV. The Tripoli ihips of war, or any other veflTels there- 
\3nto belonging, meeting with any merchant ihips, or 
other veflels of the King of Great Britain^s fubje&s not 
feeing in any of the feas appertaining to any of his Ma- , 
Jefty^ dominions, may fend on board one fingle boat, . 
with two fitters, befides the ordinary crew of rowers ; and 
no more but the two fitters to enter any of the faid mer- 
chant ihips, or any other veflfels^ without the exprefs leave 
of the commander of every fuch ihip or veflel ; and then, 
upon producing ointo them a pafs under the hand and 
feal of the Lord High Admiral of England, the faid boat 
ihall prefently depart, and the merchant ihip or ihips, 
vejSel or veflels, ihall proceed freely on "her or their 
Yoyagcf : and although the commander or commanders of 
the faid merchant ihip or ihips, veiTel or veflels, produce 
no pafs from the Lord High Admiral of England, yet if 
i:he major part of the ihip's or veiiers company be fub- 
jefts to the faid King of Great Britain, the faid boat ihall 
prefently depart, and the merchant ihip or ihips, veflel or 
veflels, ihall proceed freely on her or their voyage : and 
any of the faid ihips of war, or other veiJels of his faid 
Majefty, meeting with any ihip or ihips, veflel or yeflfels, 
Ijelonging to Tripoli, if the commander of any fuch ihip 
or ihips, veiTel or veflels, ihall produce a pafs, figned by 
the chief governors of Tripoli, and a certificate from the 
JEnglifli Conful living there ; or if they have no fuch pafs 
or certificate, yet if the major part of their ihip's com- 
pany or companies be Turks, Moors or Slaves belonging 
to Tripoli, then the faid Tripoli ihip or ihips, veflel.or 
veflels, ihall proceed freely, 

v. That ^o commander, or other perfon, of >any flrip 

• or veiTel of Tripoli, ihall take out of any ihip or veflel of 

rhis faid Majefty^s fubje(9:s, any perfon or perfons what- 

foeyer, to carry thenj any where to be examined, or upoo 

* any 
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«ny other pretence, nor fcall ufe any torture or violence 
unto any perfon of what nation or quality foever, being 
on board any fliip or veffel of his Majefty's fubjefts^ upon 
any pretence whatfoever. 

VI. That no fliipwreck belonging to the faid King of 
Great Britain, or to any of his Majefly's fubjefts, upoa 
any part of the coafts belonging to Tripoli, Ihall be made 
or become prize; and that neither the goods thereof ihall 
be feized, nor the men made flaves; but that all the fub- 
jeds of Tripoli fliall do their beft endeavours to fave the 
iaid men and their goods. 

VII. That no fliip, or any other- veffel of Tripoli, fhall 
have permiflion to be delivered up, or to go to any other 
place in enmity with the faid King of Great Britain, to 
be made ufe of as Cor fairs at fea againft his faid Majefty's 
lubj'efts. 

VIII. That if any fliip or veffel of Tunis, Algiers, Tc* 
tuan, or Sally, oir any other place, being in war with the 
faid King of Great Britain, bring any fliips or veffels, men 
t>r goods, belonging to his faid Majefty's fubjedts, to Tri- 
poli, or to any pcwrt or place in that kingdom, the go^ 
vernors there fliall not permit them to be fold within the 
territories of Tripoli, like as is agreed at Algiers. 

IX. That if any fubje<^ of the King ot Great Britain 
happens to die in Tripoli, or its territories, his goods or 
money fliall not be feized by the governors, or any mini* 
Hers of Tripoli, but fliall all remain with the Englifli 
ConfuL 

X. That neither the Ehglifti Conful, nor any other 
fubjeft of the faid King of Great Britain, fliall be bound 
to pay^ the debts of any other of his Majefty^s fubjeds, 
unlefs they become furety for the fame by a public ad:. 

XI. That the fubje<9:s of his faid Majefty in Tripoli, or 
its territories, in matter of controverfy, fliall be liable to 
no other jurifdiftion but that of the Dey or Divan, except 
they happen to be at difference between themfelves, in 
which caie they fliall be liable to no other determination 
but that of the Conful only. 

XIL That in cafe any fubjed: of his Majefty, being in 
any part of the kingdom of Tripoli, happen to ftrike, kill, 
or wound ^ Turk or Moor, if he be taken^ he is to be 

puniflied

^Unidied in the fame manner^ and with no greater (evetitf 
than a Turk ought to be^ being guilty of the fame offence i 
but if he ^fcape, neither the laid Engliih Conful^ nor^uiy 
other of his faid Majefty^s fubjeAs, ftiall be in any fort 
queftioned or troubled upon that account^ and no trial or 
fentence to be pafied without the Confiil being preient. 

XIII. That the Englift Conful now^ or at any time 
hereafter^ living at Tripoli, fhall be there at all times with 
entire freedom and fafety of his perfon and eftate, and ihall 
be permitted to choofe his own druggerman and broker^ 
and freely to go on board any ihip in the road, as often 
and when he pkafes, and to have the liberty of the coun* 
try ; and that he ihall be allowed a place to pray in ; and 
that no man ihall do him any injury, either in word or 
deed ; and that he ihall have liberty at all times of hoifi- 
ing his Majeily's flag at the top of his houfe, and on his 
boat, when he paflTes on the water^ 

XIV* That not only during the continuance of this 

feace and firiendihip, but likewife if any breach or war 
appen to be hereafter, between the faid King of Great 
Britain, and the city and kingdom of Tripoli, the faid 
Conful, and all other his Majefty^s fubjefts, inhabiting in 
the kingdom of Tripoli, ihall always, and at all timesf, 
both of peace and war, have full and abfolute liberty to 
depart, and go to their own country, or any othec, upon 
any ihip or veiTel, of what nation foever they ihall think 
fit, and to carry with them all their eltates, goods, fa- 
milies and fervants, although born in the country, with- 
out any interruption or binorance. 

XV. That no fubjeft of his faid Majeily, being a paf- 
Icnger from or to any port, ihall be any way moleftcd or 
meddled with, either in perfon or property, although on 
board any ihip or veffei in enmity with TFipoli ; and the 
(ameis to be regarded in favour of the fubjeds of Tripoli. 
XV^ Xhat when any of his Majefty's fhips of war ihall 
^ppeaf 'before Tripoli, upon notice thereof given by the 
£ngliih Conful, or by the commander of the faid ihips, to 
the chief governors of Tripoli, public proclamation ihall 
be immediately made to fecure the Chriftian captives; and 
if after that, any- Chriftians whatfoever make their efcape 
on board any -of the faid ihips <if war, they ihall not be 

required 
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Required txick again, nor Ihall the faid Coniul- or coitik 
nlander, or any other liis Majefty^s fubjed:s, be obliged ta 
pay any thing for the faid Chriftians^ 

XVIi. That all merchant fliips coming to the city on 
kingdom pf Tripoli, though not belonging to Great Bri* 
tain, Ihall have free liberty to put themfelves under the 
protedlion of* the Britilh Conful, in felling and difpofing 
of their goods and merchandize, if they flull think pto-* 
per, without any hindrance or moleftation. 

XVIII. That at all times when any fliip of war of the 
King of Great Britain, &c. csHrrying his faid Majcfty'$ 
flag, appears before the faid city of Tripoli, and comes ta 
an anchor in the road, immediately aner notice thereof 
given by his faid Majefly's Cpjaful, or officer from the 
Ihip, unto the Dey and government 6f Tripoli, they ihalli 
in honour to his Majefty, caufe a falute of twenty-feven 
cannon to be fired from the caftle and forts of the city^ 
and that the faid ihip ihall return an anfwer by firing the 
fame number of cannon. 

/ XIX. Th^tt no fubjeft of the King of Great Britain 
fhall be permitted to turn Turk or Moor in the city audi 
kingdom of Tripoli, (being induced thereto by any fur- 
prize whatfoever) unlefs he voluntarily appear before the 
bey or Governor, with the Englifh Confursidruggerman^ 
three times in three days, and each day declare his rcfo- 
lution to turn Turk or Moor. 

XX. Whereas it is cuflomary for the l^uropean Cpnfuls 
to pay their refpeds to the Baihaw at. the feafts of Rama<> 
dam and Birham, it is hereby declared. That his Britan« 
mick Majefty's Conful ihall be admitted firfl: tp audience,, 
and take the precedency df all other Conf^ls, in confide* 
ration of the Engliih being the pldeft friends to the Scat^ 
■ of Tripoli. 

XXL That whereas the iiland of Minorca in the Medi- 
terranean fea, and the city of Gibraltar in §p^j9,jrjdp now 
belong to his Majefty the King of Great ]^^iir|Ait. i* 
therefore hereby agreed. That from this time forward, for 
ever, the faid iiland of Minorca,, and city of Gibraltar^ 
ihall be efteemed, in every refpeft, by the Baihaw and 
^vemment of Tripoli, to be part of his Britannick Ma- 
^ei|y's 0W9 domimonS| and the inhabitants thereof ihall he 

looked 
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looked upon as his Majcfty*s natural fubjefits, in the fame 
manner as if they had been born in aay part of Great 
Britain; and they, with their fhips and veffels wearing 
Britilh colours, and being furniflied with Mediterranean 
pafles, Ihall be permitted freely to trade and traffic in any: 
part of the kingdom of Tripoli, or dominions thereunto 
beJonging, and Ihall pafs without any moleftation whatfo- 
ever, either on the feas or elfewhere, in the fame manner, 
and with the fame freedom and privileges, as have been 
ftipulated in this and all former treaties, in behalf of the 
Britifh nation and fubjed:s ; and that none of the Ihips or 
veffels belongings to Tripoli, Ihall cruize or look for 

.prizes, before, or in fight of the ports of the iilapd of 
Minorca, and the city of Gibraltar, to difturb or moleft 
the trade thereof in any manner whatfoever. 

XXIL That if any of the {hips of war of the faid King 
of Great Britain come to Tripoli, or to any other port 

• or place of that kingdom, with any prize, they may freely 
fell it, or otherwife difppfe.of it, at their own pleafurje, 
without being molefted by, any ; and that his Majefty*s 

^ faid fliips of war ihall not be obliged to pay cuftoms in 
any fort ; and that if they fliall want provifions, vidiuals, 
or any other things, they may freely buy theni at the rates 
in the market. 

XXni. That whenfoever it fhall happen hereafter, 
that any thing is done or committed, by the fliips or fub- 
jefts of either fide, contrary to any of thefe articles, fatif- 
fadtion being demanded therefore, the fame fliall be made 
to the full, and without any manner of delay; and it 
fliall not be lawful to break this peace, until fuch fatif- 
faftion be denied ; and whofoever fliall be the caufe of 
breaking this peace, fliall affuredly be puniflied with pre- 
fent death. 

XXIV. That his Britannick Majefty's fubjefts (over 
and above the ftipulations contained in this and all former 
treities) fliall enjoy all the privileges aixd advantages, 
which now are, or which hereafter may be, granted tQ 
any of the fubje&s of the mofl^ favoured nation. 

XXV. That in cafe any of his faid Majefty's fubjedj 
fliall import into the faid kingdom of Tripoli, or into 
any of the ports or dominions thereunto belonging, any

warlike fiores^ ^ cannons, muikets, P^ftpl%. cannon pow- 
Act, or fine powder, brimftone, bullets, irOn, planks, v^ 
all forts of timber fit for building of fliips,. pitch, tar/* 
rpfin,. ropes, cables, mafts, blocks, anchors, fails, aodF^ 
ail other habiliments of war^ as well ty fca as by land; -tx^

XXVL That new Mediterraneanpafles IhaTl be iflbed 
out and given to his faid Majefty's trading fubje^ts, with ' 
all convenient fpeed, and that the time for the continuance! 
of the old pafles, for the fliips in the Indies ind remote* 
parts, (hall be three years; and for all other fliips and' 
yeHels,'one year; to commence from the delivery of the 
counter-tops of the new pafles at Algiers ; of which his 
Majefty's Conful here Ihall give the earlieft notice to the 
Bafliaw and government ; and it is hereby expreflly agreed 
and declared, that the faid new pafles fliall, during the 
above-mentioned fpaces of time of' three years an'd one 
year, be of full and fufficicnt force and effed to proteftall 
ihips and veflels of his faid Majefty*s fubjeds, who flxall

XXVII. .That no 'merchant fliip belonging ^to Great

XX VIII. That if at any^ time the garrifons of ^b- 
♦raltar or- Port Mahon ftiould be in want of provifions,

the dominions thereof, they Ihall, if it is to be had, be 
fuppHed with it at the market pirice. * — • > 

XXIX. That all packets bearing his Eritannick Ma- -

WHEREAS the moft fercne, moft highj and moft 
potent Prince aftd Lord, George the Second, King 
of Grelt Britain, t'rance and Ireland, Duke, of Brunfwick 
lind Lnrienburg, Eleftor ahd.Arch Treafui;er of theRom^n 
Empfrej^ &C, And the moft ferene, fnoft high, and moft 
pdtent rrineefs and Lady, Elizabeth Petrowha, EmpteA 
and fole iMfonarch of all the Rulfia^, &c. (pleno titulo) 
have confidered, how ufeful and falutary it might be to 
their tefpeftive ftafes ahd fubjecfls,- afid alfo how thuch it 
ttiight contribute to the maintaining of the general tran- 
quillity of Europe, and of that of the northin particular. 
Hot only to Hsultivate by all manner of good offieei, as thqf 
have done hitherto^ a ftrift union between themfclves, but

TTISMajefty [the French King] thinks it confident 
X JL' with his goodnefs and iuftice to inform his fub5'6fts 
of the endeatout^ he "has ufed, and th^ ftdrifices he re- 
fblved to make, in order to reftore peace to his kingdom. 
' Frartce, and the^ Whole univerfe, will judge from a 
plain' and faithful detail of the negociatkin which has 
been ^ai^ried tJn between the Courts of Verfailks and 
London; wl\ich of the two Courts have been averfe to 
the' re-eftablilhment ^ of public tranquillity, and have 
facrificcd the ' common peace and welfare to their own 
ambition. 

In order to form a clear and juft opinion with regard 
id the Negociation' wkith )ia$ lately biroken c^ between 
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« * 

France and England^ it i? neieeflary to rccolleft the mo- 
tives which occafioncd the rupture between the two 
Crowns, and the particular circumftances which havelni 
volvcd a coaiidef able part of-Ewope in a war, which 
had at firft America only for its pbj^; ' 

The limits of ^padia and Canada, which, by the treaty 
of Aix-la-Chapelle, were left to the difcxdEon t>f cbm- 
miffaries to be named by the two Potentates^ have fenrc4 
England as a pretence for commencing hottilitiei, afiidfor 
taking two ^'rench Ihips, the Alci(Je and thc'Lys ; -rtrhUe^ 
in the piidft of peace, and under the fandiion of tire htW 
of nations, the Duke of Mifepoix, the French Ambaft 
fador, was treat mg at London in order to prevcRta fup- 
ture^ and to terminate thofe differences^ which might have 
been eaiily accommodated at Aix-la-Chapelte, and which^ 
while the peace fubfifted, had met with the moft uhrea- 
fonable and extravagant oppofijiQn on the part! of the 
Englilh pommiffaries, - 

The unexpeded violence offered on the part of the 
Englilh neceffarily brought oft the war : his Majelly 
found himfelf obliged, though with regret, to repel by 
forpc the indignity offered to France, and to 'prefer the 
honour of ^. the nation to the tranquillity it enJQyed* \ ^ 

If the court of London had no other :defign than to 
cflablilh the refpecflive poffeffions of. the two Crowns in 
North America upon a firm footing, flie would hav^ en- 
deavoured to obviate, as France has done, every incident 
which might engage the powers of the Continent of Eu- 
<Qpeio take a psirt in a^^war which is abfolutely foreign t^ 
them, and whiqh^^ in -faiQc, having no other objeft ;br 
what relates to tjli?,limits pf Acadia and Canada coul 
not laft long, and did not require the interpofition of any 
other power* But England had rnori^ extenfive views : 
Ihe ende,^voured to raife a general war againft France, 
and hoped to renew the famous league which was formed 
againft Lewisr XIV. upon the acceffion of Philip Y. to 
the throne of Spait> ; and to ^erfuade all the courts of 
Eurppe, that they. were as much Interefted in the limits 
of Acadia as in the fucceffion of Charles IL 
, The conduft of France, in confequenceof the firft bof- 
tilitics in 1755, was very different from that of Eagland^l 

his 
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his Majefty pacified his ncighbours/Teftraifled-Ws^aHieS; 
tefufefl the advantageous profpeftof^a war, which was 
propofed to him 09 the Continent^ and gave all the powers 
to underftand^ that his folC' ambition was to retrain his 
enemies, the EhgUih, within due limits, and to maintain 
peace and juftice among the powexs who ought to regard 
ttie difierenccs refpedliftg America with the moft impartial 
neutrality I. 

- I^hie Court of London, to accompliih their ends, took 
adrantagc of his Majcfty's equitable ai^d pacific condu& 
She kaew that one of -the allies of France might prove a, 
iivcly obftacle to the eftablilhnient of peace and tranquil* 
jity, and madejvo doubt, but, .infecuring that allyv flie 
ifiould be abie. to nuke that Houfet, which was coafidered 
as the antient rival of France, enter iijto all hei*. yijews : 
but the Emprefs Q^een of Hungary and Bohenita^ ani- 
ixiated by the fame principles of equity gf which his Ma* 
jcfty gave ftich laudable proofs, refufed the propofals d[

war, which was the natural and .fofefcen confequence of

. His Majefty and the Eroprefi^Qu^i^ previous to the 
King of Pruffia's inya^on qf Sflijconyj entered into an al- 
liance on the ift of May, 175^, \yh4ch was purely defen- 
liyc. Their Majefties hoped,- that^th^ir .aUiance wwild 
checkr the fire which was ready to Kindle in Germsmy, and

His Majefty, confequently, from that ^me being 
obliged to fupport a war both by fea and land againft Eng- 
land^ his profefled enemy^ has afibrded no farther fuccour 
of troops to his allies to enable them to carry on their 
war in particular, but has only undertaken to preferve the 
places on the Lower Rhine for the Emprefs-Queen, 
which were acquired by conqueft from the King of Pruf- 
fia in the name of her Imperial Majefly. It would, thetis- 
fore, betray ignorance of the moft pofitive fafts, to fup? 
pofc that the war which is a(ftually carried on in Wcftr 
phalia is for the intereil of his Majefty^s allies ; that war 
as purely Englifh, which is carried on only becaufe the 
army of England, in that part, defends the pofleiiions of 
the King of Great Britain and his allies. 

We muft conclude from what has. been faid with re- 
gard to the (late of the two belligerent Crowns, that the 
war of France with England is in fa^, and in its origiDj^ 
yery diftin& from that of the Emprefs againft the King 
of Pruflia : neverthelefs there is a connexion between the 
two wars^ which confifts in the common engagement be- 
tween the King and the Emprefs Queen, not to make a 
feparate peace with the common enemy but by. mutual 
confent. This ei^agement, which is fo conformable to 
the fentiments of friendihip and confidence by which 
their Majefties are united, was neceflary for their recipro- 
cal fecurity* As it would be dangerous for theiorcesof 
the King of Fruifig to join a^nft France with thofe of 
England, commanded by Prince Ferdinand, it would 
be equally prejudicial and contrary to the faith of his 
Majefty's engagements with the Court of Vienna, that 
the Britiih army ihould join the King of PrufEa againfl 
the Emprefs Queen, and againfl the rrinces of the em- 
pire who are in alliance with France. , 

Although the year 1758 produced no pqlirical event 
which might give room to a negociation for the re-eila- 
bUihment of peace^ yet France, ever zealous to promote 
it with the fame fincerity , made ufe of the mediation of 
Denmark to inform England of her perfeverance in. the 
fame pacific difpofitions ; the anfwer from the Court of

I HAVE received 'the baflport of the King of Great 
Britain, which your Excellency did me the honour to 
fend for M, Bufly, in quality of Minifter of the King my 
Matter ; and I fend you in return his Majefty's pauport 
for Mr. Stanley, whom his Britannick Majefty has $een 
pleafed to appoint in order to come to this c6Urt irf the 
fame capacity. I think it my duty, on this occafion. Sir, 
to make foiiie obfervations which feem to me neceflary to 
warrant the execution of the commiffions of thofe two 
Minifters. 

1. The King thinks that his Britannick Majefty will 
judge it convenient that the two Minifters Ihould be 
charged with full power from the refpe&ive courts, to ufc 
upoh occafion.

Vienna to conclude a feparate peace with England. This 
confent was neceffary, fince, from the beginning, as is be- 
fore memioned,* jft was agreed between his MajeAy and 
Ids allies, that they fliould not treat of peace feparately ; 
but that all the belligerant parties Should eome to acon- 
clufioQ tc^ether. 

Though the Emprefs- Queen ►was perfe&ly fenflble of/ 
the prejudice which the alliance might fuftain by a nego* 
elation in Germany, at a time that France was at peac^ 
with England : yet her Imperial Majefty, to oblige the 
King, agreed^ on this occkfion, to facrifice her own inte- 
reft to the defire which his Majefty cxpreffed for the efi 
tabliihment of peace^ This princefs confented to the fe- 
parate accommodation of France with England, upon 
this exprefs^ and equitable condition, that nothing ihould 
1>e therein ftipulated,* which might be contrary tp the iii-» 
lereft of the Houfc of Auftria, 

• The eonclufion of the Brkifh memorial contained a 
propofition for France to make fome overtures with regard 
to the compenfetions. The King availed himfelf of this 
intimatioDt and ordered a ftiemorial to be prepared,* in- 
-eluding Specific propofitions, whifch put the negdciatioa 
iii a proj^ train, and fixed its bafis oh exprefs and detert 
minaie points. 

France was pcrfcSly fenfible how difadvantageous i% 
"wasio her to make her enemies acqiiaintetJ with the fa- 
vourable conditions which it was agreed to alloW them', 
in order to fucceed in the re-eftabliihment of peace : flic 
^as confeious, that it waS juft and reafopable For Fri^nce, 
who made the fir ft propofition of Utipoffidetis^ to wait tilV 
England explained nerfelf concerning the cpmpe.nfat1bnsi . 
but flie flattered herfelf that England was fincerely dej(\-, 
rous of re-cftablifliing the union between the two crowns 5 
^nd the advantages which would redound to England . 
from the- offers of France, were* fo vifiblc and extenfive, 

that; 
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tiiat there was no fufpicipn that the court of London 
would increafe the difficulties of a ncgociation whicH 
France was zealous to determine without delay, and to 
the fatisfadion of the two powers* . 

Before a meniorial of propofitions was feat in form to 

the court of London,. his Majefty's Minifter, entrufted to 

confer with Mr. Stanley, gave him .previous affuranc€$ 

of the facrifices which his Majefty had refolved to make* 

He authorized him to write word, , that France would 

guaranty the poffeflion of Canada to England, . provided 

that England would reftore to the King the ifland of Cape 

Breton, and confirm the right of the French to filh and 

dry their filh in the gulph of St* Lawrence, upon the ooaft^ 

and in the ifland of Newfoundland* As the ifland of Cape 

Breton, if/ortified, might afford England! matter of 

Jealoufy, the French Minifter told Mr» Stanley, that the 

King engaged to deftroy all the fortifications whicli 

might remaih in that ifland, and not to ece£t $ny ne\? 

ones upon any pretence whatever,. The. port of Loui^- 

tourg being to be confidered only as a fllelter for the fiih* 

crmen in the gulph of St, Lawrence, and on the coaft of 

Kewfouttdland, France offered to reftore the ifland of 

Minorca to England^ provided they would, give up the 

iflands of Guadaloupe and Marigalante in return. . 

With regard to the Eaft Indies,^, .they propofed thai 
the treaty of the Sieurs Godeheu and Saunders, made int. 
the year 1755, fliould be confirmed. That treaty, al- 
though advantageous to the Englifli company, T^aii judged 
t© be moft effectual for maintaining peace betwien the 
two companies, and to recal them to views of commerce; 
much more analogous to their reciprocal interefts thaa., 
profpefts of conquefts, which had hitherto kept theca 
at variance* 

.With refped: to Africa, France required that England 
. flxould reftof e either Senegal or Qoree, and^ on, thofe con- 
ditions the King declared that he would evacuate Gottin- 
gen, H«ffe, and the county ef Hanau, would withdraw 
lus forces upon the Rhine and the Maine, and would 
leave ho French troops in Geurmany, but in proporjtiqn to 
. what troops of the enemy reoiamed affembled in the Brf- 
tifli army in Weftphalia^

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Xfr.Staole)^ tOftk Mtei ef thefe ovettur^, wWch ^pJtttt 
made hj the Dl dc Choifeul, who roW him morcorer, that 
the ptopofitiODS made ro the EnglifliMinifter cauHori^ 
be confidcred as intimations of conditions wlifch might 
l^ffibly be agreed to, and las preliminary fitp^ to the tne- 
morial wkich France determined to tranfiil-it txS the trbtrrt 
trf Liindon in form, -if the points difcuflfed in tbe conft- 
«eoce of the Ouke de Choffeul with Mr. Stanley ftpould 
kc thought proper to ferVe as a bafis for the negociatioA 
i»f p^ce. 

The artfwca: frbin SEngland arrived the 30tb of Jtrnce 
Mf. Stani^y huA^ conference with the Duke deChoifeuJ 
<«fpe£king thift aufwer ; %knd it the cbutfe of that ctm^^ 
fereiice 5ie ftarted three difficulties oh the part of hi^ 
CDUrt* The firfl: concerned Cape Breton. Etigtend ab- 
solutely ref ufed to cede that ifland to France, trvtn laptm th* 
condftida that no military eftablifhmertt whatever Ihould 
^e kept On foot thfere. Mr Stariley ihtimated,- that hii 
«cwrt had fioitjteftiuon of tcfftoring any ifland of pott iti 
t&e gulphof St. 4,aWtenC:e, or within reach of that gulph. 
He added, tMt England would make no diffic\Aty of^al- 
lowing the liberty of filhing and drying tbe filh tn\ the 
4hore& and coaft of Newfoundland : but that ttris would 
be granted ott condition that Dunkirk was demcrtiftred, 
4IS k was ftipulated to^iive bden by the treaty of 0rfetht.

^qffidetis of the a6th of March, they could ndt pretend 
:thiat the p«fettt ftate6f Dunkirk was eompfijied in the

The liberty eff fiihing, «tid the Jhehet without fbftlfi- 
^cations^ wa^ the o^mpenfjiti^n for the ceffion of all Gh 
nada, and of the guaranty which France oi&red to make 
lo Eiigland of that cotifiderable part 6f North America, 
Tie teftitution of the ifland of Minorca was certainly 
equivalent to the ceflion of Guadaloupe and Marigalante; 

and 
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«^d tliie eVatUatidti of tietfe and the other , countries ap- 
pertaining to the EleAor of Hanover and to the jLand^ 
TTave, Was compenfated by the reftitution of Senegal and 
5r6f ee, aitd Belleifle, which had been conquered fince trbc^ 
ifi'6fnorial of the z^t^ March, and after the propofitii>a 
of the epochs projyofed in that memorial, 

Befides, France had declared, at the tiTnfe ot taking 
Belleifle, that ftie did not underftand that conaweft was to 
have beenanobj^Sof cofnpenfation, alid thatlhe thoi^ht 
the keeping or iBelleifle would be tootle cx|>e6five thaa, 
^rofetable to £r^land, 

Mr. Stanley, ili oppoiilig the ceffion of lileHoyalto 
France, abfolutely refufed the rcftitution of l^ent;gai tod 
<t^f5e, |)fetehding that Serfegal could not be fecurely 
Maintained without (j6rce ; in the -end, he infixed ow the 
^niolitiohof Dunkirk, as atondition abfolutely nece^rr* 
't^he article relating to Germany was not negociated oa iua 
fcaft ; and after fevetal conferences k was agreed xhxt 
r tancfe Should prepare a memorial of Specific ^ropo&ioas 
ftrhich ftould De fent to !England« The naemorial was 
drawn, and is here annexed.

cure peace,, the Court of London mall in no cixcuni*' 
't^ce^ take advantage of it, the faid propofition made 
in confidence to the King of Great Britain having no other 
objeft than the accelerating of a negociation in which the 
two Crowns are fo much interefted. , 

The Uti pojtdeiis exprefled in the declaration of the 
i6th March, is adopted on both fides ; it would be diffi- 
cult for either party to reje<3: it ; for though it was not 
cxpreflTed, it was properly according to what they poflefs*: 
only cither lawfully or 1)y conqueft, that the parties car^ 
negociac^ together concerning peace, and the cbmpenfa-^ 
tions requifite for that purpofe. 

The periods of the Sfasu ^o, which form the fecond 
efifential article in the declaration of the 26th March, and 
which have remained in negociation between the two 
Courts, have not yet been fettled. The Court of France 
has propofed the epochs of May, July, and September i 
that of England has propofed the epochs of July^, Scpr 
tember, and November. That queftion will be determined 
without farther negociation if the fcheme of the follow- 
ing treaty is adopted by the Court of London, for then 
all the 'epochs will be valid, as that of the peace will 
unite the fentiments and opinions of the two Kings. 

It is the compenfations^ therefore, which will determine 
the epochs and the peace, and it is to fettle them that his 
Majelly propdfes the following articles to the King of 
Great Britain. 

Article I. The King cedes and guaranties Canada to 
the King of England, fuch as it has been, and in righj: 
ought to be, poffefled by France, without reftridioh, and 
without the liberty of returning upon iany pretence what- 
ever againfl; this ceflion and guaranty, and without in-r 
terrupting the Crown of England iji the entire poffeffiod ■ 
of Canada. 

II. The King, in making over his fiill right of fove- 
reignty over Canada tb the King of England, annexes four 
conditions to the ceflion. Firft, that the free exercife of 
the Roman Catholick religion Ihall be mainuiried there", 
and that the King of England will give? the jmoft precifo 
'and effeAual orders that his newRpmanCatb^oliek fubjeds 

may^ 
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may, as heretofore, make publick profeffion of their fe- 
ligion, according to the rites of the Rdmari Church. 

Secondly, that the French inhabitants or othei-s,. Who 
have been fubjefts bf the King in Canada, may retire intb 
the French colonies with all poffible freedom and fecu-i 
rity ; that they may be allowed to fell their effedts, -and to 
tranfport their property as well as their perfohs, without 
being reftrained in their emigration, on any pretence 
•whatever (except for debt ;) and the Englilh government 
fliall engage to procure them the means of tranfportation 
at as little expence as poffible. 

• Thirdly, that the limits of Canada, with regard to 
Louifiana, Ihall be clearly and firmly eftabliflied, as well 
as thofe of Louifiana and Virginia, in fuch manner, that 
after the execution of peace, there may be no more dif- 
ficulties between the two nations, with refped to the con- 
ftruftion of the limits with regard to Louifiana, whether 
with refpeft to Canada,^ or the other poflTeffions of Eng- 
land. 

iN. B. M. BuflTy- has a memorial on the fubjedl of the 
limits of Louifiana, which gives bim power to come 
to a final treaty on that article with the Miniftry of 
his Britannick Majefty. •' - 

Fourthly, that the litefty of fifliing, and of drying their 
cod-fifli on the banks of Newfoundland, may be confirmed 
to the French as heretofore : and as this confirmation' 
would be illufory, if the French veflTels had not a fhelter 
in thofe parts appertaining to their nation, the King of* 
Great Britain, in confideration of the guaranty of his new 
conquefts, fliall reftore Ifle Royal, or Cape Breton, to be 
enjoyed- by France ineritii*e Ibvereignty. It is agreed, to 
fix a value on this reftitution, that France fliall not, under 
any dfenominatibn whatever; ered: any fortifications on the 
iflandl and fliall confitte'herfelf to maintain civil eftablifli- 
ilients theife, and^lie j^ort for the convenience of the fifli- 
iHg'veflTets landing tliere. 

III. Frknce fliall reftore to England the ifland of" 
MinorcJa, and Fort St, Philip, in the fame condition it 
- was in wherf*it was conquered by the King's fortes, to- 
gether with> the artillery belonging to England, which 
was in the fort ar the time of taking the ifland*

ftrfpenfton between the French and *Britifh forces', the 
German troops in the pay of England might join thofcof 
the King of rruffia againft tjie Auffrian armiesr, the Kingj^ 
faithful to hisr engagcnjents with his allies, 2nd very far ' 
frotnintendrng to fettle any thing to her prejudice, pro- 
pdf&$ to the Kiag of England^ that it may be agreed be- 
tween*, them,' that his, ,%itannick Majefty will undertake 
tHajE BO part of tbe/forccs: which cojopofe Prince Fer- 
dmand^s arrny ibalj, under any pretence whatever, or 
utnjer any denomination,, join the arirry of hi-s Pruffian 
iMt^efty, or a6t offenfively againft the Emprefs Queen or 
her alliej; and in lifee manner, no French forcesv under 
any pretence, &all jgm. the ImpKtiai jarrmy, o^, fcrve 
againft^ the alliesr of Oreat Britain* To a^fcertain theft 
p6fii!ions> tt fifail Be fardhteB: cuac lu ded, that after thefe 
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evacuations, the -army of the Upper Rhlne^ commanded 
by Marflial Broglio^ ihall retire towards tte Maine, the 
Necker, and the Rhine, occupying Francfort ; and tltat 
of the Lower Rhine cctfnmanded by Marlhal Soubife,. 
Ihall, on the other (ide, retire towards the Rhine, occu- 
pying Wefel and Guelders. 

The countries belonging to the King of Pruflia, on the- 
Lower Rhine,, have been conquered, and are actually 
governed in the name of the Emprefs Queen : the King 
would not undertake to evacuate them without the con- 
fcnt of her Imperial Majefty, and before the fuccefs of 
the negociations at the Congrefs at Augiburg, which is 
to reftore peace between, the Emprefs and the King of 
Pruffii; but as it would . be difadvantageous to the twa 
Crowns to maintain a*confiderable body of national forces 
in Germany, which, in time of peace, would remain in 
abfolute inaftivity, and, by the conventions of the treaty,, 
would become ufelefs in every refpeft to the allies of 
France and England, the King undertakes, that, from 
the time that his Britannick A^efl:% recals the Englifh 
whom he has fent to his army in Germi^ny, he will caufe 
double the number of French forces in his Majefty '$. 
armies on the Upper and Lower Rhine to return to- 
France, fo that no French troops fhall continue in thofe 
parts, but in proportion to thofe which the King of 
England ihall keep hi payr 

XL If before the execution of the treaty, one of the 
two powers fliould make any conquefts, in whatever part 
of the \frorld it be, they fhall be reftored without hefita* 
tion, and without requiring any recompence. 

XII. The captures made at fea by England before the 
declaration of the war, are objedls of legal reftitution, 
and which the King will willingly fubmit to the juftice 
of the King of England and the Englifli tribunals ; in 
fad:, fubjeSs, who under the faith of treaties,^ the law of 
nations, and in time of peace, follow their trade and na- 
vigation, cannot with juftice become fufferers by the 
mifunderftandings fubiifiing in the cabinets of the two 
Courts, . before aiey have any intimation of itu Declara- ' 
tions of war are cftabliflied by the law of nations,, for na 
other purpofc but to make publick to the people the 
2 t contells 
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contefts "between tlheir Sovereigns, and to give them 
•warning, that their perfonsand fortunes are in danger from 
an enemy. Unlefs fuch declaration is agreed upon, there 
can be no publick fecurity ; every individual would be 
11:1 danger, or in fear, every moment that he ftepped be- 
yond the limits of his own country. , If thefe principles 
are inconteftiWe, nothing remains but to examine the 
date of the declaration of war, between the two crowns, 
and the date of the captures ; all that has been taken 
yrior to the declaration, cannot be adjudged lawful prize, 
without overthrowing the moft falutary laws ; it will be 
In vain to alledge that the French began hoftilities, ancl 
that the captures were taken by way of reprifal.- What 
conneftioft can there be between fuppofed hoftilities 
offered at Fort ' Duquefne, and the capture of trading 
veffels in the fouth part of America ? Thefe hoftilities 
' are the motives for the declaration of war; but the efFefts 
of that declaration cannot take place, till after the faid 
-declaration i^ made public; and it would be unjuft to 
make individuals fuftain a lofs, who are totally ignorant 
of ^the fajfts atid circumftances of a latent hoftility in a 
coroner «f the w^fld which ha« occafioned a general war 
^between the twd .nations. 

This argument is deemed unanfweraWe in France ; and 
it is on this footing that the King -challenges the right of 
nations, to the end that fome expedient may be agreed 
4ipon in the future treaty as a f ecompence for the captures 
toade upon his fubjeds previous to the declaration of war, 
-without entering into any difcuffion about reprifals,which 
-fhoufd be forgotten wh-etl the two Courts draw near to an 
agreement. France confults nothing but the intereft of 
the individuals who hive been fulFerers, and does not 
jn'etend to inoliide the King^s Ihips taken before the de- 
-claration in the fetttement of the captures, as the lofs of 
the King's Ihips may be confidered as a confequenee of 
the motives of the war. - '-' 

XIIL Though, during the courfe of the prefent wai^,

£ngland the danger he apprehends, and o.f which he

, The precaution of France to enfure the folidity of the 
peace, comprifed every* objeft which could conduce to-' 
that end. The ^fuccours which his Majefty and the King 
of England afforded their allies in Germany, left a fource 
of war ftill fubfifting, and an expence detrimental to both 
nations. The King judged, that the moft natural naeans 
,10 put an end to the difpytes which the fuccours tq be 
afforded their refpeftive allies niight produce, would-be 
io come to an agreement between France and England, 
that France, on her' part, Ihould not yield any kind of 
. - - "' fuccour 
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iiiccour to the Emprefs^*QueeB, an<J in like maimer, tkat 
England ihould be bound not to furnilh any affiftance to. 
the King of Pruffia. It would have been a violationrdf 
good faith to have ftipulated this ^withdrawing of all (xxo^ 
cour, without the confent t)f the allies. The King re-

The feventh and thirteenth did not appear conclufivc. 
In f^&i by the firft, England propofed that France ihould: 
evacuate Germany, and in the fecond ihe agreed, that the 
two Crowns fliould fupport their allies in that part of 
Europe* 

Thefe anfwers, and all thofe which England has made 
in the courfe of the negociation, evidently manifeft thalT 
the Court of London is averfe to all reconciliation. 

The articles which declare the advantages which Eng- 
land would fecure, are clear, decifive, and even didtato-^ 
rial ; thofe which concern the interefts of France are ob- 
fcurei fubjedt to various conftrudtions, and leave a train 
of difcuflions, which, by leaving the fource of the war 
ilill fubfifting, would ftill have redounded to the preju- 
dice of France,, if flie had agreed to admit, the clainis^ of 
England. • ' 

Thefe rejfleaions did not efcape his Majefty's penetra- 
tion. Neverthelefs his Maj^fty unwilling to take upon 
himfelf the rupture of a negociation, which, on his part, » 
propofed the welfar* of mihkind, he ordered a reply 
to be madQ to the anfwer from England, article by ar- - 
ticle, in the following memorial, in the form of an Ul^' 
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Uliimatum of France in reply to that of Englandj of ^tk

THE King renews the declaration which he made to 
his Britannick Majcfty to the memorial of propo^ 
fitions for peace which has been tranimitted to Mn Stan- 
ley, and to which the Court of England has giren no an* 
fwer, either by word of mouth or in writing : his Majdly 
again declares, that if the negociation entered into at 
Paris and at London, foir the re-eftabliihment of peace 
between the two Crowns, has not the defired fucceu, all 
the articles agreed to at that negociation by France cannot 
be reprefented, on any occafion, as fettled points, any 
more than the memorial of the month of March laft, re- 
lative to the UHpqffideiis. 

I. The King confents to cede Canada to England in the 
moft extenfive manner, as fpecified in the memorial of 
propofitions i but his Majefty will not recede from the 
conditions be^has annexed to the fame memorial relative 
to the Catholick religion, and to the power, facility, and 
liberty of emigration from the antient lubjefts of the King* 
^ With regard to the fifhery in the gulph of St. Lawrence, 
the King means to maintain the immemorial ri^ht which 
his fubjeds have of fifhing in the faid gulph, and of drying 
their fiih on the banks of Newfoundland, as it Mras agreed 
by the treaty of Utrecht. As this privilege would be 
granted in vain, if the French vefiels had not fome Ihelcer 
appertaining to France in the gulph^ his Majefty propofed 
to the King of Great Britain the reftitution of the iQand of 
Cape Bretcm ; he again propofes, either that ifland or 
St. John, or fuch other port, without fortification, in die 

Iph, or within reach of the gulph, which may ferve the

the happy moment to put an end to fo many miferies ii 
not yet come. ^ ''^ 

As to what relates to the ftile of the Ultimatum of Eng^ 
land in anfwer to the meoiorial of propofitions frdOl 
France, as likewifc of the letter which I aodrefled to y(Ht 
by his Majefty's order, upon returning the two papers re^ 
lative to Spain and the King of Pruffia, as totally inad- 
miffible, the King orders me to acquaint you. Sir, thfit 
his Majefty adheres both to the form and fubftance iH 
thoTe two pieces, in which his dignity concurred with \Sk 
jufttce and good faith, leaving all the world to judge which 
of the two Courts have (hewn an averfion to peace during 
the cotsrfe of the ncgociation ; whether it be that Court; 
which, from a principle of candour, not by way of afliSU^ 
ing an imperative tone, has always endeavoured to g^tt 
open anfwers, - in order to (horten delays, by obriai^r'' 
mifunderfiandings, and to avoid the reproach of hi^h 
aded delufively even with an enemy; who, in the€bn« 
ditions of peace, io far from making an ill ufe of het

2. The line projjiofed to fix the bounds df Louifianai 
dstimdt bti admitted, becatife it wduld coihpf ife in another 
jJart, on the fide of the Cardlirias, very extenfive cduntrie^ 
and numerous hatioris^ Who have alwajrs been rfeputed td 
be under the protedioh of the King, a right which his 
Majefty has no intehtidii df renouncing ; and then the

The important privilege granted By the i3th arti- 
cle of tKe treaty of Utrecht, under certain Hrilitation^ and 
teftriiftions^ to the fubjedts of France, for flfhing and dry- 
in their cod-fiih on a certain part of the banks of New- 
foundland, has not been refufed by Great Britaiii, but 
connected with a reciprocal fatisfa(ftion on the part of 
Fr^nce^ with regard to the indilpenfableobjcdt df Dun- 
kirk, which the King has required, and {till requires :: it 
is therefore on condition, that thbtown and pdrr of Dun-

ail the places, belonging to his Majefty^s allies in Ger- 
many mall be.reftored, with the artillecy, &c. found in- 
them at the time of taking the fald places. 

. IX* With regard to the fuccour to be a^ded to the 
King of Pruffia on the part of the Britiih crown, as an. 
auxiliary, after the conclufion of the feparate peace be- 
tween Great Britain and France,^ his Majefly remains in 
the fame inflexible refolutionr^ wiuch he declared at the 
firft overture of the prefent negociation, that he will never 
defifl: from giving conftant fuccour to the King of Prujffia, 
as an auxiliary, with effica^ and good faith ^ in order to at- 
tain the falurary end of a general pacification in Germany. 
With this. view,, his Majefty, far from propofing to- 
leave France at liberty to fend armies into Silefia,. with- 
§Ht being limited to tbt number Jifulated in her. a^ual en^ 
vagewents with the Court of Vienna^ (a circumftance not to» 
be found in any part of the Ultimatum of England): has 
uniformly declared, as the 13th article of the faid Ul- 
timatum profeffes, that Great Britain and France Ihall be 
at liberty to fupport their refpedive allies as auxiliaries, 
in their particular conteft for the recovery of Silefia, 
according to the engagements entered into by each 
crown.. 

The King declares, at the fame time, that his Majefty 
has neither the intention nor the authority to take upon 
him to inhibit and forbid any foreign troops from enter- 
ing into the fervice and pay of the King of Pruffia, how- 
ever his Majefty might be inclined to confent not to fur- 
nifli, but by means ©f fubfidy^ thofe fupplies which Great 
Britain flxall judge convenient to grant his Pruffian Ma- 
jefty, in purfuance of her engagements. 

X. With regard to the captureji made after the com- 
mencement of hoftilities, and before the declaration of' 
v*ar, the King continues of opinion, that fuch a demand

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XI. Concerning the evacuations of Oftend and Nien- 
port, the King cannot but refer to the moft exprefs and 
irrevocable ftipulation of the moft folemn treaties, and 
eXprefled in the 1 1 th article of the Ultimatum of Great 
Britain, as alfo to his declaration relative to that fubjeft : 
and his Majefty relies on the fincerity of the declaration 
uti the part of France^ that is to fay, that ^* the inten- 
tion of his Moft Chriftian Majefty never was to keep pof- 
ieffion of the aforefaid places after the return of peace." 

XIL In regard to the ceflation of hoftilities, the King 
perfifts^ in every refpcft, in the fame intentions declared 
in the 1 2th article of the Britilh Ultimatum. 

XHI. As to what concerns the French Eaft-India Com* 
pany , he can only refer to the 9th article of the Ultimatum 
•of England^ with regard to w!aich no difagreement feems 
to fubfift. 

XIV. As to the prifoners of war, the two Courts feem 
to agree perfedly on 4:hat head. 

The Court of France cannot but perceive from this 
•anfwcr, rfie fincerity of his Majefty's intentions, as 
well as't-he qaoderatton which direfts his Majefty to- 
wards the means of reconciliation with the Moft Chrif- 
tian King.

The D. de Choifeul Tiad fevcral conferences with the 
Englifh Minifter on the fubjed of this anfwer ; but Mr. 
•Stanley, in thofe conferences, as well as through the 
whole courfe of the negociation, did not appear to be 
autHorifed by his Court to come to any agreement with 
refpeft to the difficulties which occurred, nor even to 
elucidate thofe obfcurities which occyrred in the Engliih 
anfwers, and particularly in the 9th article of the laft an- 
fwer from the Court of London. As this Minifter was 
confined to the letter of the anfwcr given by his Court^ 
this circumftance abfolutely put a ftop to all eclairciffe- 
ment on thefe points, and took away every expedient for 
removing the obftacles of the negociation. Jt was judged 
proper in France, in order to obviate thefe difficulties, to

The Memorial of France to the jAnfwer qf Ei^Ian^, 
tranfniitted to the Duke de dboifeul the ift 91 Jgep^. 
t ember, by Mr. Stanley, the Minister qf hijs Brit^* 
nicfc- Majefty. 

THE King accepts the declaration ^f the ^ipg Qf 
England contained in the pvejimble of the Anfwer, 
• and renews tjhat which he before made to his Majefty cp 
this head, in fuch manner that it is cqiiclu^ed bet\vqeii 
the two Courts finally and without ambiguity,, that if 
peace is not the refult of the prefent negociation, all ,that 
has been faid, written, and negqciated between the t^p 
crowns fince the memorial of the 26th of March inclu, 
five, to the moment of the rupture, Ihall be yoida|M|^<jf 
po efieft, and fhall not be brought as an argujgaent ip fa- 
vour of either of the parties \x\ any future negociation of 
peace. 

Article L The Kino; has dqcla^ed in his firft memoriaL 
pnd in hr Ultimatum, That he will cede and guaranty tQ 
.^England the pofleffion of panada, iij tlje u^qft ample 
manner ; his Majei|:y periGfts in that o#e.r, ^nd withqgt 
difcuffing the line pjf its limits mar J;^d in ^ map pre&i)!:- 
ed by Mr. Stanley ; as that line on ^yhich ipAigland r?d9bf 
jts demand is, without doubf, the moft extqnfiye bftuxuj 
which can be giyep tp the ceiJion, tlje i^ing is williQ^ tp 
grant it. ^^ 

His Majesty had annexed four condition? to Ijis g]ja- 
janty : it feems that England agrees to tjieip ^ t|ip ^JQg 
only conceives, that th^ term pf ,Qi\e year iqx t^g fe\P 9^ 
ihe French efFeds, and for the ejn^lgf ^tiqp, is tQq ^yt, 
^nd his Majefty'^efires, tl]at it may b? agreed tq ?xitfii^ 
f he terrn'qf one year to eighteen months at le^ft. 

As the Cqurt qf England has added tq thp iijfft ^%\f^ 
pf their anfwer to the entire and tptal pefJiqn qf pan^d9> 
^s agreed between the two Courts, the word Dependencies j 
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It IS 'mtjcffary to ^hre a fpecific ekpl^aticm of this wfii*, 
tfhat^hexefflon migKt not in the end occafiofa diffictilties 
"between tlietwoCouits With'regard to the meaning of tHt 
*v<^otd l!)ep^ndencies. 

tt; i/hfe'f[rft'paragrat)h, with tcfpcO: to theTifnitsoF 
totrffibria, cotitaiiied m tlie fecohd article of the arifwer 
feomEngfend, is agreed to 'byFrahce. The fecohd pa- 
ragraph IS neither juft nor explicit, and it is finally pro- 
jjoferd *to '^irprefs it in the fallowing tferms : . 

'^ The fetfeirmddiSLte Savage nations between the Lakes ^ 
^d the Milfiffippi, afid wiflim th^e line traced out, ihall 
^e "heuter afhd irid'ependeht under thi^ proteftion of the 
l8lih]g*; a*nd thofe without the line oh the fide of the Eng- 
l?ftl ibkil be iikewife neifter and independent under the 
protaftioTi of the Kmg of England. The Englifh traderi 
ilfo fliafl be ptot)ibited from going amohg the Savage

^vith the FVench and Englifli, as they have exercifed it 
heretofore." 

IIL Althotigh l*Vancfe is fehfible how oppofite it is td 

grinciples of conciliation, that the party which cedei 
iould prop'ofe tb the ^arty who has conquered, and woul4 
maint^ii tne ceffion of bbfleffiohs which are not perfedtljr 
khoivil ; though there is no doubt but that the manner 
which England requires is liable to innumerable difiicul* 
ties ; heverthelefs, thfe King, to teftify his acquiefcence 
in evefy expedient which may ct)nciliate the two Crowns^ 
i^ tvillih^ t(5 declare to England, that he will guar*ity 
the pofieMdn of Senegal and Goree to that Crown^ 
proVideid England, on ner part, will guaranty the pof- 
feliiori of the fettlenients of Anamaboo and Akra, on the 
fcbaft df Africa. 

The foutth artlcfe of the ahfwer includes variety of 
bbjfeAs, feach of which requires a! particular explanation. 
England always endeavours to connect the liberty of 
fifliing, and of drying the fifh,on part of the coaff of New- 
foundland, granted by the 15th article of the treaty of 
Utrecht, with the ninth article of the fame treaty, which 
^ipulates the demolition of Dunkirk : it is given in an- 
(W^f tb Ehgland for the fourth and laft time/ that thofe 
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f<ifo ftipulatioin of the treaty of Utrecht have iKHiiii^ tn 
.common between thern^ pplef^ that they are both coniv 
prifed in the faid treaty ; and that the concern exprefr 
fed in favour of the French in the tJiirtpeHth jtrtide of 
^hat treaty, in a compenfatioQ fgr the cejQipn qf New? 
/oundland and Anpapolis Royal, made oa the p^rt q€ 
France to England by the twelfth and thirteenth ^i^les 
pf the fame treaty, 

But to the end that the two Courts may clearly under- 
stand each other on this head, and for the furtherance of 
peace, the King agrees to demolifh the works which bavp 
been made for thp (defence of the port of Dunkirk fince 
the beginning of this war, to fill up the bafon which con? 
tains the Ihips of war, ^nd to deftroy the buildings ber 
longing to the rppe yard : but at the fapie time his Mar 
jelly will leave the trading port, which will not receive ^, 
frigate, fubfifting for the good of England as well as for 
the benefit of France. She will alfo undertake not to 
fuffer any maritime military eftablifliment in that port; 
but the cunette {hall be left {landing round the place for 
the ' faliibrity of the ^ir, and the health of the inhabi- 
tants. 

As tQ the fi{hery and the drying of fi{h on the banks of 
Newfoundland, the King requires that the thirteenth arr 
tide of the treaty pf Utrecht be confirmed by the prefent 
treaty. ^ - ^ 

Concerning the condition propofed l?y England, with 
refpedt to the liberty of fi{hing iixthpgujph of St. Lawr 
rence, France agrees, that beyond fhe port pi Newfoundr 
land, fpecified by the thirteenth article pf the treaty of 
Utrecht, the French ^^unlefs in cafe pf accidents) cannot 
land on the coa{ls appertaining to the Epglifh in the 
gulph of St. Lawrence, whether to dry their fi{h or to 
J'pread tbeif nets on the faid cpafts j but without the{e 
two exceptions the French {h^U be at liberty tp filh, 
without mQle{latipn^ in all parts of the faid gulph oi 
3t. Lawrence. 

With refppa to the ceflSon of the ifland pf St. Pierre, 
the fmallnefs of that iflapd, and its iituation near flai- 
fance, make the King oif opinion that fuch a Shelter will 
be illufory, and will rather ferve to breed contefts between 
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.f he two nations than to procure the accomaiodatioQf fot 
,jthe fifliery of the French fubjcfts. 

The King has required the iiland of Cape Breton^ or 
the iiland of St. John ; his Majefty had even reflraine(l 
^)^imfelf to the little -inland of Conceau^ and now makes 
the fame propofltioji to his Britanjiick Majefty ; or if the 
King of England,, for re^ifons unknown to France, cannot 
agree to the cellioij of the ille of Conceau, it is propofed 
fo add the ceffipn of St, Pierre, the ifliand of Macquelon 
or Micbelon, two iljiands, of which one, which is St. 
Flerre, is but three leagues wide, and Michelon but two. 
JHowever inconfiderable tbefe two fettlements may be, 
which do not properly make one, the King will accept of 
them, and will even oblige hiix^felf, i • That neither in 
pne nor the other iiland, npr in that of Conceau, if Eng^ 
land cedes the latter, there fliall be ^ny military efta- 
blifliment ; France will only maintain a guard of fifty 
^en to enforce the policy, which it will be neccflary to 
piaintain in thofe iilands. 

. 2. As far as poffible, confidering the weak ^ard of 
the police, the King will prevent all foreign veflcls, even 
iSnglifh, from landmg at thofe iflands. 

3- France does not pretend to fiih and dry their fiihon 
4:he coaft of Newfoundland, but in purfuance of the fti* 
pulation of the jath article of the treaty of Utrecht, 
provided it be underftopd that the French may fiih and 
^y their fiih pn the cdafts of St. Pierre and Michelon. 

4. Lailly, the Kings allows, that an Engliih Com* 
iniflary iiall be refident in the faid ifland, to be witnefs to 
f he pundtuality with whiph the flipulated condition of the 
treaty ihali be obierved. 

V. The partitipn of the four neutral iilands muil be 
ipecifie.d between the two Courts in the preliminaries ; 
prance accepts the partitipn of thofe iflands propofed 
iby England, provided that St, Lucia be declar^tl to 
fnake part of the partitipn to be regulated- in favour of 
jFrance. 

VI. The King, without entering into any difcuiEoh 
pf the 6th article^ agrees to tjxis article, ^si well as to the 
7th.

Bt the fame time imaitcraMy determined to grant nothiflg 
in the fntwe treaty of peace which may he cbtitt^ty t6 
the ftipularions he has entered into with his allies, it fe 
with their confent, and'With mutual cont!rdrt, that thfe King 
propofes to Enghnd, 1*1 ielatiou to th^ war in Weftphalia, 
the ipth article of the hiemorial of his Mkjefty'te propo- 
fitions, and the 7th and 1 3th articles of the Fttnch u///- 
matum. The King abides by thefe articfes Iti attlWer txi 
the 8th and 9th articles of the anfwerof- England ; tit* 
teftifing, neverthelefe, to treat of any ftcfh propofitiOtti 
which England mav make on thefe heads, Whith fliJill te 
communicated to nis M&jefty*s atUieS^ and to WK!ch' his 
M^jefty wil! Kften, with the^tonfent of tne fimptefi, it 
they are not contrary to his Majefty's eftgagemetits with 
that Princefs.

appearance of a military port. Every one muft be fen- 
iible how mortifying fuch a demolition muk have been to 
France. 

They agreed that the liberty of fifliing in the gulph of 
St* Lawrence and upon the banks afid coafts of New- 
foundland, Ihould be the compenfation for the demolttian 
of Dunkirk. They accepted the ceffion of the tfle of St. 
Pierre on conditions more than burdenfome : the union 
of Michelon to St. Pierre was of the leaft confequence, 
«nd the D. de Choifeul even affured Mr. Stanley that fuch 
a ceffion would not be iniifted on. 

It is true the King rejeded the infpefilionof the Eng- 
liih Admiral, and that his Majefty was refolved rather to 
refufe the pofleiEon of St. Pierre than to agree to fuch an 
infpeftiori, which was ufelefs for the maintaining the fti- 
pulations of the treaty, and injurious to the dignity of 
the French nation> as that condition feemed to be pro- 
pofed only with a view to manifeft, on the part of Eng- 
land, an ill-timed fuperiority. 

The other articles of the French memorial explain of 
tbemfelves, with fufficient precifion, tlie fincere and pa^- 
cific intentions of his Majefty. 

The eighth and ninth articles of the anfwer of Eng- 
famd could not be agreed to in the form thejt ftobd ; they 
required, at leaft, efoecially the laft, fome explanation : 
For bpw could the King caufe Grermany to be evacuated 
by his forces, and at the fame time {\AS\ bis engagement 
with the powers of the empire his allies ? There was a 
manifeft contradidion of this propofition. One might 
fuppole that England intended,. by the fiiath article, that 
Franffi, after having evacuated Weftphalia, Ihould be at 
liberty to difpatch forces into Bohemia or Saxony to thft 
.aid of the Emprefs- Queen. But not to mention that fuch 
a march would have been as diificult as deftrudive to the 
King's army, is it probable that his Majefty, however 
clofcly he may he conneded with that Princefs, ihould 
abandon his pofTefHons in Germany, conquered from his 
real enemies, to 'march his amiies at a diftance from his 
frontiers, without any con^nunicatibn, fend his tiroops to 
the aid of this ally, and make war upon the King of 
Pruffia, who is* not his direfiten^my ! * * 

Such 
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Such, neverthelcfs, was the propofition of 'England* 
llie King, in his memorial, repeated what he had faid * 
before, that the two Crowns ihould equally remain at 
peace in Germany as in the other parts of the worlds or 
that £ngland ihould propofe fome plain and honourable 
inethod to conciliate his Majefly's good faith towards his • 
atKes, with his Majefty*s defire of contributing no farther 
to die war in Germany. 

M. de Bufly remitted the memorial of the 9th of Sep- 
tember to Mn Pitt on the 13th of the fame month^^ and 
without havingreceived any anfwer to that memorial <m 
the part of the Britilh Court, Mr. Stanley wrote to the D. 
de Choifeul the following letter, and received the anfwer 
underneath on the fame day. .

SIR, 

TT HAVE the honour to inform your Ekscellency, pur- 
I fuant to the orders I received yefterday from my Court, 
that as the Court of France has^ not agreed to accent the 
propofitions contained in. the laft anfwer from the Britift 
Court, the King my mailer has ordered me to requeff a 
paflport of you to return to England ; my Court expe£b 
alfo, that M. BuSy will, on his part, receive the iame 
orders. 

As the ftate of war has no influence over tfte perfonal 
feiHtiments of the King of England, with regard to. their 
Mod Chriftian Majefties, he is perfuaded that they wiU - 
tjdte part in the event of his marriage, and I have letters 
iamy hands by which he communicates that happyevenf 
to their Majefties. I have the honour to fend your'E^-. 
cellency the copies, and I take the liberty, Sir, to confute ^ 
yeur better intelligence, to inform myfelf of the mbft fui- 
table manner of reitiittii^ thefc letters, in purfiiance of 
my credentials, and according to the eftablifhed cuftom .

It IS neccftary to recoiled here, agreeable to the rtpf*^ 
fcntation in the opening of the memorial, what were the 
pofleffions acquired fince the commencement of the war 
between the two crowns, to the time when the negociatknt 
was entered upon, on the bafis of the Uii poffidetis. 

England had conquered from France in North Amc* 
rica, Canada, and the Ifles Royal and St* John, fitUate in 
the gulph of St. Lawrence : in South America, the ifles 
of Guadaloupe and Marigalante : in Africa, Senegal, and 
the iflatfd of Goree : in Aiia, Pondicherry and the French 
fcttlements on the coaft of CoromandeL 

Jn Europe, the ifland of Belleifle, attacked fince the 
opening of the negociation, and fbbfequent to the ep€>ch9 
Of Statu quo, propofed by the Court of France* 

The Utipoffideiis of France comprifed in Afia, the Eng- 
lifh fettlements on the coaft of Sumatra, and other advan- 
tages on the fide of the Mogul, of which they had yet 
received but imperfed: accounts. In Europe, the ifland 
of Minorca, the Landgraviate of Hefle, the country of 
Hanau^ and the town of Gottingen in the Eleftorate of 
Hanover. Laftly, France had re-eftablilhed, or could 
have availed herfelf of the liberty which the infraftion 
of the treaty of Utrecht gave her, to re-eftabliih the port 
of Dunkirk. 

The King offered to guaranty Canada to the Engtiih 
in the utmoft extent which the Court of London re* 
quired. 

His Majefty propofed, that the right of fifliing and of 
drying their fiih on the coaft and on the banks of New- 
foundland, fliould be confirmed to France, and on that 
xondition flie confented to the demolition of Dunkirk. 

The King propofed to reftore the ifland of Minorca ta 
England, for the ceflion of Guadaloupe and Marigalante. 

His Majefty agreed to evacuate Heffe, the country ol^ 
Hanau and Qottingen, provided that one of the two fet- ^ 
tlements he had loft in Africa were reftored to him. 

The India Companies of the two nations were to treat 
concerning their particular pacification, agreeable to their 
reciprocal interefts. - 

If the reduction of Belleifle Aould be acknowledged a 
legal conqueft, though undertaken after the propofitioa 
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of UH pojffSi^tis, France agreed, that the poffeffion of that 
important ifland fliould remain tp England. 

Who can pretend to fay, after the foregoing reprefen- 
tation, that France has not fcrupuioufly purfued, inal! 
her propofitions, the principle of her memorial of thc' 
a6th of March ? Can any one, at the fame time, deny 
that the compenfations offered by the King, were not as^ 
advantageous for England as Ihe could defire ? 

Therefore it evidently follows, that the allies of France 
in Germany could have been no obftacle to the peace, 
lince they take no part in the war which is carried on in 
"Weftphalia, nor are affifted by the King's forces in the 
war maintained in Saxony, Silefia, and Pomerania. More- 
over, it was propofed to England, on the part of France, 
that the two Courts fliouId abfolutely withdraw thcm- 
felves from the war. 

It is equally demonftrable, that Spain cannot be alledg- 
cd to have been an impediment to the pacification, as thc 
King did not renew the propofitions he made to unite the 
accommodation of the differences of that Crown with 
the treaty under negociation between the Courts of Ver- 
failles and London, and his Catholic Majefty approved of 
their filence in this behalf. 

It is certain, that the conditions and compenfations -of- 
fered by Franqe, for the conclufion of a feparate peace 
with England, are all for the advantage of the latter 
power ; that the Court of London, had flie been inclined 
to peace, could not make claims beyond, her conquefts ; 
and that the Court plainly and clearly gavis^ up every 
thing, which was not compenfated by fome reftittition on 
her partw 

This detail necelTarily leads to the queftion, which the 
whole univerfe, that fuflfers by the miferies of war, liiuft 
necelTarily make ; What then has been the motive of the 
rupture of fuch an important negociation ? That motive 
has no other principle than the pofitive averfion of the 
Court of London to peace ; it has proved impoffible to 
infufe axonciliating fpirit into a Court refolved to per- 
petuate the war, and lefs influenced by the real interefts 
of the kingdom and the deftruftion of the human fpecies. 
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than inflated with the fuccefs ihe has had^ an4 greedy c£ 
thofe advantages ihe has farther in view* 

It is with regret^ that the King fiiids himfelf obliged 
%o continue an oppoiition by force to the progrcfs of the 
ambitious defigns of his enemies^ and under an irapoffi^ 
bility df procuring his people that repofe, which his Ma- 
jefty wiihcd for their welfare* The King trufts, that 
Providence will difappoint thofe vaft projefts, which 
{lngl,and fcarce endeavours to difguife^ and which threaten 
the fecurity of every Potentate. His Majefty, invariable 
in his pacific difpofitions, will be always ready to concur 
in every expedient which may be judged proper to. re- 
eftabliih the public tranquillity, and will make no difii 
culty of facrificing even his own interefts to the glory 
and confolation of reftoring pe^qe to his kingdom and 
to Europe.

Frefimin^y Articles of Peace^ between bis Britannick A4a- 
jc&y^the Moft Chriftian King, and the Catliolick King. 
Signed at Fontainbleau, the ^d Day of November, 
1762^ [Printed from the Copy.] 

In the Name of the Moft tSkxly Trinity. 

THE King of Ghreat Britain, and the Moft Chriftiaa 
King,, animated with the reciprocal defire to re- 
eftabliih union and good underftanding between them, a» 
well for the good of mankind in general, as for that of 
their refpe&ive kingdoms, ftates^ and fubjedts, having 
jirefie&ed> foon after the rupture between Great Britab 
and Spain, on the ftate of the negociatiqn of laft year, 
(which unhappily had not the defired eflfed) as well ^s 
on the points in difpute between the Crowns of Great 
Britain and Spain ; their Britannick and Moft ChrUtiaaf 
Majefties be^an a correfpondence to endeavour to fiad 
means to adjuft the difierences fubfifting between their 
laid MajeiUes.^ At the fame time, the Moft Chriftitii 
J^v^ji having communicated to the King of Spain the4 
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happy difoofitions, his Catbolick Majefty was animated 
witn the lame zeal for the good of mankind, and that of 
his fubjeds, and refolved to extend and multiply the 
fruits of peace by his concurrence in fuch laudable in- 
tentions. Their Britannick, Moft Chriftian, and Catho 
lick Majefties, having, in confequence, maturely con 
fidered all the above points^ as well as the different events 
which have happened during the courfe of the prefent 
Acgociation, have, by mutual cpnfent, agreed oii the. 
following articles, which Ihall ferveas a bafis to the fu- 
ture treaty of peace* For which purpofe, his Britannick 
Majefty has named and authorifed, John Duke and Earl 
of Bedford, Marquis of Taviftock, &c. Miftiftcr of ftate 
tf the King of Great Britain, Lieutenant General of his 
Forces, Keeper of his Privy Seal, Knight of the Moft 
Noble Order of the Garter, and his Britannick Majefly's 
Minifter Plcnipotentislry to his Moft Chriftian Majefty ; 
his Moft Chriftian Majefty, Casfar Gabriel de Choifeul, 
Duke of Praflin, Peer of France, Knight of the Moft 
Chriftian King's Orders, Lieutenant General of his 
Forces, Counfellor in all his Councils, and Minifter and 
Secretary of State, of his Commands and Finances ; and 
his Catholick Majefty has likewife named and authorifed, 
Don Jerome Grrimaldi, Marquis de Grimaldl, Knight of 
the Moft Chriftian King's Orders, Gentleman of the 
Bedchamber to His Catholick Majefty in Employment, 
and his Ambaffador Extraordinary to his Moft Chriftiart 
Majefty ; who, after having duly communicated to each 
other their full powers in good form, have agreed on tht 
following articles. 

Article L As foon as the Preliminaries ihall be figtted 
and ratified^ fincere friendfliip fliall be re-eftablilhed be- 
tween his Britannick Majeftjr and his Moft Chriftian Ma- 
jefty, and between his faid Britannick Majefty atid his 
Catholick Majefty j their kingdoms, flates, and fubj efts, 
by fea and by land, in all parts of the world. _ Orders 
fcall be fent to the armies and fquadrons, as well as to the 
fut)jeds of the three powers, to ftog all hoftilities, and 
to live in the moft perfed union, forgetting ^hat ha$ 
paffed, of which their Sovereigns give them the ordet 
and example : And, for the executipu of this article, fea 
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pafTes ihall be given^ o& each fide^ for the Ihips which 
ihall be difpatched to carry the news of it to the refpe^ivc 
poffeffions of the three powers. 

II. His Mod Chriflian Majefty renounces all preten- 
lions, which he has hereto formed, or might have formed, 
to Nova Scotia, or Acadia, in all its parts, and guaranties 
the whole of it, with all its dependencies, to the King of 
Great Britain : Moreover, his Moll Chriflian Majefty- 
cedes and guaranties to his faid Britannick Majefiy, in 
full right, Canada, with all its dependencies, as well as 
the ifland of Cape Breton, and all the other iflands in the. 
gulph -and river of St. Lawrence, without reftridtion, and 
without any liberty to depart from this ceflion and gua- 
ranty, under any pretence, or to trouble Great Britain ia 
the poffeffions above mentioned^ His Britannick Majefty, 
on his fide, agrees to grant to the inhabitants of Canada 
the liberty of the Catholick religion : He will, in con- 
fequence, give the moft exaft and the moft effednal 
orders, that his new Roman Catholick fubjedls may pro- 
fefs the worlhip of their religion, according to the rites 
of the Roman Church, as far as the laws of Great Britain 
permit. His Britannick Majefty farther agrees, that the 
French inhabitants, or others who would have been fub- 
jefts of the Moft Chriftian King in Canada, may retire, in 
all fafety and freedom, wherever they pleafe ; and may 
fell their eftates, provided it be to his Britannick Ma- 
jefty^s fubjeffts, and tranfport their effeiis^ as well as their 
perfpns, without being reftrained in their emigrjition, 
under any pretence whatfoever, except debts, or criminal 
profecutions : The term limited for this emigration, 
being fixed to the fpace of eighteen months, to be com- 
puted from the day of the ratification of the definitive 
treaty. •^ 

III. The fubjefts of France ftiall have the liberty of 
fifiiing and drying, on a part of the coafts of the ifland of 
New^undland, fuch as it is fpecified in the Xlllth article 
of the treaty of Utrecht ; which article fliall be confirmed 
and renewed by the approaching definitive treaty (except 
3yhat regards the ifland of Cape Breton, as well as the 
other iflands in the mouth and in the gulph of St. Law- 
rence) : And his Britannick Majefty contents to leave to 
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tfcc Moft Chtiftian King's fubjeds the liberty td tth in 
die gulph of St. Lawrence, on condition that the fubjed^ 
of France do not exercife the faid filhery, but at the dif-' 
tance of three leagues from all the coafts belonging to' 
Great Britain, as well thofe of the continent as tiiofc of 
the iflands fituated in the faid gulph . of St, Lawrence* 
And as to what relates to the filhery out of the faid 
gulph, his Moft Chriftian Majefty's fubjeds fliall not ex- 
ercife the fifliery, but at the diftance of fifteen leagues 
from the coafts of the iiland of Cape Breton, 

IV. The King of Great Britain^ cedes the iflands />f Sr, 
Peter and of Miquelon, in full right, to his Moft Chrif» 
tian Majefty, to ferve as a Ihelter for the French filher- 
men ; and his faid Majefty obliges himfelf, on his Royal 
Word, not to fortify the faid iflands; to prcdt no build- 
ings there but merely for the convenicncy of the fifliery ; 
and to keep there only a guard of fifty men for th^ 
police. 

V. The town and port of Dunkirk fliall be put into 
the ftate fixed by the laft treaty of Aix la Chapelle, and 
by former treaties : The Cunette fliall remain as it how 
is, provided that the Englifli engineers, named by his 
Britannick Majefty, and received at Dunkirk by order of 
his Moft Chriftian Majefty, verify, that this Cunette is 
only of ufe for the wholefomenefs of the air, and the 
health of the inhabitants. 

. VL In order to re-cftablifli peace on the moft folid and 
lafting foundations, and to remove every fubjeft of 
difpute with regard to the limits of the Britifli and 
French territories on the continent of America ; it is 
iigreed, that, for the future, the confines between the; do- 
minions of his Britannick Majefty, and thofe of his Moft 
Chriftian Majefty, in that part of the world, fliiall be ir- 
revocably fixed by a line drawn along the middle of th^R 
river Mifliflippi, from its fource, ^s tzv as the river Iber- 
ville, and from thence, by a line drawn along the middle 
of this river, and of the lakes Maurepas and Pontchar- 
train, to the fea; and to this purpofe, the Moft Chriftian 
King cedes in full right, and guaranties to his BrUanpick 
Majefty, the river and port of Mobile, and every thing 
that he poflTeiTes, or ought to liave poflfefled, oq the'lefi: 
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fide |)f the nvtt Miffiffippi> ejtcept tht town of Nevr 
Orleans^ ud the ifland in which it is fituated^ which fliall 
remain to France ; provided that the navigation of the 
river Miffiffippi ihall be equally free, as well to the Tub* 
jeds of Gre$t Britain, as to thofe of France^ in its whole 
breadth and length, from its fource to the fea, and that 
part expreflly which is between the faid iiland of New 
Orleans, and the right bank of that river, as well as the 
jpaflage both in and out of its mouth : It is farther ftipu^ 
kted, that the veflels belonging to the ful^e^ks of eitner 
nation, fliall not be (topped, vifited, or fubjcAed to the 
payment of any duty whatfoevcr. The flipulations in 
Savour of the inhabitants of Canada, inCerted in the fecond 
article, fliall alfo take place, with regard to the inhabi-< 
tants of the countries ceded by this article, 

VU. The King of Great Britain fliall reftore to France 
the iflands of Guadaloupe, of Marigalante, of Defirade^^ 
of Martinico. and of Belleifle ; and the fortreiSes of thefe 
iflands fliall be reftored in the fame condition they were 
in when they were conquered by the Britifli arms; pro-» 
vided that the term of eighteen mcmths, to be computed 
from the day of the ratification of the difinitive treaty, 
ihall be granted to his Britannick Majefly's fubjefts, whq 
may have fettled in the faid iflapds^ and Qther places re*» 
ftored to France by the definitive treaty, to fell their 
cftates, recover their debts, and to tranfport their effefts, 
as well as their perfons, without being reftrjuned, on ac- 
count of their religion, or under any other pretence 
vhatfoever^ except that of debta^ or of criminal profe-f 
cutions. 

, VIIL The Moft Chriflian King cedes and guarantiee 
to his Britannick M2ye%, in full right, the iflands of 
Grenada and the Qrenadines, with the fame flipulations 
in favour qf the inhabitants pf this Colony, as are in-j 
ferted in the fecond article for thofe of Canada : And the 
partition of the iflands called Neutral^ is agreed and fixed^ 
lb that thofe of St» Vincent, Dominico, and Tobago^ 
fliall remain in^ full right to England, and that of St, 
Luei^ |haU be delivered to France, to enjoy the fame in 
like jiianner in full right :• the two Crowns reciprocally 

guarantying to ca^h ot^ef the partition fp ftipulated, 
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IX. Hit Britannick Majefty Ihall reftore to France the 
ifland of Goree^ in the cx^ndition it was in when conquer- 
ed : .and his Moft Chriftian Majefty cedes ia full rights 
and guaranties to the King of Great Britain^ Senegal. 

X. In the Eaft Indies, Great Britain ihall reftore to 
France the feveral Comptoirs which that Crown had on 
the coaft of Coromandel, as well as on that of Malabar, 
and alfo in Bengal, at the commencement of hoftilities 
between the two Companies in«the year 1 749, in the con* 
dition iti which they now are, on condition that his Moft 
Chriftian Majeily renounces the acquificions which he has 
made on the cpaft of Coromandel fince the faid com^ 
mcncement of hoftilities between the two Companies in 
the year 1749. 

His Moft Chriftian Majefty, on his flde^ fliall reftore 
all that he fhall have conquered from Great Britain in 
the Eaft Indies during the prefent war ; and he alfo en- 
gageg not to eredt any fortifications, or to keep any troops 
in' Bengal. 

XI. The Ifland of Minorca fliall be reftored to his Bri-r 
tannick Majefty., as well as fort St. Philip, in the fame 
condition they were in when they were conquered by the 
arms of the Moft Chriftian King ; and with the artillery 
that was there at the taking of the faid ifland, and of the 
faid fort. 

XII. France fliall reftore all the countries belonging to 
the Eleftorate of Hanover, to the Landgrave of Hefle, tQ 
the Duke of Brunfwick, and to the Count of La Lippe 
Buckeburg, which are^ or fliall be occupied by the arms 
of his Moft Chriftian Majefty : the fortreflfes of thife dif- 
ferent countries fliall be reftored in the fame condition 
they were in when they were conquered by the French 
ftrms ; and the pieces of artillery which fliall have been 
carried elfewhere, fliall be replaced by the fame number j^ 
of tl|e feme bore, weight, and metal : as to what regards 
hoftages exa&ed or given during the war, to this day, 
they fliail be fent back without ranfom. 

XIII. After the ratification of the preliminaries, France 
fliall evacuate, as foon as it can be done, the fortreflfes of 
Gleves, W^^U ^^^ Guelders, and in general all the 
fwntnes belonging to the King of Pruffia ; and^ at ther 
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fame time, the Britifh and French armies (half mcuate 
all the countries which they occupy, or may then occupy, 
in Weftphajia, Lower Saxony, on the J-owcr Rhine, the 
Upper Rhine, ^d in all the Empire ; arid each fliall re- 
tire into the dominions of their refpeftive Sovtereigns : 
and their Britannick and Moll Chriftian Majefties farther 
engage and promife, not to furnifli any fuccour, of any 
kind, to their refpeftive allies, who fliall continue en- 
gaged in the prefent war in Germany. 

XIV, The towns of Oftend and Nieuport fliall be eva- 
cuated by his Moft Chriftian Majefty^s troops, immedi* 
ately after the fignatur^ of the prefent preliminaries, 

XV, The decifion of the prizes made on the Spaniards 
by the fubje&s of Great Britain, in time of peace, fliall 
be referred to the courts of juftice of the Admiralty of 
Qreat Britain, conformably to the rules eftabliflied athong 
all nations, fo that the validity of the faid prizes between 
^he Britifli and Spanifli nations, fliall be decided and 
judged, according to the law of nations, and according to 
treaties, in the Courts of juftice of the' nation who fliall 
have made tl^e capture. 

XVL His Britannick Majefty fliall caufe all the fortifi- 
cations to be demoliftied, which his fubjcdts fliall have 
erefted in the Bay of Honduras, and other places of the 
territory of Spain in that part of the world, four months 
after the ratification of the definitive treaty : and his Ca- 
yholick Majefty fliall not, for the future, fuffer the fub- 
jefts of his Britannick Majefty, or their workmen, to be 
difturbed pr lAolefted, under any pretence whatfoever, 
in theif occupation of cutting, loading, and carrying away 
logwood; and fqr this purpofe, they may build without 
hindrance, and occupy without interruption, the houfes 
and rnagazines neceflary for them, for their^amilies, and 
for their effefts ;, and his faid Catholick Majefty aflures 
tathem, by this article, the entire enjoyment of what is 
above ftipylated. 

XVII. His Catholick Majefty defifts from all prc- 
tenfion which He may have formed to the jight-of fifh- 
ing about the ifland of Newfoundland. 

X V|ii. The King of (jreat Britain fliall reftore to Spain 
all that he has coaqu^re^ in the ifland of Cuba, with the 
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[forttefe of the Havannah ; and that fortrefs, a$ well as att 
the other fortreffes of the faid iiland, fliall be reftored ia 
the fame condition they were in when they were con* 
quered by his Britannick Majefty's arms. 

XIX. In confequence of the reftitution ftipulated in 
the preceding article, his Catholick Majcfty cedes and 
^guaranties, in full , right, to his Britannick Majefty , all 
that Spain poffeffes on the continent of North America, 
to the Eaft, or to the South-Eaft, of the river Mifiiffippi. ' 
And his Britannick Majefly agrees to grant to the inha- 
bitants of this country, above ceded, the liberty of the 
Catholick religion : he will, in confequence, give themoft 
exa6t and the moft effedlual orders, that his new Roman 
Catholick fuojefts may profefs the worlhip of their re- 
ligion according to the rites of the Roman Church, as far 
as the laws of Great Britain permit. His Britannick Ma- 
jefty farther agrees, that the Spanilh inhabitants, or others 
who would have been fubjefts of the Catholick King in 
the faid countries, may retire, in all fafety and freedom^ 
wherever they pleafe ; and may fell their eftates, provided 
it be to his Britannick Majefty*s fubjedts, and tranfport 
their efFefts, as well as their perfons, without being re- 
-ftrained in their eipigration, under any pretence whatfo- 
ever, • except debts or criminal profecutions : the term 
limited for this emigration being fixed to thefpace of 
eighteen months, to be computed from the day of the 
ratification of the definitive treaty. It is farther ftipu- 
lated, that his Catholick Majefty ihall have power to 
caufe all the effe<5ts that belong to hini, either artillery 
or others, to be carried away. 

XX. The King of Portugal, his Britannick Majefty's 
ally, is expreifly included in the prefent preliminary ar- 
ticles. And their Moft Chriftian and Catholick Majefties 
engage to re-eftablilh the ancient peace and friendihip 
between them and his Moft Faithful Majiefty : And they 
promife, 

I ft. That there fliall be a total ceflation of hoftilitics 
between the Crowns of Spain and Portugal, and between 
the Spaniih and.FreDch troops on the one fide, and the 
Portuguefe tft)ops and thofe of their allies, on the other, 
immediateJy after the ratificatiop pf thefe preliminaries : 
^ ' and 
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uA tkat there ihall be a like ceiTation of boftilities 
tween the refpedive forces of the Moft Cbriflian aiid 
Catbolick Kings on the one part, and thofe of the moft 
Faithful King on the other, in all other parts of the 
WorId» as well by fea as by land ; which ceflation (hall 
be fixed on the fame epochs, and under the fame con- 
ditions, as that between Great Britain, France and Spain^ 
ftod ihalt continue till the conclufion of the definitive 
treatv between Great Britain, France, Spain, and P6r« 

zd* That all his Mod Faithful Majefty^s fortrefies, and 
countries in Europe, which fhall have been conquered bjr 
the Spaniih and French armies, ihall be reftored in the 
feme condition they were in when they were conquered z 
zpd that, with regard to the Portuguefe colonies in Ame- 
rica, or elfewhere, if any change Ihall have happened in 
tbem, all things ihall be put again on the fame footing 
they were before the prefent war. And the Moft Faithfm 
King ihaU be invited to accede to the prefent preliminary 
articles as foon as ihall be polSble. 

XXL All the countries and territories which may 
bave been conquered, in any part of the world what- 
jCoeTcr, by the arms of their Britannick and Moft Faith* 
iul Majeilles, as well as by thofe of their Moft Chriflian 
and Catholick Majefties, which are not included in the 
prefent articles either under the title of ceiSons, or under 
the title of reftitutions, ihall be reftored without diifi-; 
jculty, and without requiring compenfations. 

XXIL As it is neceflary to aiEgn a fixed epoch for, the 
reftitutions and the evacuations to be made by each of 
the high contrading parties, it is agreed,, that the Britiih 
and French troops ihall proceed, immediately after th^ 
jratification of the preliminaries, to the evacuation of the 
countries which they occupy in the Empire, or elfewhere, 
conformably to the Xllth and Xlllth articles* 

The iiland of Belleiile ihall be evacuated fix weeks after 
the ratification of the definitive treaty, or fooner tf it can 
be done.

Great 
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Orcat Britain Ihall likewife, at the end of three months 
after the ratification of the definitive treaty, or fooner if it 
can be done^ enter into poffeflion of the river and of the 
port of Mobile, and of all that is to form the limits of 
the territory of Great Britain, on the fide of the river 
Miffiilippi> as they are fpecified in the Vlth article^ 

The iiland of Gferee fliail be evacuated by Great Britain 
three months after the ratification of the definitive treaty; 
and the iiland of Minorca by France at the lame epoch, 
or fooner if it can be done. And according to the condi- 
tions of the IVth article, France Ihall alfo enter into pof- 
feffion of the iflanda of St. Peter and of Miquelon at the 
end of three months. 

The Comptoirs in the Eaft Indies ihall be reftored fix 
months after the ratification of the definitive treaty, or 
fooner if it can be done. 

The iiland of Cuba, with the fortrefs of the Havannah, 
ihall be reftored three months after the ratification of the 
definitive treaty, or fooner if it can be done. And at tho 
fame time Great Britain ftxall enter into poffeffipn of the 
country ceded by Spain according to the XlXth article. 

All the fortreflfes and countries of his Moft Faithful 
^ajeily in Europe ihall be reftored immediately after thQ 
ratification of the definitive treaty : and the Portuguefe 
colonies, which may have been conquered, fhall be re- 
ftored in the fpace of three months in the Weft Indies, 
and of fix months in the Eaft Indies, after the ratifica- 
tion pf the definitive treaty, or fooner if it can be done. 
In cdnfequence whereof the neceffary orders ihall be 
fent by each of the high contrafting parties, with reci- 
procal paffports for the ihips which mall carry them, im-r 
mediately after the ratification of the definitive treaty. 

XXIli. AH the treaties, of what nature foever, which 
exifted before the prefent war, as well between their Bri- 
tannick J^nd Moft Chriftian M^efties as between their 
Britannick and Catholick Majefties, as alfo between any 
of the above-named powers and his Moft Faithful Ma-^ 
jefty, ihaJl be, as they are in eifeft, renewed and con- 
firmed in all their points j^ which are not derogated from 
by the prefent preliminary articles, notwithftanding what- 
ever may have been ftipulated tp tlic qoijtrary \>y any of 
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the high contrafttng parties : and all the faid parties <ic- 
clare» that they will not fuffcr any privilege, favour, or 
indulgence, to fubfift, contrary to the treaties above con- 
firmed. 

XXIV. The prifoners made rcfpedikivtly by the arms 
of their Britannick, Mod Chriflian, Catholick, and K)bft 
Faithful Majefties, by land and by fea, ihall be reftored 
Tcciprocally, and hnd fide^ after the ratiBcation of the 
definitive treaty, without ranfom, paying the debts they 
Ihall have contracted during their captivity. And each 
crown Ihall refpeftively pay the advances which ihall have 
been made for the fubfiftance and maintenance of their 
prlfoners by the Sovereign of the country where they fliall 
have been detained, according to the receipts and attefted 
accounts and other authentic titles which ^all be furniftu^ 
cd on each fide, 

XXV. In order to prevent all caufes of complaints and 
difputes which may arife on account of Ihips, merchan- 
dizes, and other effefts^ which may be taken by fea, it is 
reciprocally agreed, that the fliips, merchandizes, and 
cffeds, which may by taken in the Channel and in the 
north feas, after the fpace of twelve days, to be com- 
puted from the ratification of the prefent preliminary ar* 
tides, ihall be reciprocally reftored on each fide. 

That the term Ihall be fix weeks fot the prizes taken 
from the channel, the Britiih feas, and the north feas, as 
far as the Canary iilands inclufively, either in the oceaa 
or in the Mediterranean. 

Three months from the faid Canary iflands as far as 
the Equinodtial Line, or Equator. 

Laftly, fix months beyond the faid Equinoftial Line, 
or Equator, and in all other parts of the world, without 
^y exception, or other more particular defcription of time 
and place. 

XXVI. The ratification of the prefent preliminary ar^ 
jicles ihall be expedited in good and due fqrm, aqd ex- 
changed in the fpace of one month, pr fponer if it can 
be done, to be computed from the day pf the fignature of 
the prefent articles.

Article L There ihall be a Chriftian, univerfal, and 
perpetual peace, as well by fca as by land, and a fincere 
and conftant fricndfhip fhall be re-eftablifhed betwcca 
their Britannick, Moft Chriftian, Catholick, and Moil: 
Faithful Majefties, and between their heirs and fucceffors, 
kingdoms, dominions, provinces, countries, fubjeds, and . 
vafTals, of what quality or condition foever they be, 
without exception of places or of perfons : So that the 
high contradiring parties Ihall give the greateft attention 
to iiiaintain between themfclves and their faid dominion 
and fubjefts this reciprocal friendihip and correfpondence, 
without permitting, on either iide, any kind of hoftilities, 
by fea or by land, to be committed from henceforth, for 
any caufe, or under any pretence wliatfoever, and every 
thing Ihall be carefully avoided which might hereafter 
prejudice the union happily rcj-eftablilhed, applying 
themfelves, on the contrary, on every occ^iion, to pro* 
cure for each other whatever may contribute to their mu- 
tual glory, interefts, and advantages, without giving any 
affiftance or protedtion, direftly or indiredly, to thofe 
who would caufe any prejudice to either of the high 
Contrading parties : there ihall be a general oblivion of 
every thing that may have been done or committed be- ^ 
ibre or fincc the comnftcncement of the war which is juft 

ended* 
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IL The treaties of Weftphalia of 1 648 ; thofe of Ma- 
drid between the Crowns of Great Britain and Spain of 
1667, and 1670; the treaties of peace of Nimegucn of 
1678, and 1679; of Ryfwick of 1697; thofe of peace 
and of commerce of Utrecjit of 1 7 1 3 ; that of Baden oi 
1714; the treaty of the triple alliance of the Hague of 
1717; that of the quadruple alliance of London of 
171 8 ; the treaty of peace of Vienna of 1738 5 the de- 
finitive treaty pf Aix la Chapelle of 1748 ; and that of 
Madrid, between the Crowns of Great Britain and Spain 
of 1750 : as well as the treaties between the Crowns of 
Spain and Portugal of the 13th of February, 1668 ; of 
the 6th of February, 17 15; and of the 12th of February, 
1761 ; and that of the nth of April, 17 13, betweea 
France and Portugal with the guaranties of Great Bri- 
tain, ferve as a bafis and foundation- to the peace, and to 
the prefent treaty : and for this purpofe they are ail re- 
newed and confirmed in the belt form, as well as all the 
general, which fubfifted between the high contra(f):ing 
parties before the war, as if they were inferred here word 
for word, fo that they are to be exadly obferved, for the 
future, in their whole tenor, and religioufly executed on 
all fides, in all their points, which fliall not be derogated 
from by the prefent treaty, notwithftanding all that may 
have been ftipulated to the contrary by ^ny of the high 
contrading parties : and all the faid parties declare, thai 
they will not fufFer any privilege, favour, or indulgence 
to fubfift, contrary to the treaties above confirmed, ex- 
cept what Ihall have been agreed and ftipulated by the 
prefent treaty. 

III. All the prifoners made, on all fides, as well by 
land as by fea, and the hoftages carried away or grvea 
during the war, and to this day, Ihall be reftored, with- 
out ranfom, fix weeks, at leaft, to be computed from 
the day of the exchange of the ratification of the prefent 
treaty, each crown refpeftively paying the advances which 
ihall have been made for the fubfiftance and maintenance 
of their prifoners by the Sovereign of the country where 
they Ihall have been detained, according to the attefted 
receipts and eftimates and other authentic vouchers whichi 
ihall be fyrniihedoaone fide and the other. And fccuri*

lies &air be reciprocally given for the payment of the 
debts which the prifoners Ihall have contrad^ed in , the 
countries where they have been detained until their entire 
liberty. And all the fliips of war. and merchant veffels 
which fhall have been taken fince the expiration of the 
terms agreed upon for the ceflation of hoftilifies by fea 
fliall likewife be reftored^ bond fide, with all their crews 
and cargoes : and the execution of this article ihall be pro* 
ceeded upon immediately after the exchange of the rati- 
fications of this treaty. 

IV. His Moft Chriftian Majefty renounces allpreten- 
fions which he has heretofore formed or might have 
formed to Nova Scotia or Acadia in all its parts, and 
guaranties the whole of it, and with all its dependencies, 
to the King of Great Britain : Moreover, his Moft Chrif- 
tian Majefty cedes and guaranties to his faid Britannick 
Majefty, in full right, Canada, with all its dependencies, 
as well as the ifland of Cape Breton, and all the other 
iflands and coafts in the gulph and river of St. Lawrence, 
and in general, every thing that depends on the faid 
countries, lands, iflands, and coafts, with the fovereignty, 
property, poffeffion, and all rights acquired by treaty, or 
otherwife, which the Moft Chriftian King and the Crown 
of France have had till now over the faid countries, 
lands, iflands, places, coafts, and their . inhabitants, io 
that the Moft Chriftian King cedes and makes over the 
whole to the faid King, and tp the Crown of Great Bri- 
tain, and that in the moft ^unple manner and form, with* 
out reftridtion, and without any liberty to depart from the 
faid cefEon and guaranty under any pretence, or to difturb 
Great Britain in the poflTeflions above mentioned. His 
Britannick Majefty, on his fide, agrees to grant the liberty 
of the Catholick religion to the inhabitants of Canada ; 
he will, in confequence, give the moft preclfe and mofl; 
efFedlual orders, that his new Roman Catholick fubjedts 
may profefs the worfliip of their religion according to the 
rites of the Romiftx church, as far as the laws of Great 
Britain permit. His Britannick Majefty farther agrees, 
ihat the French inhabitants, or others who had been ful> 
je(3:s of the Moft Chriftian King in Canada, may retire with 
all fafety and freedom wherever they Ihall thank proper,

kify the faid ifliands ; to erWa n6 buildings t^oh theb 
but merely for the cbiivfehtency bf th« fifliwy ; and til 
kefep upon them a guard of fiftjr Ineii only for tlte pi^ 
lice; 

Vlt. In order to re-eftaWiA peabe tttt folid tad dtoi- 
ble foundations^ and to remove forcVer all fubjea Of dif- 
pute with regard to the Iimitii bf ^ BritUh Hhd Ffenbh 
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territories on tlie continent of America; it is agreed, that, 
for the future, the confines between the dominions of his 
Britatinick Majefty and thofe of his Moft Chriftiad Kla- 
jefty, in that part of the world, ihall be fixed irrevocably 
by a line drawn along the middle of the River Mifliflippi, 
from its fource to the river Iberville, and from thence, 
by a line drawn along the middle of this river, and the 
l^es Maurepas and rotchartrain to the fea ; and for this 
purpofe, the Moft Chriftian King cedes in full right, and 
guaranties to his Britannick Majefty the river and port 
of the Mobile, and every, thing which he poffefles, or 
ought to poffefs, on the left fide of the river Mlffiffippi, 
except the town of New Orleans and the iiland in 
which it is fituated, which ihall remain to France, pro- 
tided that the navigation of the river Mifliffippi Ihall bo 
equally free, as well to the fubjecjts of Great Britain as to 
thofe of France, in its whole breadth and length, from its 
foutce to thd fea, and expreflly that part which is be* 
tWeen the faid ifland of New Orleans and the right 
bank of that river, as well as the paffage both in and out 
of its mouth : It is farther ftipulated, that the vefleli 
belonging to the fubjefts of either nation ihall not be 
flopped) vifited, or fubjefted to the payment of any duty 
whatfoever. The ftipulations inferted in the IVth article, 
in favour of the inhabitants. of Canada Ihall alfo take 
place with regSird to the inhabitants of the countries ceded 
by this article. 

VIIL The King of Great Britain ihall reftore to France 
the iflands of Guadaloupe, of Mariegalantfe, of Defirade^ 
bf M^tinico, and of Belleiile ; and the fortreifes of thefe 
iilands ihall be reftqred in the fame condition they wenj 
ill when they ^Vere conquered by the Britiih arms, proyidtd 
that his Br itatinick Majefty 's fubje&s, who ihall have fet* 
tied in the faid iilands^ 6r thofe who ihall have any com* 
mercial affairs to fettle there or in other places reftore4 
to trance by the prefent treaty, ihall have liberty ta fell 
their lands and their eftates, to fettle their affairs, to re - 
cbver their debts^ and to bring away their effefts as well 
lis their perfons, ^n board vtflbls, which they ihall b^ per* 
ihitted ft) fend td thfe ftid iflands and other places reftorcd 
aa ab^Yfe, and Which Aall ferve far this ufe only, without 
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being rcftrained on account of their religion, or under any 
other pretence whatfoever, except that of debts or of cri- 
minal profecutions : and for this purpofe, the term of 
eighteen months is allowed to his Britannick Majefty's 
fubjeds, to be computed from the day of the exchange of 
the ratifications of the prefent treaty ; but, as the liberty 
granted to his ^Britannick Majefty's fubjefts, to .bring 
away their perfons and their eiFedis, in veffels of their 
nation, may be liable to abufes if precautions were not 
taken to prevent them ; it has been expreflly agreed be- 
tween his Britannick Majefty and his Moft Chriftian Ma- 
jefty, that the number of Englilh veffels which have leave 
to go to the faid iflands and places reftored to France, 
fliall be limited, as well as the number of tons of each 
one ; that they Ihall go in ballaft ; fhall fet fail at a fixed 
time ; and ftiall make one voyage only ; all the effed:s 
belonging to the Englifh being to be embarked at the 
fame time. It has been farther agreed, that his Moft 
Chriftian Majefty Ihall caufe the neceffary paffports to be 
^iven to the faid veffels ; that, for the greater fecurity, 
it ftiall be allowed to place two French clerks or guards 
in each of the faid venels, which ftiall be vifited in the 
landing places and ports of the faid iflands and plapes re- 
ftored to France, and that the merchandize^ which fliall be 
found therein fliall be confifcated. 

• IX. The Moft Chriftian King cedes and guaranties to 
his Britannick Majefty, in full right, the iflands of Gre- 
nada, and the Grenadines, with the fame ftipulations in 
favour of the inhabitants of this colony, inferted in the 
IVth article for thofe of Canada : And the partition of 
the iflands called neutral, is agreed and fixed, fo that thofe 
of St. Vincent, Dominico, and Tobago, fliall remain in 
full right to Great Britain, and that of St. Lucia fliall be 
delivered to France, to enjoy the fame likewife in full 
right , and the high contrafting parties guaranty the par- 
tition fo ftipulated. 

^ ' X. His Britannick Majfefty fliall reftore to France the 
ifland of Goree in the condition it was in when conquered : 
^nd his Moft Chriftian Majefty cedes, in full right, and 
guaranties to the King of Great Britain the river Senegal, 
With the forts and fadories of St. Lewis, Podor, and 
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Gralam,* and with all the rights and dependencies of the 
iaid river Senegal. 

XI. In the Eaft Indies Great Britain fliall reftore to 
France, in, the condition they are now in, the different 
faftories which that Crown poflefled, as well as on the 
coaft of Coromandei and Orixa as on that of Malabar, as 
alfo in Bengal, at the beginning of the year 1749. And 
his Moft Chriftian Majefty renounces all pretenfion to the 
acquifitions which he has made on the coaft of Corp- 
mandel and Orixa fince the faid beginning of the year 
1 749, His Moft Chriftian Majefty Ihall reftore, on his 
fide, all that he may have conquered from Great Britain . 
in the Eaft Indies during the prefent war ; and will cx- 
preflly caufe NattaJ and TapanquUy, in the ifland of Su- 
matra, ^(p be reftored; he engage^ farther, ntjt to cred: 
fortifications, or to keep troops in any part of fhe domi- 
nions of the Subah of Bengal. And in order to pre- 
ferve future peace on the coaft of Coromandei and Orixa;, 
the Englifh and French ftiall acknowledge Mahomet Ally 
Khan for lawful Nabob of the Carnatick, and Salabat 
Jing for lawful Subah of the Decan ; and both partie3 
Ihall renounce all demands and pretenfions of fatis- 
fadion with which they might, charge each other, qr 
their Indian allies, for the depredations or pillage com- 
mitted on the one fide or on the other during the wan 

XlL The ifland pf Minorca fliall be reftored to his Bri- 
tannick Majefty, as well as Fort St. Philip, in the fame 
■condition they were in when conquered by the arms 
gf the Moft Chriftian King ; and with the artillery which 
was there when the faid ifland and the faid fort wei;e 
taken. 

Xm. The town and port of Dunkirk fliall be put into 
the fl:ate fixed by the laft treaty of Aix la Chapelle, and 
by former treaties. The Cunette fliall be deftroyed im- 
mediately after the exchange of the ratifications of the 
prefent treaty, . as well as the fprts and batteries which 
idefend the entrance on the fide of the fea ;. and provifipd 
ik^ll be made at the fanie time for the wholefomenefs c^ 
the air, and for the health of the inhabitants, by fqsn^ 
fither nieans, to the fatisfadtipn of the King of Great 

Britain* r" ^ -^ 
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XIV. France fliall reftore all the countries Wlongmg ter 
the Eleftorate of Hanover, to the Landgrave of Hefle, t« 
the Duke of Brunfwick, and to die Count of La Lippe 
Buckebourg^ which are or ihall be occupied by his Mo£^ 
Chriftian Majefty's arms : t)ie fortrefles of thefe different 
countries ihall be reftored in the fanae condition they weref 
Sn when conquered by the French arms ; and the pieces 
pf artillery, which fliall have been carried elfewhere^ ihalf 
fee replaced by the fame number, of the fame bore, weight 
*nd metaj. 

XV. In cafe the flipulations contained in the Xlllth 
article of the preliminaries fliould not be compleated aiC: 
the time of tlw fignature of the prefent treaty, "ad well 
With regard to the evacuations to be made by the ormie^ 
of France of the fortrefles Qf Cleves, Wezel, Guelders, 
and of all the countries belonging to the King of Pruffia^ 
as with regard to the evacuations te be made by the Britifli 
and French armies of the countries which they occupy in 
Wellphalia, Lower Saxony, on the Lower Rhine, thi 
IJjpper Rhine, and in all the empire ; and to the retreat 
of the troops into the dominions of their refpe<£tive Sove- 
reigns : their Britannick and Moft Chriftian M^efties pro- 
inife to proceed, honafiie, with ail the difpatch the cafe

Convention for the Liquidation of the Canada Tofer Money^ 
If longing to the SubjeSls of Great Britain, Betzveen the 
King .(?/ Great Britain, and the Moft Chriftian King, 
{Printed from the Copy, publilhed by Authority.} 

IN order to terminate the difcuffions, which have too 
Ipng fubfifted in regard to the licjuidation of this pa- 
per belonging to the fubjeifls of Great Britain, the two 
Courts have named and appointed their refpediveMinifT 
ters Plenipotentiary, viz, his Britannick Majefty, the 
Sieur Heiiry Seymour Conway, Lieutenant General of 
his armies, apd one of his Principal Secretaries of State ; 
llkewife authorifed to the fame efieft by the proprietors 
of the faid Canada paper ; and his Moft Chriftian Mar 
jefty, the Sieur Count de Guerchy, Knight of his orders^ 
Lieutenant General of his armies. Colonel Commandant 
of his regiment of foot, and his Ambaflador to his Bri? 
tannick Majefty ; who, after having coqinjunicated their 
full powers and authorifations in due form to each other, 
copies whereof are tranfcribed at the end of the prefect 
jconventipn, havf agreed to the following articles :

Article |. His Excellency Generjil Conway, invefted

THIS indemnification having been gtanted by the 
Court of Frafice, in coftfequehce of repeated pro- 
pofitions made by the Committee appointed for the ma- 
nagement of this bufinefs, and approved of by the pro- 
prietors and holders of the faid papers at various general 
meetings affembled for .that purpofe, at which the diJftri- 
bution of the faid indemnification or prenaium, whkfi

Article I. 

I HE peace, friendfhip, and good underfb^dingi 
which have hitherto happily fubfifled betweei^ their 
flies of Great Britain and of all the RufSas Ihall be 
ratffied and confirmed by this treaty ; fo tj^at fron* this 
time forward, and in all time comipg, there ^11 be^ be*, 
tween the Crown of Great Britain on the one hand, and 
the Crown of all the Rufi^as on the other j; as alfb I^>yeeii 
th^ ftates, countries, kingdoms, dominion j^ aod territo- 
ries. 


ries^ that are fubjeft to them, a tfue, fincerc, firm, and 
peffed: peace, friendlhip, and good underftanding, which 
ihall laft for ever, and ihall be inviolably obferved, as well 
by lea as by land, and on the frelh waters ; and the fubi. 
jefts, people and inhabitants on the one part and on the 
"other, of what (late or condition foever they be, Ihall 
.perform to each other all ads of kindnefs and afEftanqe 
poffible, and ihall not do one another any hurt or injury 
tvhatever. 

II. The fubjefts of the two high contracting powers 
ihall have ftill liberty oif navigation and commerce in all 
the ftates fituated in Europe, where navigation and com- 
merce are permitted at prefent, or fliall be permitted 
hereafter by the high contracting parties, to any other 
nation. 

' 111. It is agreed, that the fubjeds of the two high 
contra<fting parties Ihall have le^ve to enter, trade, and-re- 
main with their Ihips, boats and carriages, loaded or un- 
loaded, in all the ports, places and towns, where iuch 
leave is granted to the fubjefts of any other nation ; and 
the Tailors, paffengers and fliips, as well Britifh as Ruffian 
(though there fhould be among their crews fubjeCts of 
lome other foreign nation) fliall be received and treated as 
the moft favoured nation ; and neither the failors nor paf- 
fengers fliall be forced to enter, againft their will, into 
the fervice of either of the two contrafting powers, ex- 
cepting, however, fuch of their fubjefts as they may 
want for their own proper fervice; and if a domeilick or 
Tailor defert his fervice or his fliip, he fliall be reftored. 
It is likewife agreed, that the fulyefts of the high con* 
trafting parties fliall have leave to purchafe, at the cur- 
rent price, all forts of commodities of which they may 
Hand in need ; to repair and refit their fliips, boats and 
carriages ; to purchafe all kinds of provifions for their 
prefent fubfiftance of their voyage ; and to remain or de- 
part at their pleafure, without lett or impediment, jpro- 
vided they conform to the laws and ordinances of the re- 
fpeftive fl:atesof the high contrafting parties where they 
may happen to be.

' VIL It IS agreed, that the ftibjeds of Gfeat Britam 
may, in all the towns and places of Ruffia, where freedom 
of trade is permitted to any other nation^'f^ay for the 
commodities they purchafe in the fame current coin of 
RuiEa, which they take for the commodities they iell, 
unlefs in their contracts they have ftipulated the contrary ^ 
and this ought to be equally Underftood of ELuffian com- 
modities in the dominions of Great Britain. 

VIII. In the places where embarkatiods are ordlnarHy 
made, permiffioii fliall be granted to the fubjedrs of the 
high cbntrafting parties, to load their fliips and carriages 
with, and tranfport by w^ter or by land, all fuch forts of 
Commodities as they ihall have purchafed (With an excep- 
tion, however, of thofe whofe exportation is prohibitjed) 
upon paying the cuftoms, provided thefe Ihips and car* 
riages conform to the laws. . 

' fX. The fubjed:s of the high contra&ing parties Ihall 
pay no greater duty for the importation jor exportati6n of 
then: commodities, than is paid by the fubjects of other 
nations. Nevcrthelefs, to prevent on both fides the de* 
frauding of the cilftoms, if it ihould be difcovered that 
dommodities have been entered clandeftinely, and with- 
out paying the cuftoms, they Ihall be confifcated ; but,|, 
befides that, no other punifliment Ihall be inffided upon 
the merchants on either fide. 
. • X. Permiffion Ihall be granted to the fubjcds of the 
two contrafting parties to go, come and trade freely with 
thofe itates, with which one or other of the parties Ihall 
at that time, or at any»future period, be engaged in war^ 
provided they do not carry military ftores to the enemy* 
From this permiffion, however, are excepted places ac- 
tually blocked up, or befieged, as well by fea as by land; 
but, at all other times, and with the fingle exception of* 
military ftores, the above-faid fubj efts may trantport to 
thefe places all forts of commodities, as well as paf- 
fengers without the leaft impediment. With regard to 
the fearching of merchant fliips, men of war and priva- 
teers fliall behave as favourably as the reafon of the war, 
at that time exifting, can poffibly per^nit towards the 
mofb 
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mod iFriendly^poWcra thit ihall remain neuter; oblervinj 
as far as may be, the principles and maxims of the taw 
nations, that are generally acknowledged. . , 

XI*. All canon, ifeortars, muikets, piftols, bombs, gre- 
nades^ bullets, balls, fufees, flint-ftones, matches, powder, 
faltpetre, fulphur, breaft^plates, pikes, fwords, belts, 
cartouch-bags, faddles and. bridles, beyond the quantity 
. that may be neceflary for the ufe of the Ihip ; or beyond 
what every man ferving on board the fhip, and every 
paflenger ought to have, fliall be accounted ammunitioa 
or military ftores ; and, if found, ihall be confifcated, ac- 
cording to law, as contraband goods or prohibited com- 
, modities ; but neither the Ihips nor paiiengers^ nor the 
other commodities found at the fame time, fhall be de- 
tained or hindered to profecute their voyage. 

XII. If, what God forbid ! the peace Ihould come to 
be broke between the two high contracting patties, the 
perfons, Ihips and commodities, fliall not be detained or 
confifcated ; but they fliall be allowed, at leaft^ the fpacc 
of one year, to fell, difpofe,or carry off their' efFefts, and 
to retire wherever they pleafe ; a ftipulatibn that, is to be 
equally underflood of a:ll thofe who fliall be in the fea or 
land fervice; and they fliall farther be permitted., either 
at or before their departure, to gonfign the efFefts which 
they fliall not as yet have difpofed of, as well as the debts 
that fliall be due to them, to fuch perfons as they fliall 
think proper, in order to difpofe of them according to 
their defire,and for their benefit ; which debts, the debtors 
fliall be obliged to pay in the fame manner as if no fuch 
rupture had happened. 

XIIL In cafe of a fliipwreck happening in any place 
belonging to one or other of the high contrading parties, 
not only fliall all kind of aflifl:ance be given to the un- 
happy fufferers, and no fort of violence fliall be offered 
to them, but even the effeAs which they fliall have faved 
themfelves, or which they fliiall have thrown overboard 
into the fea, fliall not be concealed, withheld, or da- 
maged, under any pretext whatfoever j on the contrary, 
the above-faid effefts and commodities fliall be preferved 
and reftored to them, upon their giving a moderate re^ 
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tdmpcnc^ ft) ttiofe wlxd diill kaVe d!fift^4 them iti faVinj^ 
their lives, their ihips arid f heir donlinotfificls. 

XI y. Permiffion ffiall be graiSted to Britiih merchants 
tolniUd, buy, fell and hire houfes iil all'the terfitdrids 4nd 
towns 6f Ruflia, eJcceptirig, hdWeVfer, with' regard t6 th* 
Jiermiffibn pf btiilding ind buying hoUfesin thdfe towhi 
of RiilUa which have'particular rights of burgerlhip and 
privileges ificbnfiftent with ftich indulgence ; and it is ex- 
preflly fpeiified, that at St. Peterlburg, Mofcow and 
AVcKahgelj the houfes which thfe fintllh merchants fliall, 
tuY, or caufe to be built, fhall bfe exertipt from all quar- 
tering of loldiets, as long as they Ihall Belong to them, 
and ffiill be inhabited by thetn ; but With regard to thd 
houfes which they fliall hire or let, thefe fliall be fubjeft 
to all the-ufual charges of the toWrt ; the tenant and land- 
lord fettling that matter between thfm. As to every 
othet town of Ruffia, the houfes which they Jhallpurchafb 
or caufe to be built, in the fame manner as thofe which 
tliej^ IhaH hire or l6t, ffiall not be exempted from the 
quartering of foldiers; Permilfeon'lhall like wife be grant- 
ed the kuiSan merchants tb build, buy, fell and let houfes 
in Great Britain and Ireland, ihth^ fame 'mariner as is dohe 
by the fubjeds of the moft favoured nations. They fliall 
enjoy the free exercife' of the Greek religion in their 
houfes, or in fuch places as are deftined for that purpofe; 
and iri like manner the Britiih merchants fliall enjoy the 
Fred exercife of the Proteftant religion. The fubjefts oF 
either power, eftaWifli^d in Ruflia or in Great Britaio, 
ihall have power to dilpbfe of their cftates, and to leave 
them by will tb whomfoever they think proper, following 
fhe (iuftoms and laWs of their own proper country. 

XV. Paflports fliall be granted to all Britifli fubje^i 
who defiire to quit the dominions of kiiffia, two ihorithi 
after they fiiall have iignified their defigh of departiti|^ 
without obliging, them to give fecurity ; and if, ia thai 
lime, there appear no juA caufe for detaining them, thejr 
ihall be 'allowed tp go ; nor fliall they be obliged to applj^ 
for that purpofe, to anv other quarter than to the collegi 
of comhterce, oir to that which may hereafter be efta- 
blifhed in its place. The lame eaff methods of departing 
ihall^ upon like occafions, and agreeable to the cuftom of

ttic coiiHtiyi tfe j^tzhttA to RiifHah merchants j trho want 
* to quit the dominions of Great Britain. 

XVI. Britiih merchaiits^ who ihall hire 6r employ 
domeftics, fliall, in this patticuiaf , be obliged to conform 
themfelves to the laws of this empire. And Rufikn mer^ 
chants Ihall be equally obliged to do the fame in Great 
Britain. 

XVII. In all lawfuits and other proceedings the Bri- 
tifh merchants Ihall be amenable only to the college of 
commerce, or to that which Ihall hereafter- be ellabliihed 
for the adminija:ration of juftice between merchantSi Btit^ 
if it ihould happen that the Britifli merchafots Ihould have 
lawfuits in any place at a diftance from the above-men- 
tioned college of commerce, both they and the adverft 
party fliall prefer their complaints to the magiftrate of 
the faid -towns ; with this provifo, however, that the 
Britilh merchants ihall have the right to appeal from the 
fcntence of the magiftra!?e, and to demand that of the col- 
lege of commerce, if they find themfelves aggrieved* 
The Ruffian merchants in the dominions of Great Britain 
Ihall, in their turn, have the fame proteftionand juftice^ 
"which, according to the laws of that kingdom, ard 
granted to other foreign merchants, and fiiall be treated 
as the llibjedrs of the moft favoured nation. 

XVHI. The Britifh merchants in Ruffia, and the Ruf^ 
fian merchants in Great Britain, fliall not be obliged to 
fliew their books or papers to any perfbn whatever, unkfs 
it be to make proof in the courfe of juftice ; ftill lefs fliall 
the faid books or papers be taken or detained from them* 
If, however, the cafe fliould happen, that any. Britifli 
merchant becomes bankrupt, he Ihall be amenable at St. 
Petefltburg to the college of commerce, or to that which 
ihall hereafter be eftabliflied for the adminiftration of juf- 
tice in mercantile affairs ; and in other remote towns, to 
the magiftrate of the place ; and he fliall be proceeded 
againft according to the laws that are or flla^ be made 
for this purpofe* Neverthelefs, if the Britifli merchants, 
without becoming bankrupt, refufe to pay their debts, 
whether to the treafuty of her Imperial Majcfty, or to in- 
dividuals, it fliall be lawful to lay 'to arteft upon part of 
^heir effefts equivalent to their dd)ts ; ahd, in cafe thefe 
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'cffefts fliouWnot bp fufficieat for difchargmg fuch debtrs^ 

they may themfelvesbe atrefted and detained in cuftpdy, 

.uqtii fuGh time as the greater part of their credirors, as 

well with, refpedt to numbpr, as to the value of their re- 

JgeAivc'demands, have confcntcd ,to their enlargement. 

With regard to their efFedts laid under arr^ft, they Ihall 

remain as a depofit in the hands of thofe who Ihall be 

.named- and duly authorifed for that 'ptirpqfe, by the 

\greater part of their creditors, as is 'above'fpccified ; 

which delegates (hall be obliged to appraife the eftefts 

\\s foon as'poflible, and to make a jull and fair diftri- 

'bution of them to all the creditors, in proportion to their 

refpeftive demands, Tlie iamc procedure ihall, in like 

-cafes, beobferved towards the Ruffian merchants in the 

dominions of Great Britain, and they ftiall be there pro;- 

teded agreeably to the regulations made in the preceding 

article. 

. XIX, In cafe of complaints and lawfuits, three perfons 
of fair and unblcmilhed character among the foreign 
merchants, iliall, with a proper regard to circumftances, 
be named by the college of commerce, and where there 
is no fuch college, by the magiftrate, to examine the 
books and papers of the parties; and the report they 
ihall make to the college of commerce, or to the ma- 
giftrate, of what they Ihall find in the faid books or 
papers, fhall be held a good proof. 

XX. The commiffioners of the cufloms Ihall have the 
charge of examining the fervants or clerks of the Ruffian 
merchants, when they caufe their goods to be entered, 
whether they have, for that efFed, the orders or full 
powers of the mafters ;^ and if they have not fuch, they 
fhall not be. credited. The fame condudt fhall be ob- 
ferved .towards the fervants of the Britilh merchants; andj 
when, the faid fervantS|. having the orders or full powers 
of their mafters, Ihall caufe their goods to be entered on 
account of their mafters, thefe laft fliall be as refponfible 
as if they thcmfelves had caufed them to be entered. All 
the Ruffian fervants employed in the fhops fliall likewife 
be regiftered, and their mafters fliall anfwer for them in 
the affairs of trade, and in the bargains which they make 
in their name. *

XXIL the brokerage ftiall be fettled with juftice, 
and the brokers fliall be refponfible for the quality of the 
goods and fraudulent package, and fhall be obliged, after 
iufficient proofs produced againft them, to'make up the 
loffes to which they have given occafion. - 

XXIIL A regulation, fliall be made to. prevent the 
abufes that 'may be committed in the package of leather, 
hemp, and flax ; and, if any difpute happen between the 
buyer and the feller concerning the ^yeJght or the tare, 
the commiflioners of the cufloms fliall determine it ac- 
cording to equitv. 

XXiV. In order the more effeftually ta encourage and 
promote the trade of Great Britain, it is agreed, that for 
the future the Englifli woollen cloths, hereafter fpecified, 
ftiall not pay any greater duties on entry than are fettled 
in this article, viz. Englifli cloth for the ufe of the fol- 
diery, ihall pay (in rixdoUars) only two copecs (or pen- 
nies) for every arlheeen (or 7 1 j yards) as a duty on entry ; 
(joarfe cloth of the county of York, known in the RuiQian 
Tariff by the name of Coftrogy, fliall only pay two copecs 
for every arflieen : broad flannel fliall only pay one copec 
per.arflieen ; narrow flannel ftiall only pay three-fourths 
of a copec per arflieen, all as duty on entry. And in every 
thing that regards the impofts and duties payable on the 
importation or exportation of commodities in general, the 
(uhjedis ^of Great Britain fliall be always confidcred and 
teeated as the mofl: favoured nation.

He has excited domeftic infurreftion? amongfl^ jus, 
ami has endeavoured to bring pn the inhabitants of our 
frontiers the raercilefs Indian fajvagcs, whofe known rule 
of warfare is an undiftingujihed deftruAion of all ages, 
fexes, and conditions. 

In every ftage of thefe oppreffions we have petitioned

Xhey top. have been deaf to the voice of juftice and of 
consanguinity. We muft, therefore, acq^icfce in the 
neceffity wliich denounces our feparatiqn, and hold thexn> 
as >ye hold the reft of mankind, enepiies in war, in peace 
frLend;s. , , r . 

We, therefore, the reprefentatives of the UNITED

Colonies, 
Irplemnly publifli .and declare, that thefe United Colonies 
are, and of ri^ht'ought to be, FREE an^d INDEPEN* 
t)ENT STATES ;* that they are abfolved from all alle- 
giance to the Britifh Crown, and that all political conncc* 
tion between them and the ftate of Great Britain is, and 
ought to be,, totally diflblved ; and that as FREE ako 
INDEPENDENT STATES, they have full power tci 
\t^y war, conclude peace^ conrraA alliances, eftablifh 
commerce, and do all other a£ts and things which INDE* 
PENDENT STATES may of right do- And for the 
fupport of this declaration, with a firm reliance on the 
proteaion of DIVINE PROVIDENCE, we mutually 
pledge to each -other our lives> our fortunes, and oui:

February 6, 1778. 

LEWIS, by the craee 6f God, King' of ViMitt ftmf 
Navarre, to alithofe to whomthefe prcfeAts (hall 
come, greeting,— Whereai our dear and wdKbelovtd 
M. Conrade Alexander Get'ard, Royal Syndic of the city 
Of Straiburjj, and Secretary of our Cooncil Of Statue, has, 
in rirtuc ot the full powers withN^hich-we have invefted 
him for that purpofe, concluded, ^iihed,'attd figned, on 
the 6th of February, in the- prcfcnt year, 1778, with 
Meffrs. Benjamin Frjinklin^ ^lai.DeMe, ahd Arthiif Lecf^ ' 
Deputies from the General Conj^cefs of the United States 
of North .AnjerJLca-, equally and. foiinally invefted witH 
full powers, a treaty of frk^dfliip:and jCdnuneirce to the 
following purport t 

The Moft Chriftian Km^, and the Thirteen United 
States of North America, vit. New Hampfllire, Mafla- 
chuffets Bay, RhodC: Iflaad, ConneAicut:, New York, 
New Jeifcy, Pennfyivania, the counties of NewcaHle, 
Kent, and SulTex, 01^* the Delaware, Mairyjaild, Virginia, 
North and South Carolina, and Georgia, dclirous or dta* 
bliihing, in an equitable and permanent manner, the rulei 
which ought to |)e (^fervcd relative to the ebrre(jxm>^ 
dence ahd commerce which the two parties wilh to eftaf 
bltih between their refpeftive ftates^ aominions, abd fa1b<^ 
jefts ; his Moft Chfiftian, Majefty and the faid United

The Moft Chriftian King will employ his ten*- 
deavour^ and mediation with the King or Emperor of 
Morocco or Fez, with the Regencies of Algiers, Tuni«, 
and Tripdii, or any: pf them, a§ well with every other 
Prince, State, or Power, pf the Barbarj^ coaft in Africa, 
and with the fubjedts of the faid King, Emperor,' States, 
and Povvers, ahdeach of them, to fecure, as fully andeffec-. 
tually as poffible,. to the advantage, convenience, and fc- 
curity, of the faid United States, and each of them, as 
alfo their, fubjcfts, people, and inhabitants, their ihipj 
and elFedts, againfl: violence, infult, attack, or depreda- 
tion, on the part of the faid Barbary Princes and States, 
or their fubje<fls. 

IX. Thefubje^, inhabitants, merchants, commanders 
of Ihips, matters, and feamen, of the ftates, provinces,* ' 
and * dominions of the two parties, Ihall reciprocally re- 
frain from, and avoid fiftiing in any of the places poflcf- 
led; or which Ihall be poflefled, by the other party* Tlic 
fubjefts.of his Moft Chriftian Majefty, ftiall not iifh in tlie 
harbours, bays, creeks, roads, and places, which the laid 
United States . pofTefe, or 'ftiall hereafter poflbfs ; andi 
in the fame' manner the fubjedts, people,' and inhabi- 
tants, of the faid Unitied States, (hall not fifli iti the har- 
bours, bays, creeks, roads, coafts, and places, which his 
Moft Chriftian Majefty actually poflefles, or fliall hereaf- 
ter poflefs ; and if any fliip or veftel Ihall be furprifed 
fjftiin^, in violation of the prefent treaty, the fame (hip 
or veflcl and its cargo fliall, upon clear proof, be con6t 
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cated« Provided the eiccitifion ftlpufated fn the pteieiK 
article ihail Hand good only fo long as the King and the 
United States ihall not fufTer it to be enjoyed by any other 
nation whatever. 

X. The United States, their citizens arid inhabitants^ 
fiiall never difturb the fubjeds of the Moft Chriftian King 
in the enjoyment and exercife of the right of fiihtng on the 
banks of I<Iewfoundland9 any mor&than in the unlimited 
and exclufive enjoyment they pofTefs on that pa«t of the 
coafts of that ifland, as fpecified in the treaty of Utrecht, 
nor in the rights relative to all and each of the illes 
which, belong to his. Moft Chriftian Majefty ; the whol^ 
conformabU^ to the true fenfe of the treaties of Utrecht 
and Paris. 

XI. The fubjcds and inhabitants of the faid United 
States, or any of them, Ihall not be confidered as fo- 
reigners in France, and, conlequently, fhall be exempt 
from the right of efchcatagc, or any other fuch like 
right, under any name -whatever ; they may, by will^ 
donation, or otherwife, difoofe of their goods, moveables, 
and fixtures, in favour of whom they ftiall pleafe ; and 
their heirs, fubje&s of the faid United States, refident in 
France or elfewhere, ihall fucceed to them, ah intejiaty 
without being obliged to obtain letters of naturalization, 
^nd without being expofcd to any moleftatioh or hin- 
drance, under pretence of any rights or prerogatives of 
provinces, cities, or private perfons ; and the feid heirs, 
cither by particular title, or ab iniefiat, Ihali be exempt 
from all right of detraction or other right of that kind, 
provided ^bat fuch or the like local rights are not efta* 
bliihed by the faid United States, or any of them. The 
fub^e£l$ of the Moft Chriftian King fhall enjoy, on their 
fide, in all the dofliinions of the faid States, an entire and 
perfedi reciprocation with refpe^ to the fiipulations in- 
duded in the prefent article. 

But it i& at the lame time agreed, that the<:ontcnts of 
this article IhaU not afied: the laws made in France agalnft 
emigrations, or fuch as may be made hereafter, fuch being 
left m their ft ill force and vigour ; the United States, oi» 
iheir fide, or any of them, fliall be free to make fuch law* 
lefpe&ii:^ tha: matter as they fhall judge vxwex. 
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XII, The merchant;ftiips^ of both '-parties, wliich Jhall 
be bound to any port, belonging to a power then an ene-^ 
my of the other ally, and of which the voyage, or nature 
of its cargo ihall give jufl: fuipiciobs, fliall be bound to 
produce, either on the high feas, or in ports and har- 
bours, not only their palfports, but alfo certificates^ 
which (hall expreflly Hate, that their cargoes are not of ^ 
prohibited and contraband wares. 

XIII. If the contents of the faid certificates leads to a 
difcovery, that the Ihip carries prohibited and contraband 
merchandifes, configned to an enemy's port, it fliall not? 
be permitted to open the hatches of th-e faid fliip^ nor any 
tale, cheft, trunk, bale, cafk or other cafes, contained 
therein, or to difplace or remove the leaft part of the 
merchandife, whether the fliip belongs to the Moft 
Chriftian King, or to the inhabitants of the United States^ 
until the cargo has been landed in the prefence of th^ 
officers of the Admiralty, and an inventory taken of 
them ; but they fliall not be permitted to fell, exchange^ 
or difpofe of the ihips or cargoes, in any manner what- 
ever, until a fair and legal inquiry has been made, the 
contraband declared, and the Court of Admiralty fliall 
have pronounced the confifcation by judgement, never- 
thelefs without prejudice of fliips or cargoes, which, by 
virtue of this treaty, fliould be confidered as frep. . It 
fliall not be permitted to retain merchandifes, under pre- 
tence that they were found among contraband goods, and 
ftill lefs to confifcate them as legal prizes. In cafe where 

a part only, and not the whole of the cargo, confifts of 
contraband articles, and that the commander of the fliip 
confents to deliver up to the captor what fliall be dil- 
covered, then the captain, who fliall have made thjl 
prize, after having received thofe articles, fliall immedi- 
ately releafe the fliip, and in no manner prevent it from 
purluing its voyage ; but in cafe that the whole of the con- 
traband articles cannot be all taken into the v^flel of the 
captor, then the Captain of fuch vefiel fliall remain maftelf 
of his prize, notwithftanding the offer to give up the 
contraband goods, and conduct the fliip into the neareft * 
port, conformably to what is above fpecified*

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ifclV. \t U agreed, on the coatrarf , that cveyy, thing 

that ihall be found embarked by the refpediive fulgeds, 

in fhips belonging to the enemies o£ the Dther party, or 

their fubje^s, ihall be confifcated, without regard to 

their being prohibited or not, in the fame manner as if 

they belonged to the enemy ; excepting, however, fuch 

eflfeSft^ and merchandifes as had been put on board the 

faid Ihips before the declaration of war, or even after the 

faid declaratiou, if they were ignorant of it at the time 

of loading ; fo that the merchandifes- of the fubjedb of 

both parties, whether they be found among contraband 

goods or otherwife, which, as hath been juft mentioned, 

ihall have beett put on board a.ihip belonging to the 

* enemy, before the w^r, or evea. after the faid declaration, 

when unknown to them, ihall not be, in any manner, 

fubjed to confifcation, but ihall be faithfully and truly 

reftored, without delay, to the owners who ihall claim 

them ; it muft, however, be underftood, that it wilt not 

be permitted to carry contraband goods into an enemy's 

ports. The two contrading parties agree, that after the 

expiration of two months fcom the declaration pf war, 

their refpedive fubjedks, from what part of the world 

foever they ihall come, ihall not be permitted to plead 

Ignorance of the'queftion in this article, 

XV. And in order the more efFe(ftually to fecure the 
fubjefts of the two contradting parties from receiving 
any prejudice from the ihips of war or privateers of 
either party, orders ihall be given to all captains of ihips 
of his Moil Chtiftian Majefty and the faid united States, 
and to all their fubje&s, to avoid oflfering infult or dcring 
damage to the Ihips of either party ; and whoever fliall 
^ contrary to thefe orders, ihall be puniihed for it, and 
fhall be bound and obliged perfonally, in their own effeds, 
tp repair all fuch damages and loffes. 

XVL All ihips and merchandifes of^what nature fo- 
ever, which ihall be taken out of the hands of pirates on 
the high feas, ihall be condudted into fome port of the 
two flates, and ihall be committed to the care of jhe , 
officers of the faid port, in order that they may be 
entirely reftored to the right owner, as foon as fuch pro- 
perty flxall be fully and clearly proved. 
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. X Vll. ' The ftups of w«F Qf hM. Moft Chriftlan Majelljr^ 
and thofe orthe United States, as welias privateers^fitted 
out by the^ir fubjefts^ Haall be at, full liberty to condua 
where they pleafe. fuch prizes a$. .they lUall take from th/tf 
enemy, without being amenable jto the jurifciidipn of^ 
their Admirals or Admiralty, or any other power ; and 
the ikid veflels or prizes, entecing into the harbours or 
ports of his Moft Chriftian Majefty, or thofe of. the/ajid 
ynited States, fhall be neither flopped nor feized, not 
(hall the officers of fuch places inquire into the validity 
of the faid prizes, but fliallbe permitted tp^depart freely 
and at full liberty, to fuch places as dired:ed in the com* 
miffiotis, which die Captains of the faid* Aips fhall be 
obliged to produce. And, on the contrary, they flialL 
ijieither give fecurity nor retreat, in their ports- or har- 
bours, to any prizes made on the fubjed:s of his Majeliy, 
or the faid United . States ; and, if fuch fhall be found to 
enter ,their . ports, through ftorms or dangers of the fea^ 
they Ihall be obliged to depart as foon as poiublc. 

X VIIL Should a ihip belonging to either of the two 
States, or their ftvbjed^, run aground, be wrecked, or 
fufFer other damages, upon the cqafts belonging, to one 
of the two parties, they IhalL give all friendly aid and 
aiEflance to fuch as are in danger, and t^ke ^very method 
tofecure their fafe paffage,. and return to their own 
country. .' 

■XIX. When the fubjedts and inhabitiipts of one of the 
two parties with their Ihips, whether men of war, pri*, 
vateerS'Or merchantmen, ihall be forced by foul weather^ 
by the purfuits of pirates or enemies, or by any other 
urgent neceffity, to feek Ihelter aAd refuge,, to rqn intch 
and enter fome river, bay, road, or port belonging to one 
of the two parties^ they ihall be received and treated, with 
humanity arid kindnefs, and Ihall enjoy all the friendihip, 
protection, and ailiftance, and Ihall be permitted to pro-* 
cure refrefliments, provisions and every thing neceflary 
for their fubfiilence, for the repairing of ^ their ihips, 
aiid to enable them to purfue their voyage, paying a 
reafonable price, for- every thing; and they fhali not be- 
detained in any manner, npr prevented quitting the faid 
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ports or roads, but ftiall be permitted t6 depart at pka* 
lure, withotit any obftacte or impediment. 

XK. In order the better to promote the ccmimerce of 
the two parties, it is agreed, tj\at ifv cafe a war ihould 
commence between the two faid nations, fix months fl^all 
be allowed, after the declaration of war, t6 the mercbants 
living in their towns afad citite, to coU^ and tranfport 
their merchandife ; and, if any part of them fliall be 
ftolen or damaged, jduring the tittle above pr&fcribcd by 
either of the two parties, their people or fubjedrs fiiall 
be obliged to make full and perfect fatisfadion for 
the fame. 

XXI. No fubjea of the Moft Chriftian King fhall take 
i commiflion, or letters of marque, ta arm any Ihip or 
veflel, to ad: as a privateer againit the faid United States, 
or any of them, or s^ainft their fubjeds, people or in- 
habitants, or againft their property, or that of the inha* 
bttants of any of them, from any Prince whatever, witb 
whom the faid United States ihall be at war. In like 
manner, -no citizen, fubjcA or inhabitant of the. faid 
United States, or any o( them, fliall demand or accept 
any commiifion or letters of marque, to arm any Ihips or 
vefTels, to ad againft the fubjeds of his Moft Chriftian 
Majefty, or any of them, cm: their property, from any 
Prince or State whatever, with whom his faid Majefty 
may be at war ; and if any of the two nations Ihall take 
fucn commiffions or letters of marque, they fliall be 
puniflied as pirates. 

XXIL No foreign privateer, not belonging to fome 
fabjedt of his Moft Chriftian Majefty, or to a citizen of 
the faid United States, 'which Ihall have a commiffion 
from any Prince or power at war with one of the two 
nations, Ihall be permitted to arm their fliips in the ports 
of one of the two parties, nor to fell their prizes, ncM* to 
clear their fliips, in any manner whatever, of their mer- 
chandifes, or any part of their cargo ; they fliall not even 
be permitted to purchafe any other provifions, than fuch 
sfs are neceflary to carry them to the nearcft port of the 
Prince or State of whom they hold their commiffion. 

XXIII.-All and each of the fubjeAs of the Moft 

Chriftian King, as well as the citizens, people and in-

proper for the defence of foldieis ; gun-locks, ihoulder- 
belts, horfes and their trappings, and all other inilru- 
Ihents'o^ war whatever. The following merchandifes are 
Rot to be coniideredas contraband or prohibited, viz. all 
^ts of clothS;^ and other woollen, ftuffs, 4inen, filk, 
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totievif or other fuch matters ; all forts of clbthes, with 
the materials of which they arc ufually made ; g6ld atid 
fil ver, either in fpecie or otherwife, pemtty iMti, latteti^ 
copperi braft, coals, attd even wheat and barley, and all 
other forts of grain and roots ; tobacco and all ftwrts of 
fpices, falticd and dried prb^fioM, dried fifti, cheefe and 
butter, beer, oil^-wine, ftigir, and all kinds of fait, afid 
in general,- all •kin4s of ,prot4fibB^ riecoffary for the 
tiouriftment of man, and for the fupportof life ; 4|£lfo. 
all fotts of ciotton; hfmp, lineitt, pitch, tar, cord^^ cables, 
ikils, canvas for {tAhy anchors, parts of anchors, mafb, 
I^lanks, timber and wood of all' kinds, and all other 
things • proper for the building and repairing of ibips, 
and other matters wh^tfoever, which aretiOt in the form 
of warlike inftruments forifea'dr land, ihaU tiot^be reputed 
contraband, much left f«ch as are already prepared for 
other ufes. All the articles above mentione^l are tb' be 
comprifed among the free artJciesof metchandife, as welt 
as all the other merchandifd's a;nd elfefts which are not 
comprifed and particularly uam^d in the lift of contra- 
band merchandifcs ; fo thaitthey may be tranfported amJ 
condudred in the freeft maftner, by the fubjeds of the 
two contrading parties, into, any of the enemy's ports } 
excepting^ howevfer, that fuch places are not a^hially 
befieged, blocked up, orinvefted.

- XXVIIi vWheii^any'vefflbl belonging to- tberfaid fub-j 
je<9:s, people, and inhabitants of one, of the tvro partie?; 
it^U meet^ while failin^^aldtgth^ co^ or!oii the open 
fea, a ihipof war or » privateer, beloi^ing.;to the othcrj 
the faid ihip of wlar or ptfivatecr in order, to avoid dif^ 
order, iiuaill bring fuch veffelto, and fend, her boat with 
two ortheee' on board her, to whom the mailer or com- 
"taander of the merchantmap Ihall produce his paffport;

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XXIX. The two contrad;ing ^parties mutu^ly grant 
each other the right of maintaining^ in their refpeduvQ 
ports, Coqfuls, Yicc-Confuls^ Agents and Commiflaries, 
whofe bufinefs fliall be regelated by a particular con^ 
yention. 

XXX. In order farther to forward and facilitate the 
conunerce between the fubjeds of the United States and 
France, the Moft Chriftian King will allow thjem in £u«. 
rope on? or more free poets, to which they may brings 
and fell all the commodities »)d mercbandifes of the 
thirteen United States. His Majefty will alfo 'grant to 
the fobje^ts 06 the faid States, the free port$ which have 
been, and are open^ in the French. Iflands of America^ all 
which free ports the faid fubje£ks of the United Statei^ 
ihall enjoy ) conformably t6 the regulations, which deter- 
mine that matter. 

XXXI. The prefent treaty ihall be rjufified by both 
parties, and the ratifications exchanged, within the fpace 
of fix months, or fooner if may be. In witnefs of which 
the refpedive Plenipotentiaries have figned the above 
articles, both in the French and Englifli lackgua^e ; pever^ 
thelefs declaring, that the /prefent treaty was originally 
digefted and fettled in the: French language, tp which 
they have affixed their hands and feals.

WHEREAS the commerce and navigation of neuter 
powers IB greatly injured by the^ prefent war at 
fca which has broken out between Great Britain, on the 
one part, and Fnmce and Spain, on the other part, her 
Majefty the Emprefs of Ruffia, and his Majefty the King 
of Denmark and Norway, in confequence of their affi- 
duous attention to fupix)rt their* own dignity, and to 
unite their <5biiftarit care for the fafety and welf^ireof their 
rcfpeftive fubjeds ; as well as from the refpedt which 
they have at all times lAanifefted for the rights of nations 

in 
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in getietal, have found it oeceffiur^r^* in the prefent cir^ 
cumftances, to determine their condu& according to theic 
fentimeots. 

Her Majefty the Eo^pr^s^qf RuffiaVin her declaration 
to the belligeraot powers^ dated February 28, 1780^ has 
plainly ftated^ in the face of all Europe^ the fundamen- 
tal principles which derive from the primitive rights 
of mankind, and which her faid Majeity claims and 
adopts as a rule of her condud in the prefent war. As 
this attention of her Imperial Majefty, in wi^iching over 
the recipfpcal rights of nations, has been honoured with 
the approbation of all neutral powers, her faid Majefty has 
engaged in <his affair, which materially concerns her moft 
eflential interefts, and has proceeded therein fo far that 
it may be ferioufly. confidered as a fubjeft worthy of the 
attention of both the prefent and future time, as it tends 
to the eftablifhment ot a permanent and invariable fyftem 
of the rights, prerogatives, and engagements of neu« 
trality. 

His Majefty the King of Denmark and Norway, con- 
vinced of the juftice of thefe principles, has likewife 
eftabliihed and claimed them In his declaration of the 
8th of July, 1780, which declaration (as well as that of 
the Emprefs of Ruffia) his faid Majefty hascaufcd to be 
communicated to the belligerant powers ; and in order to 
fupport thefe principles efficacioufly, his Majefty has 
ordered part of his fleet to be fitted out. From thefe 
proceedings have arifen that harmony and unanimity with 
which her Majefty the Emprefs of Ryffia, and his Ma- 
jefty the King of Denmark and Norway, have thought 
neceflary, in mutual friendftiip and reciprocal confidence, 
and in conformity to the intereft of their refpe&ive (ub- 
jcfts, to confirm their common engagements by the con- 
clufion.of a formal convention. 

To this end their Imperial and Royal Majefties have 
chofen and c^pointed the following Plenipotentiaries, viz. 
Her. Majefty the Emprefs of Ruflia has appointed 
Charles Van Often, , commonly called Baron Saken, 
Privy Couafellor of State, Knight of the order of St. 
Ann, Minifter Plenipotentiary from her isud M^efty to 
the Court of t)cm}wk^ &c. and. his Majefty the King of 
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Donmark arid Nol^;^*ay has' appointed/ Ottbo' Count of 
Thott, Privy Counlellor of State, Kuight of the order 
of .the Elephant, &c. Joachim Otton Baron de Skhack*- 
Ratiiilau, Privy Counfellor of ^ State, Knight 6^f the order 
of tiie Elephant, &c., John Henry j^rbn . Eichi9!edty 
Privy Counfellor of State, Governor of his Royal High- 
nefs the Hereditary Prince of Denmark, Knight .of the 
order of the Elephant, &c. and Andrew Peter Count 
Bernii^orff, Privy Counfellor and Miniiler and Secretary 
of State for .the foreign department, Prefident of the 
Royal German Chancery, Knight of the order of the 
Elephant, &c, which faid Minifters, after having ex- 
changed their full powers, which were found to be in 
due form, have concluded and agreed to the following 
articles : 

Article I., That their aforefaid Majefties are fiiicerely 
determined to maintain, conftantly, the moft perfeft^ 
friendihip and harmony with the different powers at pre- 
fent engaged in wkr, and to obferve the moft fcrupylous 
neutrality ; and in confequence thereof they declare, 
tltat adhering to this determination, the prohibition of all 
contraband trade with the powers at prefent at War, or 
with thofe who may hereafter be engaged therein, ihall 
be ftriAly obferved by their refpeftive fubjedis. 

11. To avQid all errors and . mifunderftandings with 
reglard to commodities which ihall be deemed contra- 
band, her ])^ajeily the Emprefs of Ruilia, and his Ma- 
jelly the King of Denmark and Norway, do hereby de- 
clare, that they ihall only acknowledge fuch articles to 
be contraband commodities as are included and mentiofl- 
ed in the treaties now fubfifting between their refpc^ivc 
Courts and the one or the. other of the belligerant^ 
powers. 

Her Majeily the Emprefs of' Ruflia conforms herfelf 
tntirely in ;his refpe^t to the articles X. and XII- of her 
treaty of commerce with the Court of Great Britai(^ 
and extends likewife the engagements of this treaty, 
which are founded upon the natural rights 'Of nations, to 
the Courts of France and Spain ; which faid Courts, un- 
til the date of this prefent convention^ have no treaty of 
commerce with her empire. 

His 
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His Majcfty the King of Denmatk and Norway, on 
his part, conforms himfelf chiefly to the lid. article of 
this treaty of commerce with the Court of. Great Britain, 
and to the articles XXVL and XXVII. of his treaty of 
commerce with France, and extends alfo the engagements 
of this laft-mentioned treaty to the Court of Spain, as his 
faid Majefty has no treaty with the laft-mentioned power, 
which determines any conditions relative to this fubjed. 

III. As by thefe means all contraband goods and com- 
modities are determined and afcertained conformable to 
the treaties and fpecial convention fubfifting between the 
high contrading parties and the belligerant powers, and 
chiefly in the treaty between Ruflia and Great Britain of 
the 20th of June, 1766, as well as in that between Den- 
mark and Great Britain, dated July nth, 1670, and by 
that concluded between Denmark and France, on the 23d 
of Auguft, 1742 ; the will and intention of her Majcfty 
the Emprefs of Ruifia, and of his Majefty the King of 
Denmark and Norway are, that all other commerce fliall 
be and remain free. 

Their faid Majefties having already fet forth in their 
declaration to the belligerant powers, that they have laid 
xiown, as the bafis of their conduct, the general princi- 
ples of the natural rights of mankind, from whence the 
liberty of commerce and navigation, and the rights of 
neuter nations derive, are refolved not to depend any 
longer upon the arbitrary explication of thefe rights, 
which is generally dictated by partial advantages and 
momentary intcrefts ; with this view, their faid majefties 
have agreed upon die following articles : 

1. That all neutral veffels Ihall be permitted to navi- 
gate from port to port, and on the coafts of the bellige- 
rant powers. 

2. That the effcfts belonging to fuhjedts of the belli- 
gerant powers Ihall be free on board neuter ftips and 
vcflels, excepting only fuch articles as are ftipulated to 
be deemed contraband. 

3* In order to determine what is to be confidered as a 
port blocked up, it is hereby declared, that that port fliall 
only be deemed as fuch into which no fliips can enter 
without being expofed to an evident peril from the forcjcst 

that 
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that attack the feid port, and the ihips that Ihall hdve 
taken a ftation near enough for that purpofe. 

4. That n^aig^r veffels fliall only be liable to be flopped 
and feizcd for juft and cogent reafons, and lipdn the moft 
convincing proofs, that juftic^e Ihall be done unto them 
without lofs of thne, and thaj: the proceedings ihall al- 
ways be uniform, fpeedy, and according to the laws ; and 
that whenever any fhall be found to have been flopped, 
or fuffered any damage without any fufficient caufe, they 
fiiall not only be entitled to a fufficient compenfation, but 
alfo to a complete fatisfaftion for the infult offered to the 
flag of their MajefKes. 

IV, In order to obtain this end, and to proteft the ge- 
neral commerce of their fubjefts, founded upon thefe in- 
variable principles,, her Msyefky, the Emprefs of Ruffia^ 
and his Majefly, the King of Denmark and Norway, have 
refolved to fit out, feparately, a proportionate number of 
fhips of the line and frigates ; and the fquadrons of thefe 
refpediive powers fhall repair to fuch latitudes, and fhall 
ferve as convoys to the trading fWps of their refpedtive 
fubjefe, wherever the commerce and navigation of each 
nation fhall require it. 

V. In cafe that any merchant, fhips belonging to fub- 
jefts of one of the high contrafting parties fhould hap* 
pen to be in a fea or latitude where no fhips of war of 
their Sovereign are flationed, and that they confequently 
could not obtain any protection from the forces of their 
own nation, the commander of the fhips of war of th^ 
other power, upon being duly requefled, fhall immedi- 
ately afford them all necefTary afEftance ; and in this cafe, 
it is hereby ftipulated, that the fhips and frigates of the 
one power fhall always grant the necefiary proteftion and 
afEftance to the trading fhips of the other power ; provided 
always, that thofe who fhall claim fuch affiftance or pro- 
tection, fhall not carry on any illicit trade which may bQ 
contrary to the laws of neutrality, as received and men- 
tioned here above^ 

VI, The prefent convention fhall not be retroa(fitive, 
and confequently neither of the high contracting parties 
can take recognizance of any differences that may have 
arifen between them and other powers before its conclu- 
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fion, unlefs tVie matter in litigation fliall be relative to 
violences which are (fill exifting, and which may tend to 
opprefs all neuter nations ip Europe, 

VII, If, notwithflanding the vigilant and amicable care 
of the two high contrafting parties, and the moft exadfc 
obfervations of neutrality on their part, any Ruffian or 
Danifti merchant ftiips fliould happen to be infulted or 
taken by the ihips of war or privateers of one or the 
other of the belligerant powers, the Minifter of the of- 
fended party (hall make proper reprefcntations to that 
Court whofe fhips of war or privateers have been guilty 
of the faid adt ; he Ihall infift upon a reafonablc compen- 
fation for the damages or lofs of time, as well as upon a 
complete fatisfadtion for the infult offered to the flag of 
his Sovereign. The Minifter of the other high contract- 
ing party Ihall fecond and fupport thefe reprefcntations 
in the moft ferious and efficacious manner, and thus they 
fhall continue jointly and unanimoufly until their requeft 
is granted. But in cafe of a refufal, or any unreafonable 
delay from time to time to redrefs thefe grievances, their 
aforefaid Majefties do hereby declare, that they will make 
ufe of reprifals towards that power that refufes to do them 
jufticc, and will immediately unite, in the moft efficacious 
means, to execute thefe juft reprifals. 

VII L In cafe that one of the high contra&ing parties, 
or both together, Ihould be difturbed, molefted, or at- 
tackdd, in confequence of this convention, or any fubjeA 
whatever relative thereto, it is hereby ftipulated and 
agreed, that the two powers ftiall immediately adt in con- 
cert for their mutual and reciprocal defence, and fhall 
employ and unite all their forces to obtain a proper fatis- 
faftion, as well for the infult offered to their flag, as for 
the lofTes fuftained by their refpeftive fubje(9:s. 

IX. This convention Ihall be in full force as long as 
this prefent war fhall laft ; and the engagements contained 
therein fhall ferve as the bafis for all future engagements 
and treaties that may b^ concluded hereafter, according to 
circumftances, and in cafe if any other maritime war 
fhould hereafter unfortunately diflurb the tranquillity of 
Euroi:>e. As to the reft, all what has been ftipulated and 
agreed upon, fhall be conlidercd as permanent and invari- 

. » able,

stble^ as well With regard to mercantile affkirs as for what 
concerns the navy, and Ihall have force of law in all de* 
cifioas upon the rights of nettter nations. 

X. As the end and chief objedt of this convention is 
to fecure the general liberty of the commerce and navi- 
gation, their Majefties, the Emprefs of Ruffia, and the 
King of Denmark and Norway, do hereby confent, and 
engage themfelves reciprocally, to permit that other 
neuter powers may accede thereto; and that thefe powers^ 
fo acceding, being fully acquainted with the fundamen-* 
tal principles and engagement? concerned in the obliga* 
tions and advantages of the faid convention. 

XI. And in ord^r that the belligerant powers may have 
no pretext for their proceedings, or pretend to be unac-^ 
quainted with thefe engagements between their aforefaid 
Majefties, the high cpntraAing powers do hereby promife, 
that they will Separately acquaint the belligerant powers 
with the meafures.they have taken, and the mbtives which 
have engaged them to unite in this affair ; which mea- 
fures are the lefs.hoftile a? they are no ways detrimen-^ 
tal to any other power, but have only for objedt the fe- 
curity of the commerce and navigation of their relpec- 
tive fubjeds. , 

XII. The prefent convention fliall be ratified by the 
two high contraditirtg. parties, and the ratifications Ihall 
be exchanged, in du^ form, within the term of fix 
tveeks from the date hereof, or fooner if poffible. In 
virtue whereof we, whofe names are hereunto written, 
being properly in,vefted with fyll powers to that etfedt, 
have figned and fealed this prefent convention.

The ratifications of this convention have been ex- 
changed at Copenhagen, on the i6th of September, 
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1780^ by the fame Minifters Plenipotentiaries who have 
figned the fame. 

And as a like conventionttias been concluded at Peterf* 
burg, between the MiniAers chofen and appointed to* that 
effea:, namely, on the part of her Majefty the Empref^ 
of Ruffia, Count Nikita Panin, Privy Counfelloi?, Mi- 
nifter and Secretary of State, Knight of the orders of 
St. Andreur, St. Alexander-Newfky, and St. Ann ; a^id 
Count J. dfterman,^ Vice Chancellor of RuflSa,, Privy 
Councellor of Stated and Knight of the orders of Si?* 
Alexander-Newlky, and St. Ann ; and on thc^ p^rt of his 
Majefty the King of Sweden, Baron Frederick Van Nol- 
ken. Envoy Extraordinary from his Swedift Majefty to the 
Court of Peterfburg, Chamberlain,Commander of the ord<er 
of the Polar Star, and Knight of the orders of the Sword, 
and St. John, &c. which faid convention has been figned 
at Peterfburg by the above-named Plenipotentiaries, after 
the cuftoniary exchange of their full powers in due form, 
on the 2ift of July, 1780 ; and the faid convention being 
word for word of the fame tenor and form -as that conclwi* 
ed and figned at Copenhagen, excepting only tliie fecond 
article, in which the ftipuktions concerning t-he article© 
that are to be deemed contraband, are determined and at 
certained according to the treaties fubfifting between the 
Court of Sweden and other powers, it has been thought 
proper to avoid a repititiori of what . has already been 
mentioned, to infert here the fecond article cmly, word 
for word the fame as it ftands in the treaty concluded- and 
figned at Peterfburg, July 21, 1780, betwee®.th^irMa* 
jefties the Emprefs of Ruffia and the King of Sweden. 

Article II. To avoid all errors and mif\jnderftandings 
with regard to commodities which Ihall be deemed con« 
traband, her Majefty the Emprefs of Ruffia, and his 
Majefty the King of Sweden, do hereby declare, that 
they fliall only acknowledge fuch articles tobc contraband 
commodities as are included and mentioned iiTi the trea- 
ties now fubfifting between their refpefiave Courts, and 
the' one or the other of the belligerant powers. 

Her Majefty the Emprefs of Ruffia conforms herfelf 
entirely in this refpedt to the articles X. and XL of her 
treaty of commerce with the Court of Gre^t Britain, and 
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extends likewife the engagements of this treaty, which 
are founded upon the natur§l riglvts of nations, to the 
Courts of France and Spain; which faid Courts, until 
the date of the preient conveution, have qo treaty of 
commerce with her empire. 

His Majefty the King of Sweden, for his part, refers 
chiefly to the eleventh article of this treaty of commerce 
with the Court of Great Britain, and to the tenor of the 
preliminary treaty of commerce concluded between Swe^ 
den and France in the year 1741 ; and although the arti- 
cles that are to be deemed contrabaud are not expreflly af^ 
certained and determined in the laft-mentioned treaty, 
the two powers having underftood to confider each other 
as Gens amicifima^ the Court of Sweden has, however, re^ 
ferved to itfelf 'the fame advantages which the Hanfe- 
Towns enjoy in France iince times immemorial until the 
prefent period. The advantages which are included in 
the treaty of Utrecht being fully confirmed, the King 
has nothing to^ add thereto. With regard to the Court 
of Spain, fiis Swedifli Majefty finds himfelf in the faqie 
£tuation as the Emprefs of Ruffia, and following her Ma- 
jefty^s example, the King likewife extends to the pourt 
of Spain all the engagements of the above-mentioneij 
treaties^ as being founded upon the natural rights qf na* 
tions. 

In confequeitce of this difference in the above article, 

the two Kings who have joined her Majefty the Emprefs 

of RuiQa, in this afFait, have acceded, as principal con - 

trading parties, to the treaties aad conventions concluded 

between them and her faid Imperial Majefty, ^t\d to this 

^ effed: they have figned with their own hand a feparate 

adl, which faid afts have been exchanged in due form 

at Peterlburg by the Minifters of her Imperial Majefty, 

Their High Mightinefles the States General of the 

, United Provinces, alfo acceded to the faid convention on 

the 2oth of November, 1780, and under the famecondi-^ 

tions, for what concerns the articles of <:ontrabj^nd, ac^ 

cordiii£ to the treaties fubfiftii^g between their High 

Mightmefles and other powers, which faid convention 

h^ been figne4 at Peterfl>urg by their Plenipoteatiaries 
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on the 5th of January, 1781, with the addition of the 
following article : ♦ 

XIII. For what concerns the command in chief of 
the naval forces, in cafe the fquadrons or Ihips of war of 
the two high (jontrafting parties fliould happen to meet^ 
or find it expedient to form a jundtion, it is hereby £Hpu- 
Jated and agreed, that the fame fliall be obeyed as is cus- 
tomary between crpwned Sovereigns and the Republick 
of Holland.

Treaty $/ Amity and Commerce between the Empire of Ruffia 
and the Crown of Denmark, concluded at St. Poteriburg,

In the Name of the Moft Holy and Undivided Trinity, 

HER Imperial Majefty of all the Ruffias and his Ma- 
jefty the King of Denmark, having it equally at 
to cement more and more, by all the ties of friend- 
fliip and good correfpondence, the ftridt union which fuh- 
fifts between their Majeflies and their refpeftive ftates, 
have, amongft other obje<fts, exerted th^ir endeavours to 
rfxtend and encourage, as much as poffible, a reciprocity 
of commerce between their fubjefts; and the more effec- 
tually to obtain this end, they have judged it proper to 
colleO: into one point of view, and eftablilh the rights and 
reciprocal obligations upon which they have mutually 
agreed between them, to encourage induftry, and to fa- 
cilitate the mutual exchanges betweei\ the two nations, 
and tQ reduce the feveral points agreed on between them 
for that purpoie into a treaty of commerce in due form : 
in confequence whereof, and to proceed without delay to 
the completion 0/ fo falutary a work, their faid Majefties 
have chofen and named for their Plenipotentiaries, viz. 
For her Imperial Majefty of all the Ruffias, the Sieur 
John Count d'Ofterman, her Vice Chancellor, and 
Knight of the Order of St. Alexander Newflcy, and of 
St. Anne; the Sieur Alexander Count de Worrontzoff, 
Privy Counfellor, Senator, Prefidcnt of the College of 

Comnierce, 
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Commerce, her Majefty's Chamberlain, and Knight of 
the Order of St. Alexander Nevvfky; the Sieur Alexan-- 
der de Bezborodko, Major General of the Armies, Mem- 
ber of the College of Foreign Affairs, and Colonel Com- 
mandant of the Kiovie Regiment of the Militia of Little 
Ruffia ; and the Sieur Peter de Bacounin, Counfellor of 
State, Member of the College of Foreign Affairs, and. 
Knight of the Order of St. Anne : — And on the part of 
his L)anifh Majefty, the Sieur Peter Chriftian de Schu- 
macher, his Counfellor of Conferences, Envoy Extra- 
ordinary, and Minifter Plenipotentiary at the Imperial 
Court of Ruffia, who, after having exchanged between 
them their credentials found in good and due form, have | 
fixed, concluded, and finally agreed, upon tne following 
articles, viz. 

Article L There fhall fubfift between her Imperial 
Majefty of all the Ruffias, her heirs and fucceffors 
to the Throne, of the one part, and his Majefty 
the King of Denmark, his heirs, and fucceffors to the 
Throne, of the other part, as aifo between their ftates," 
kingdoms, provinces, cities, and fubjedts, to perpetuity, 
a lafting peace, familiarity and good underftanding; and 
in virtue of this concord, as well the faid two powers as 
their fubje<9:5, without exception, ftiall afford mutually, 
on ail occafions, and particularly that which concerns 
commerce and navigation, all the aid and affiftance pof- 
fible in difplaying for this purpofe all the zeal of friends 
and good neighbours, and without ever hazarding any 
thing that can turn to the prejudice or detriment of either 
of the parties. 

XL Perfeft liberty of confcience fliall be granted to the 
fubjefts of the two nations in their refpedive ftates, and, 
confequently, they fliajl have free liberty to exercife the 
duties of their religion in their own houfes, in buildings, 
or churches, deftined or permitted for that purpofe by' 
Government, without being troubled or molefted on any 
account whatfoeven 

IIL The fubjefts of Ruffia in Denmark, or the fubjeds 
of Denmark in Ruffia, ftiall be conftantly regarded and 
treated as the moft favoured nations : and the two high 
Contrafting parties engage, between them, to grant to .

their refpcdliv^ fubjeas all the accommodation and aflift- 
ance, and all the commercial advantages which can natu- 
rally arife from fuch a preference, in order, as much as 
poffible, to extend and raife to a flourifhing ftate the com- 
merce of the fubje^s of Ruffia in Denmark, and of the 
fubjedts of Denmark in Ruffia ; provided, n^yerthelefs, 
that in all caifes where the prefent treaty fliall not Aipulate 
fome exemption or privilege in favour of the two iidtions^ 
or of fome one in particular, the Ruffian or panifti mer? 
chants Ihall fubmit in their trade or traffic to the tariff or 
Cuftom Book, ordinances, and laws of th^ ppuntrjr ijq 
which they Ihall be fettled. 

. IV. It fliall be permitted to the fubjeds of each of the 
allied poweA in the dates of the other, to navigate, fell, 
and tranfport freely by water and by land, in all the ports, 
cities, and roads of the two countries, all merchaLndi2:c 
of which the coming in and going out is not prohibited, 
on payment, however, of the cuftoms and prefcribed 
rights in each place, and upon conforming thereto in the 
fame manner as the veffels and carriages laden with the 
like tranfports of merchandizes do to the laws eftabliihecj 
in the place where fuch commerce ihall be carried oa. 
Her Imperial Majefty of all the Ruffias excepts only frotn 
the aforefaid permiffion, her ports of the Black Sea^ of the ' 
Cajpan Sea^ and her other poffeffions in Afia; and his 
Daniih Majefty excepts only his pofleffibns in America, 
^nd the other eflablifliments which he pofleffes out of 
Europe. /. 

' V. The commercial fubjefts of the two high contraft- 
ing parties fliall pay for their merchandifes the cufloms 
or dtities fixed in the refpedtive flat^ by ■ the cuilom-rate 
hooks, according to the prefent or future regulations* 
And her Imperial Majefty of all the Ruffias is fatisfied, 
that flie gives his Danifli Majefty a moft convincing proof 
of the efteem in which flie holds his Majefty, in the favour 
and preference which flxe profeflTes in future to giye to 
the Danifli fubje£ts in her dominions^ in granting them 
permiffion to difciiarge. the duties or cuftoms in the air- 
rent'money of the country, without being fubj.€(9:, as here- 
tofore, to pay the fame in rixdotlars valumg the riscddlar 
at i2A.€op€^ks curient .money of- RuflSia; .eicept, xicver- 
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thelefs, the ports of Uvonia, EJionia^ and Finland^ which 
have particular cuftoms and privileges to which the pre- 
ient treaty is not to extend* 

. VI. As a reciprocal return for the advantage granted 
by the preceding article in favour of the conimercial fub- 
jefts of Denmark, his Danifli Majefty wi-ftxing to benefit 
the trade of the fubjefts of Ruffia in his ftates, agrees, by 
the prefent treaty, to grant them the following advan- 
tages : 

I. That the RufSan leaf tobacco, known in Europe 
under the name of Ukraine tobaccQy through the paflage of 
the Sound, fliali pay in future only eight ftivers for tea 
pounds of the weights of Ruffia. 

X. That fuch merchandifes as are valued or eilimated 
by the rate of the laft, or by weight and meafure, fliall be 
examined and taxed in pdfing the Sound according to 
the lafts, meaftres, and weights aftually ufed in the 
places and ports of the Ruffian empire, from whence fuch 
merchandifes ihall be cleared out. 

3. That the pieces of Riga timber, known under the 
name of Surren Balden, which are five, fix, feven, eijght, 
and nine fathoms in length, Ihall pay for their pauagc 
through the Sound, for twenty pieces two and an half 
reichs^orts, and thofe of the length of frpm four to one 
iTathonij and lefs, fliall be reduced to the duty and to the 
meafure of the pieces of from nine to five fathoms in 
length, and fliall pay the cufiioms of the Sound according 
to that redu&ion made on the meafure of the great pieces* 

4. That the Vedaffe or Veidaje fliall be paid at the rate 
of a dozen ftivers, the lafl: which fliall contain twelve tons 
of the fize of thofe now in ufe at Riga. 

y II. And, moreover, his Danifli !M&jefty, accuftomed 
tcf favour the interefts of the empirfe of Ruffia as thofe of 
an ancient friend and ally of his Crown; will permit the 
iubjeid^s of Ruffia to enjoy, throughout the Sound, an 
equal treatment with the nations the moft favoured of 
penmark, in requiring only ane per cent, for all merchan* 
difes, of which n^entipn is not made in the tariff or cuf- 
tom book. 

VII. The veflels and merchandifes which belong to the 
(ubjeds . of Ruffia fliall not be fearched in paffing the 
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Sound, but With refpefl: to the tolls or cuftoms to be paid 
for fuch fhip'i and nierchandifes, credit ihall be given to 
the certificates and paffports, in due form, with which 
fuch veflels ihall be furnilhed from the magiftrate or 
cuftom houie of the place from whence they Ihall have 
cleared out, without requiring 'any farther explanation 
refi>eding the merchandife which compofes the cargoes 
of ftrch veflels, and giving full faith and credit to the 
contents of luch letters and paflports with refped: to 
weight, meafure, quality, and packages ; provided, ne- 
verthelefs, that if any fraud ftiall appear committed on this 
account, meafures Ihall be taken, on the firft requifition, 
for the.purpofe of remedying the fame, and preventing 
the like in future, * 

IX. The cuftom houfe of the Sound, in acquitting the 
payment of duties, fhall, at every time, be obliged to 
give thd fpecific detail of duties received on each piece of 

> merchandife, in order that it may be verified and clearly 
afcertained if any thing Ihall have been exad:ed too 
much ; and the faid cuftom houfe Ihall not be permitted 
to depart from this ufage, unlefs the captains of veflels, 
to accelerate their voyage, fliould content themfelves 
with an acquittal in the grofs of duties paid for the whole 
of their cargoes. 

X. The Ruflian trading ftiips, after having paid the tolls 
or duties of the Sound, whether upoli entering the Baltic 
Sea, or that having gone out thereof, they fliould be ob- 
liged by tempeft^ contrary winds, or otherwife, to return 
to the Sound, fliall not be any longer liable to pay the faid 
duties a fecond time. 

, XI. An exemption of port duties, arid generally of all 
others, fliall be granted to Ruflian veiTels which ftiall pafs 
l>efore the Fort of Gl<!tkftat and other places which be- 
long to Denmark on the Elbe, fo that thefe veflels, in 
foing and coming, fliail not be fearched, retaii^ed, or 
ifturbed, unlefs that in time of war there flxould be 
ftrong and fpecific reafons to fufbeft thepi pf carrying 
contraband articles to the enemy. 

XII. As often as the fubjeds of Ruffia or Denmark, 
by tempefts, or to avoid the purfuit of. fome pirate, or 
other unavoidable accident, fliali bd- obliged to take re^ 
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fuge in the ports of the refpeftive ftates, they Ihall refit 
and provide themfelves with all things neceflary and put 
to fek in free liberty, without fubmitting to the 'leaft 
fearch, or the payment of any port fees, or other duties 
whatfoever ; on condition, however, that during their 
ftay they fliall take nothing out of their veffels, nor ex- 
pofe any merchandife to fale, and that they fhall conform 
in all things to the laws, ftatutes, and cuftoms of the place 
or port into which they fliall fo enter. 

XIII. No fliip, whether a merchantman or fliip of war, 
belonging to the fubjefts of one of the allied powers, nor 
any perfon belonging thereto, fliall be liable to be flop- 
ped, ttor fliall the merchandifes be feized in the ports df 
the other. But this is, neverthelefs, not to extend to 
feizures or legal arrefts on account of perfonal debts con- 
tradted in that country by the proprietors of any fuch 
veflTels or cargoes ; in which cafes, the proceedings fliall 
be according to the laws and judicial forms of the coun* 
try ; and in cafe of perfonal delinquents, it is clearly 
underftood, that every one fliall be fubjeft to the punifli- 
ments eftabliflied by the laws of the country where the 
fl. ' or veflel fliall then be.' 

u No fliip or tranfport whatever belonging to 

the o'-'c power fliall be forced by the other to fervc in war 
againl't ♦:heir wilL 

XV. It the veflels of the fubjeds of the two contract* 
ing powers fliould run aground, or be wrecked on the 
coafts ,of cither the one or the other, their refpeftive 
fubjtiSs fliall be entitled, as well for themfelves as for 
their veflTels and effects, to all poffible fuccour and af- 
fifl:ance, the fame as the inhabitants of the country them- 
felves, paying, neverthelefs, the fame charges and 
euftoms to which the proper fubje&s of the ftate are in 
like cafes fubjeft, on the coafts where they Ihall be {q> 
aground or wrecked. 

XVI. When one of the two contrafting powers fliall 
be at war with the other ftates, the communication and 
fr^e commerce of the fubjedts of the other with fuch 
ftates, fliall not be interrupted ; and it is to the contrary 
in this cafe, that the two Crowns, intimately convince^j 
of the wifdom of principles, which, for tho, general good 
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of all commercial people, have been fixed and decreed 
in the MarUime ConvetitioH between them at Copenhagen 
the Vth of June and July, 178Q, declare their deter- 
mination to make Uj^em the unalterable rule of their con- 
dudt, and to haV/^Tecourfe to them on every occaOon, 
as to laws and ftipulations which merit a diftinguiihed 
rank in the code of humanity. 

Xyil. In confeqtience whereof they here immediately 
apply to themfclves the four important axioms, which, 
in cafe of war,, have been eftablifhed in favour of the 
rights of all neutral powers in general, viz. 

1. " That all vcflels Ihall have liberty to navigate 
freely from one port to another, and on the coafts of 
nations at war. 

2. ^^ That the property of all the fubjed:s to the faid 
powers ihall, in time of war, be free in all neutral veflels, 
excepting goods which are contraband. 

3. ^^ That in order to determine that which charac- 
terizes a blocked port, none ihall be fo denorninated but 
where the approach of the aflfailing power is fo near and 
fo iituated, that there muft be evident danger in enter- 
ing it, 

4. *^ That neutral veilels ihall not be flopped but 
upon juft caufes founded on the moft clear facts; that 
they fliall have judgement without delay ; that the pro- 
ceeding ihall be always uniform, expeditious and legal ; 
and that at all times, beiides the recompence which ihall 
be made to thofe who ihall have fuffered lofs without 
having been in fault, a complete fatisfadion ftiall be 
Blade for the infult given to the refpedlive flags/' 

XVIII. The trading veiTels of the refped:ive fubjeftj, 
navigating alone, and which ihall be met with, either 
coafting, or in the open fea, by the ihips of war or other 
armed veflels of either, of the two ccmtra&ing powers 
engaged in a war with any other powers, &all fubmit to 
be fearched ; but at the iame time that the faid mer-. 
chant ihips ihall be prohibited from throwing any papers 
overboard, the ihips of war or privateers aforefaid ihall, 
on their part, remain conftantly beyond the diltance of 
gunihot from fuch merchant ihips } and entirely to pre- 
' vent all diforder and violence, it is agreed^ that iiyh 
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{hips or war or other armed veifets, fhall never fend off 
more than two or three men in their cbaloupes to go oa 
board them to examine their paffports and papers which 
contain a ftat^ of the propert?y and commiffions of th^ 
veflels ; but fuppofing, nevenhelefs, that fueh merchanr 
veflels ane found efcorted by one or more Ihips of war, 
the fimple declaration of the officer commanding the 
efcort, that the veffeis carry nothiliig contraband, Ihatt 
be looked upon as fully fiifficienr, and no farther fearch 
fliall take place. 

XIX. As foon as it hias been made to appear, by the 
documents produced, or by the verbal alfurance of the 
officer commanding the efcort, that the merchant Ihi-ps, 
fo met at fea, are not ladert with contraband, they Jfhall 
be free to continue their route without any farther hin- 
drance ; and thofe Ihips of w^ror privateers, on one part 
or the other, who fhall, notwithftanding, moleft or da- 
mage, in any manner whatever, the mips in queftion,^ 
fliali be obliged to anfwer for it in their perfons and 
property, bcifide? the reparation due to the infult given* 
to the flag. . 

XX^ That if, on the contrary, a veflfel, on being[ 

fearched, Ihall be det^^ed with contraband goods oit 

board, the chefts, trunks, bales and caiks which Ihall be- 

fo found iri^he fame veflel, Ihall not be broken,- nor the 

leaft part of the merchandifes difturbed ; but the captor 

ftall have a r'^ht to bring the faid veflel into port/ 

where, after commencing hife legal procefs before the 

judge of the admiralty, according to the eftablilhed rule^' 

and laws ; and after that definitive fentence fhall have 

been paffed> the prohibited 'gpods or merchandife, or 

fuch as fliall be pronounced to be contraband,. Ihall be^ 

confifcated, whilft the .other effeds and merchandifes? 

which were found with them in the fame Ihip ihall be* 

reftored, without either the veflel or effe(fts being Hable" 

to be detained under pretence of cofts, damage or^ 

penalties. ^ 

During 'the continuance of the procefs, the captain,' 

after having delivered the goods taken for contraband,^ 

Ihail not be obliged againft his will to wait for the con- 

cluiioti. of the. procefs, but may put to fea with the veflel? 
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snd the reft of his (iargo, whenever he Ihall think pro- 
per : and in. cafe that a veffel of one of the two powers, 
being at peace, fliall be feized in open fea by a man of 
war or privateer of the other power being at war, and 
Ihall be laden with merchandife, acknowledged for con- 
traband, the mafter of fuch merchant veflel Ihall be at 
liberty, * if he thinks proper, to abandon immediately 
luch contraband merchandife to his captor, who Ihall be 
obliged to content himfelf with fuch voluntary abandon- 
ment j without retaining, molefting or difturbing in any 
manner the fliip or ihip's company,^ who Ihall be. irnme- 
diately permitted to purfue their courfe. 

XXL The following articles onfy are thofe which fliall 
be under flood to come under the denomin?itiqn of con- 
traband, viz. canons, mortars, fire-arms,^ piftols, bombs, 
grenades, fufees, flints, matches, gunpowder, faltpetre, 
Wilphur, cuirafles, pikes, iwords, belts, cartouches, 
faddles and bridles ; excepting at all times the quantity 
which is neceflary for the defence of the fliip and fliip's 
company ; and all other articles whatfoever which are not 
here named, fliall not be reputed ammunitions of war or 
paval ftores, nor be liable to confifcation, arid confequently 
fliall pafs freely without being fubjed: to the leaft 
moleftation. . 

XXIL Although by the tweftty-firft article of this 
treaty all articles of contraband are found clearly fpeci-. 
fled and determined in fuch a manner that all merchan- 
dife not therein expreflly named, ought to be reputed 
/free and fecure from feifure ; neverthelefs her Imperial 
and his Danifli Majefty, knowing the difficulties which 
have arifen during the prefent maritime war, touching 
the liberty which the neutral nations ought to enjoy in 
buying vefl'els belonging to thebelligerant powers, or tq 
their lubjetts, have judged proper in order to remove all 
doubt which might poffibly arife on this matter, to flipu- 
late, that in cafe of a war between one of them with any 
other power whatfoever, the fubjedts of the other con- 
trafting party which fliall. remain in peace, fliall be at 
liberty to purchafe of the fubjeAj;, or caufe to be con- 
ftrufted in ports of the power at war with the other con- 
.t^fading parity, as many vcflels as they fliall think proper 
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without bejbg fubjefi: to any difficulty oa the pfrt of 
fuch power or of its privateers ; proviaed, neverthelefs^ 
that fuch ' -veffels- be provided with all neceflary: docu- 
.ments to afcertain the property and its legal acquifi^ioq 
to be in the fubjecSts of the neutral power. . • . ' . \ 
XXIIL It is alio agreed beF\veen them^ that the fub- 
jedts of . any power at war.witVeither of them who fliall 
be found in tjxeir.fervice and-thofe who IhaU be'natura- 
lized or ilxall have acquired the right qf , denization, 
eveii[ during the war, Ihall not bejookcd upon or treated 
on any ojcl^r^/ooping thp.the fiabj^i^s born in th^ir re- 
JpcifJiive' iuates. . ^^ . -.. 

XXly . As each of^ tlic two coritraftlng powers may, 
ibr- the advantage ^qf the commerqt^. of their. lubjed:s, ap- 
point Confuls in: the Hates of their refjKdtive dominions 
reciprocally, it Is mutually agreed between them, that 
the refp'ediive fubjefts Ihall, in all their procefles among 
tlieni,, and other, lawfuits, by the proper confeat ana 
'agreement pf ,. the.par ties, have recourfe to the judgnient, 
of their ^efpect.ive Cohluls ; and that not only j:he de- 
cifioA3 of their Jaid Confuls fhall be perfcd:ly valid and 
legal; but in order tp enforce execution of their deter- 
inmatioris, they fliall alfo, in cafes pf neceffity, call ia the 
power and affiftance of the tribunals of the place, . JJut 
whenever the parties in difpute will not have recourfe tp 
the authority of "their own Confuls, they fhall rn?He ap- 
plication to the, ordinary tribunals of the country where 
they fliall theiibe ; \vhich tribunals fliall be attentive tp 
gender; them the moft expeditious and moft ftrift juftice, 
according.to,the,laws and regulations eftablifliecj by thofe 
tribunals ; an^d )h either cafe the refpe£tive fubjedts may 
^^Kufe, to.plqad, or condudt their caufe, fuch cpunfellor^ 
^tornies or notaries as they fliall think proper, proyide^ 
they be duly recognized as fuch by the government Of 
the courts 6ftat)liflied for that purpofe. ,, 

' XXV* The aforefaid Confuls, in quality of officers of 
a frienclly ahd " allied power, fliall have power likewife^ 
with the cpnfent of the two high contrading parties, to 
fettle the difputes, and finally decide between merchant^ 
<?f their relpeftive nations ; but in all cafes which concern 
\ tHeir own particular affairs, they fliall not be the'lef4 
\l . y ■ \ fubordinate 
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^' ftibordinate Aemfclves tathc laws and tribtinals of the 
country where they fhall be eftabliflied., 

XX VI. When thfe Ruffian and Daniih merchants fhaH 
enter in the cuftom houfe their contrads or bargains for 
fale or purchafe of merchandifes by their clerks^ fuper- 
cargoes, or other agents employed by them ; the cuitom 
home of Ruffia in which thoie contrads Ihall be regif- 
tered, fliall examine carefully if thofe who contra^ for 
the account of their principals are fumilhed by them 
with full powers, made in good and fufficient form ; in 
which cafe the faid principals fliall be refponfible for the 
(kme as if they themfelves had contra^ed in perfon. But 
if the faid fupercargoes or agents, employed by the afore«- 
faid merchants, are not provided with orders or fufficient 
powers, they oughts not to be credited on their word. 
And although the cuftom houfes may be charged with 
the care of this objed,the parties themfelves who contrad 
fliall not be the lefs bound to take care, that the grants, 
bargains, or contracts, that may be fo made, fliall not ex- 
ce^ the powers which have been entrufted to them by 
their principals, as the latter are only bouncj to anfwer 
for the gbjeft and value for which the powers were given 
hy them. The cuftom houfes of Denmark fliall obferve 
the fame condudt with refped: to the contrads, purchafts^ 
and fales, between the Ruffian and Daniih merchants in 
the ftates of his Danifti Majefty. 

XXVII. All poffible fupport fliall be given to the re- 
fpedive fubjefts againft thofe among themfelves who 
Ihalt not fulfil the engagements of contracts made ac? 
cording' to the forms prefcribed, and regiftered at the 
cuftom houfe ^ and for this putpofe, government, on 
both fides, fliall employ, in cafe of neceffity, all author 
rity and afliftance requifite to compel the appearance of 
the parties before the proper tribunals of the place where 
fuch contrafts fliall have been made and regiftered, and 
alio to ofblige the contractors to the fpeciiic performaDce 
thereof. 

XXVIIL The Danifli merchants eftabliflied in Ruflia 
Ihall pay for the merchandifes which they fliall buy, in the 
famecurrent money of Ruffia that they fliatt have received 
for tneir merchandifes ibid, unlefs that in their contraAs or 

agrecmeots 


agreements made between the buyer and the felfer; It ^ 
may have been ftipulated to the contrary. The Ruffian ^ 
merchants eftabliined in the ftates of Deniiiark ihali en.* 
joy reciprocally the lame advantage, ^ 

XXIX. The neceffary mutual precautimls ihall bet 
takexi^ that the forting the merchandifes may be trufl^il^ 
to perfons of known intelligence and probity, to the end ' 
that the refpedive fubje&s may, by that means, be guard- ' 
ed againfi an improper choice of merchandifei^and frau^ ^ 
dulent packages ; and whenever there ihall be .fuffitient* 
proofs of trefpafs, negligence, or of bad faith, itf the ^ 
excrcife of the duty of their ofBces, they :ihall be re-^ 
iponfible, and obliged to make good all loues incurred by ' 
their fault. ...... /t 

XXX. The refpeftive fubjeds fliall have full liberty, • 
at the refpedtive places of refidence, to keep books of 
trad« or cqniaierce, in whatever language they think- 
proper, without any prefcription or reftraint on that ac- ' 
count; and it fhall'not be required of them to produce • 
their books of accounts or of commerce, unlefe to^juf*'^ 
tify themfelves in cafe of bankruptcy or procefe at law ; 
but in this laft cafe, they ihall not be obliged to prefent ^ 
or fliew moi?e tlian the articles neceffary to the eclairciffe- ^

them ; this likewife fliall be underftood of thofe of the ^ 
refpedive fubje&s who Ihall ferve by fea or by land, and

XXXVIL The two high contra&ing powers engage 
iQ ratify jche prefent treaty of commerce^, an4 vthe jratifi* 
cation of it ihall be exchanged in good and due form in 
the fpace of iix weeks .from the day of the date of the 
figning, or fopner if poflible. In faith of which, we. the 
under figned^ in virtue of our powers plenipotentiary, 
have thereunto fet ojur ppimes ^ad affixed, the feals of our 
arms.

A.pROCLAMATIOK. 

. WHEHEAS in purfuance of a plenipotentiary com* 
miffion given on the 29th day of December^ ^I^Oy to 
the ^Honourable John Adams^ a treaty of amity and 
commerce between their High MightineiTes the States 
General of the United Netherlands, and the United States 
of America was^ on the 8th day of O&ober, X782, con- 
cluded by the faid John Adams, with Plenipotentiaries 
named for that purpofe by their faid High Mightinefles 
the States General of the United Netherlands ; and 
whereas the faid treaty h^s been this day approved and 
ratified by the United States in congrefs aflembled^ as 
the fame is contained in the words following, to wit. 

jl Treaty of Amity and Commerce between their High Migh- 
tineiTes the States General of the United Netherlands^ 
and the United States of America, to w//. New Hamp- 
ihire, MafTachufetts, Rhode Ifland and Providence 
Plantations, Connefticut, New York, New Jerfey, 
Pennfylvania, Delaware, Maryland, Virginia, North 
Carolina, South Carolina, and Georgia^ 

THEIR High Mightineffes the States Gener^ of the 
United Netherlands, and the United States of 
America, to wit, New*Hamplhire, MaffachufettSj Rhode 
Ifland and Providence Plantations, ConneAicut, New 
York, New Jerfey, Pennfylvania, Delaware, Maryland, 
Virginia, North Carolina, South Carolina, and Georgia^ 
defiring to afcertain, in a permanent and equitable man- 
ner, the rules to be obferved relative to the commerce and 
correfpondence which they intend to eftablilh between their 
refpdt^ive fiates, countries, and inhabitants, have judged, 
that the faid end cannot be better obtained than by eila- 
bliihing the moftperfed equality and reciprocity for the, 
bails of thett agreement, and by avoiding all thole bur- 
denfome preferences which areufually the fourcesof de- 
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bate, cmbarraflment, and difcontent ; by leaving alfo each 
party at liberty to make, refpediiig coniidierce Had navi- 
gation, fuch ulterior regulations as it ihall find moft con* 
venient to itfelf, and by founding tke advantages of com- 
merce folely upon reciprocal utility and the juft rules of 
free intercourfe, referving with all, to iiach party, the li- 
berty of admitting, at it* pleafure, other nations to a paf- 
ticipatipn of the fame advantages. 

On thefe principles, their faid High Mightinefles the 
States General of the United Netherlands hav* nathCd 
for their Plenipotentiaries, from the itiidft of their af- 
fembly, Meffieurs their Deputies for the Fdreign affiiirs j 
^nd the faid United States of Ariierica, ott their part, 
have furniflied with full powers Mr. John Adams, late 
Commiffioncr of the United States of America at the 
Court of Verfailles, heretofore Delegate in Congreft from 
the State of MaffachufettS Bay, and Chfef Juftice <rf the 
faid State ; who have agreed and concluded as follows^ 
to wit t 

Art. I. There Ihall be a firm, inviolable, and univerfal 
peace, and fincere friendlhip, between their High Mighti- 
ftefles the Lords the States General of the United Nether-* 
lands, and the United States of America j and between the 
fubjeds and inhabitants of the faid parties, and between 
the countries, iflands, cities, and j^aces, fituated under the 
jurifdiftion of the faid United Netherlands, and the faid 
United States of America, their fubjeifts and inhabitants,^ 
of every degree, without exception of perfons or places, 

II. The fubjcfts of the faid States General of thd 
United Netherlands fliall pay -in the ports, havens^roads, 
countries, iflands, cities, or places of the United States <rf 
America, or any of them, no other nor greater duties or 
impofts, of whatever nature or denomination they may 
be, than thofe which the nations the moft favoured are or 
ihall be obliged to pay; and they Ihall ciijoy all the 
rights, libertiej, privileges, immunities, and exemptions 
in trade, navigation, and commerce, which the faid na- 
tidns do or ihall enjoy, whether in paffing from otie port 
to another ib the faid ftates, or in going ftom any of th^e 
pons to any f(«rcign. port of the world,^ or fmm any (o^ 
Tt\gn port of the world to any -bf thofe ports. 
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IIL The ^3^^ ^^^ inhabitaot$ of the faid United 
States of America fliall pay in the ports^ iiavens, roads, 
couiif rles^ iiknds, cities, or places of the faid United Ne- 
therlands, .or any of them, no other nor greater duties or 
ijgapofis, of whatever nature or denomination they may 
be, than thofe which the nations the moft favoured are or 
fliall be obliged to pay, and they Ihall enjoy all the rights, 
liberties, privileges, immunities, and exemptions in-trade, 
navigationi and commerce, which the fajd nations do or 
ihall enjoy, whether in paffing from one port to another 
in the faid Hates, or froni any one towards any one of thole 
ports, from or to any foreign port of the world ; and the 
Unitoi States of America, with their fubjedis and inha* 
bitants, fliall leave to thofe of their High Mightinefies 
the peaceable enjoyment of their rights in the countries, 
iflands, and leas in the Eaft and Weft Indies, without 
any hindrance or moleftation, 

IV. There ihall be an entire and perfed liberty of con* 
fcience allowed to the^bje&s and inhabitants of each 
|>arty, and to their families, and no one ihall be molefted 
xn regard to his worMp, provided he adniiits as to the 
publick denionftxation of it, to the laws of the country j 
thetje fhajl be given, moreover, liberty, when any fub- 
.je£ts or iohabitantsof either party ihall die in the territo- 
ry of the other, to bury them in the ufual burying places, 
iOx in decent and convenient grounds to be appointed for 
that purpbfe, as occafion fliall require ; and the dead bdi* 
jdie^ of thofe who are buried ihall not, in any wife, be 
molefted. And the two contrading parties ihall provide 
each one in his jurifdi&ion, that their refpedtive fubjedifs 
.and inhabitants may henceforward obtain the requifite 
-certificates in cafes of deaths in which they ihall he ir^ 

terefied, 

y. Their High MightinefTes the States General of the 
United Netherlands, and the United States of Americi, 
ihall endeavour, by all the means in their power, to dd- 
iend and prated all veiTeis and other e^^ts belonging to 
their fubjefts and inhabitants rofpedtively^ or to any of 
them in their ports,^ roads, havens, internal feas, paffes, 
civ^ecs^ and as far asHheir jurifdiftion extends at fea, and 
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to recover and caufe to be Veftored to the true proprietors^ 
their agents, or attornies, all fuch veilels and efte&s which 
ihall be taken under their jurifdidions, and their vefiels 
of war and convoys, in cafes when they may have a 
common enemy, fliall take under theit protection all the 
veflels belonging to the fubje£b and inhabitants of either 
party, which ihall not be laden with contraband goods, 
according to the deicription which fliall be made of them 
hereafter, for places with which one of the parties is in 
peace and the other at war, not deftined for any place 
blocked, and which fliall hold the fame courfe or follow 
the fame route : and they fliall defend fuch veflels as 
long as they fliall hold the fame courfe or follow the 
fame route againft all attacks, force, and violence of the 
common en<uny, in the fame manner as they ought to 
proteiS: and defend the veflels belonging to their own re- 
fpeftive fubjedts. 

VI. The fubjeds o( the contrading parties may, on 
one fide and on the other, tii the refpe&ive countries and 
fl:ates, difpofe of their effe&s by teftament, donation, or 
otherwife ; and their heirs, fubjeds of one of the parties, 
and refiding in the country of the other or elfewhere, 
ihall receive fuch fucceffions, even ab intejiato^ whether 
to perfbn or by their attorney or fubftitute, even although 
they fliall not have obtained letters of naturalization, 
without having the efied: of fuch commiflion contefled 
ynder pretext of any rights or prerogatives of any pro- 
vince, city, or private perfon; and if the heirs, to 
whom fuch fucceffion may have fallen, fliall be minors, 
the tutors or curators eftabliflied by the judge domieniary 
of the (aid minors, may govern, diredt, adminifler, fell, 
and alterate the efle^s fallen to the faid minors by inhe* 
ritance, and in general, in relation to the faid fucceflions 
and effects, ufe all the rights and fulfil all the functions 
which belong to the difpoiition of the laws, to guardians, 
tutors, and curators : provided, neyerthelefs, that this 
difpofition cannot take place but in cafes where the tefta* 
tor fliall not have named guardians, tutors, curators, by 
t^ftaipent, codicil, or other legal inflrumcnt, 
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VII. It Ihall be lawful and free for the ftibjeds; of 
each party to employ fuch advocates, attornies, QOtaries^ 
Iblicitors, or factors, as they fliall judge proper. 

VIII. Merchants, mafteirs, and oWners of Ihips, mari- 
ners, men of all kinds, ^Ihips, and veflels, and all mer- 
chandifes, and goods in general, and effefts of one of the 
confederates, or of the fubjeds thereof, Ihall not be 
feized» or detained in any of the countries, lands, iflands, 
cities, places, ports, fhores, or denominations whatfoevcr 
of the other confederate for any military expedition, 
publickor private ufe of any one, by airefts, violence, or 
any colour hereof ; much lefs ihall it be permitted to 
the fubjeds of either party to take or extort, hy force, 
any thing from the lubjefts of the other party without 
the confent of the owner : which, however, is not to be 
Xmderftopd of feizures, defcentions, and arrcftsj which 
ihall be made by the command and authority of juftice, 
and by the ordinary methods on account of debts or 
crimes, in refpeft whereof, the proceedings muft be, by 
way of law, according to the forms of juftice. 

IX. It is farther agreed and concluded, that it fliall 
be wholly free for all merchants, commanders of ihips, 
and other ibbjefts and inhabitants of the contrafting par- 
ties, in every place fubje&ed to the jurifdidtion of the 
two powers refpe&ively, to manage themfelves their own 
buiinefs : and, moreover, as to the ufe of interpreters or 
brokers, as alfo in relation to the loading or unloading of 
their veflTels, and every thipg which has relation thereto^ 
they ihall be, on one iide and on the other, coniidered and 
treated upon the footing of natural fubjefts, or, at leaft^ 
upon an equality with the moft favoured nation. 

X. The merchant ihips of either of the parties, coming 
from the port of an enemy, or from their own or a neu* 
tral port, may navigate freely toward* any port of an 
enemy of the other ally i they ihall be, neverthelefs, 
held, whenever it ihall be required, to exhibit, as well 
upon the high feas as in the ports, their fea letters and 
other documents defcribed in the twenty-fifth article, 
flating expreifly, that their effeds are not of the numl:(er 
of thofe which are prohibited as contraband : an4 ^Ot 
having any contraband goods for an enemy's pqrt, tliey 
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may freely, and without handrance, purftie their voyage 
towards the port of an enemy. Neverthelefs, it ihall not 
be required to examine the papers of veflels convoyed 
by veflels of war, but credence ihall be given to the 
word of the officer who ihall conduft the cpnvoy. 

XL If, by exhibiting the fea letters and other docu- 
ments defcribed more particularly in the twenty-fifth 
article of this treaty, the other party ihall difcoves there 
are any of thofe fqrts qf goods which are declared 
prohibited and contraband, and that they are conilgned 
tor a port under the obedience of his enemy, it ihall not 
be lawful to break yp the hatches of fuch ihip, nor to 
open any cheft, coffer, packs^ caiks, or other veflels found 
therein, or to remove the fmalleil parcel of her goods^ 
whether the faid veflel belongs to the fubjedts of their 
High Mightineifes the States General of the United Ne«. 
therlands, or to the fubjeds or inhabitants of the i^aid 
United States of America, unlefs the lading be brought 
9n ihpre in prefence of the officers of the Court of Admi- 
i^alty, and an inventory thereof made, but there fl&all be 
no allowance to fell, exchange, or alienate the fame until 
after that due and lawful procefs ihall have been had 
qgainft fuch prohibited goods of contraband, and the 
Cpurt of Admiralty, by a fentence pronounced, ihall 
have qonfifcated the fame, faving always as well the ihip 
itfelf as any other goods found therein, which are to be 
efteemed free, and may not be detained on pretence of 
their being infedted by the prohibited goods, much lefs 
fiiall they be confifcated as lawful prizes ; but, on the 
contrary, when by the vifitation at land it ihall be found 
that there are no contraband goods in the v^el, and it 
ihall not appear by the papers that he who has taken and 
carried in the veflel has been able to difcover any there^ 
he ought to be condemned in all the charges^ damages^ 
and'interefts of them, which he ihall havecaufed both to 
the owner of veifcls and to the owners and freighters of 
cargoes with which they ihall be loaded, by his temerity 
in taking and carrying them in, declarii^fl^ft^xpreflty^ 
the free veifels ihall afTure the liberty or the efledts widi 
which they ihall be loaded, ai^ that this liberty fliaN ex- 
pend itfelf equally to the perions who ihall be fpund in a 
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f re« veflel, who may not be taken out of her^ unlefs tkey 
are military men adually in the fervice of an enemy. 

XIL On the contrary, it i$ agreed, that whatever ihall 
be found to be laden by the fubjedts and inhabitants of 
either party on any Ihip belonging to the enemies of the 
cither, or to their fubjeas, although it be not comprehend* 
ed under the fort of prohibited goods, the whole may be 
confifcated in the fame manner as if it belonged to the 
enemy, except, neverthelefs, fuch cffe&s and merchaO"- 
difes as were put on board fuch veflel before the declarat 
tion of war, or within fix monthsafter it, which eflfeds Ihall 
not be, in any jnanner, fubjed to confifcation, but ihall 
be faithfully, and without delay, reftored in nature to the 
owners who ihall claim them, or caufe them to be claim- 
ed, before the confifcation and fale, as alfo their proceeds, 
if the claim could not be made but in the fpace of eight 
months after the fale, which oiight to be publick : pro- 
vided, neverthelefs, that if the faid merchandifes are con^ 
traband, it ihall, by no means, be lawful to tranfport; 
them afterwards to any port belonging to enemies. 

XIIL And that more effe&ual care may be taken for 

the fecurity of fubjedis and people of either party, thsit 

they do not fuffer any modeitation from the veflels of 

war or privateers of the other party, it fliall be foVbiddem 

to all the commanders of vefiels of war and other armed 

vefifels of tiie faid States General of the United Nether-» 

. lands, and the i^ud United States of Aniericai as well as tor 

all their officers, fubjedts, and people, to give any offence^ 

or do any damage to thofe of the other party : and if they 

ad: to the contrary, they ihall be, upon thefirfi: complaint 

which ihall be made of it, being found guilty after a 

juft examination, puniihed by their proper judges, and, 

moreover, obliged to make fattsf a&ion for all damages 

and interefU thereof by reparation^ under pain and obli* 

|;ation of their perfons and goods. 

XIV. For farther determining of wl^t has been faid, 
all Captains of privateers, or fitters out of veflels armed 
for war, under ^mmiffibn and on account of private 
perfons, ihall be held before their defAtture, togivefuf*- 
ficient caution before competent jiulges, either to be 
entirely reQ^Qn£bie fxMr the malvetiiacions which they may 
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eommit in their cfuizcs or voyages, as well as for the 
contravenfioDS of their Captains and officers, againft the 
•prefent treaty, and againft the ordinances and edi6ts 
which (hail be publiihed in cdnfcquence of, and confor- 
mity to it, under pain of forfeiture and nullity of the 
iaid commiffion. 

XV, All veflels and merchandifes of whatfoevcr na- 
ture, which fltall be refcued out of the hands of any 
pirates or robbers, navigating the high feas, without re- 
quifite commiffions, Ihall be brought into fome port of 
one of the two States, and depofited in the hands of the 
officers of that port, in order to be reftored entire to the 
true proprietor, as foon as due and fufficient proofs fhall 
be made concerning the property thereof. 

XVL If any Ihips or veffels belonging to either of the 
parties, their iubjefts or people, ihall, within the coafts 
or dominions of the other, ftick upon the fands or be 
wrecked, or fufFer any other fea damage, all friendly 
affiftance and relief Ihall be given to the perfons fliip- 
wrecked, or fuch as ihall be in danger thereof; and the 
veflels, effefts and merchandifes, or the part of them, 
which Ihall have been faved, or the proceeds of them, if 
being periihable they ihall have been fold, being claimed 
within a year and a day, by the matters or owners, or 
their agents or attornies, ihall be reftored, plying only 
the reafonable charges, and that which muft be paid, in 
the fanie cafe, for the falvage, by the proper fubjefb of 
the country ; there ihall alfo be delivered them fafe con- 
ducts or paffports, for their free and fafe paflage from 
thence, and to return each one to his own country. 

XVII. In cafe the fubjefts or people of either party 
with their ihipping, whether publick and of war, or 
private and of merchants, be forced, through ftrefs of 
weather, purfuit of pirates or enemies, or any other 
jirgent neceffity for feeking of ihelter and harbour, to 
retreat and enter into any of the rivers, creeks, bays, 
ports, roads or ihores, belonging to the other party, they 
fhall be received with all humanity and kindnefs, and 
enjoy all friendly protedion^and help, and they ihall be 
permitted to refrelh and provide themfelves at reafonable 
jrat^s, with vid:ualsand all things needful for the fufte- 


Jiance of their perfons, or reparation of their ihips ; and 
they ihall no ways be detained or hindered from return* 
ing out of the faid ports or roads, but may remove and 
depart when and whither they pleafe, without any let 
or hindrance. 

XVIII. For the better promoting of commierce on 
both fides, it is agreed, that if a war ikould break out 
between their High Mightinefles the States General of 
the United Netherlands and the United States of America, 
there ihall always be granted to the fubeds on each fide, 
the term of nine months, after the date of the rupture, 
or the proclamation of war ; to the end that they may 
retire with their effeds, and tranfport them where they 
pleafe ; which it ihall be lawful for them to do, as well 
as to fell or tranfport their effeds and goods in all free- 
dom, and without hindrance, and without being able to 
proceed during the faid term of nine months, to any arreft 
of their effeds, much lefs of their perfons ; on the con- 
trary, there ihall be given them, for their veflfels and 
their eiieAs which they would carry away, paflports and' 
life conduds, for the neareft ports of their refpeftive 
countries, and for the time neceffary for the voyage, and 
no prize made at fea fhall be adjudged lawful, at leail 
if the declaration of war was not or could not be known 
in the lait port, which the veifel taken has quitted. But 
for whatever may have been taken from the fubjeSs and 
inhabitants of . either party, and for the offences which 
may have been given them, in the interval of the fai4 
terms, a compleat fatisfa£tion ihall be given them* 

XIX. N9 fubjed of their High Mightineifes the 
States General of the United Netherlands, ihall apply for 
or take any commiffion or letter of marque for arm- 
ing any ihip or ihips, to a£t as privateers againil the faid 
United States of America, or any of them, or the fubjedts 
and inhabitants of the faid United States or any of them^ 
or againil the property of the inhabitants of any of them, 
from any Prince or State with which the faid United 
States of America may happen to be at war ; nor ihall 
any fubjeft or v inhabitant of the faid United States of 
America, or any of them, ajpply for or take any com- 
miifion or letters of marque for arming any ihip or ihips 

to 
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to ad as privateers againft the High and Mighty Lords 
the States General of the United Netherlands, or againft 
the fubjeds of their High Migbtinefles, or any of them, 
or againft the property of imy one of tbem^ from any 
Prince or State with which their High Mightinefies ms^ 
be at war : and if any perfon of either nation jhall take 
fuch commiiSon or letters of marqUe he fttall ^ puniihed 
«6 a pirate. 

XX« If the veflels of the fubje63 or inhabitants of one 
4>f the parties come upon any coaft belonging to either 
of the faid allies, but not willing to enter into port, or 
bemg entered into port and not willing to unload tiieir 
cargoes or break bulk, or take in any cargo, they fliall 
not be obliged to pay neither for the Y^lels nor the 
cargoes, any duties of entry in or out, nor to reader any 
account of their cargoes, at leaft if there is not jufl cauie 
to prefume that they carry to an enemy merchandifes 
f>f contraband. 

XXL The two contrafting parties ^ant to each other 
*««tuaUy, the liberty of having each in the ports of the 
other, Gonfuis, Vice-confuls, Ageots, and CommiiTaries 
of their own appointing, whofe fundions Iball be r^g^ 
latcd by particular agreements, whenever either party 
chufe to make fuch appointments. 

XXII. This treaty ihall not be wideri^d in asiy 
manner to derogate from the ninth, tenth, nineteen^th and 
twenty-fourth articles of the treaty .with France, as tlkey 
were numbered in the fame treaty, concluded die fixl^ 
of February, 1778, and which make the articles, ninth, 
tenth, icventeenth and twenty-fccond of the Treaty of 
Commerce now fubfifting between the United States of 
America and the Crown of France : nor ihall k kinder 
his Catholick Majefty from acceding to that treaty, and 
enjoying the advantages of the faid tour articles. 

XXIIL If at any time the United States of America 
flialljudge necefiary to commence negociations with the 
King or Emperor of Morocco and Fez> and with the 
^egencie§ of Algiers, Tunis or Tripoli, or with .any Xif 
them, to obtain paffports for the fecurity.of Jtheir navi- 
gation in the Mediterranean Sea ; their High Mighti- 
neiTes promiie, that upon the requifition which the 

United 
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United States of America fliall make of it, they, will 
fecofid fuch liegociations in the moft favourable manner 
by meani of theit Confuls refiding near the faid King, 
£niperor and Regencies* 

XXIV. The liberty of navigation and commerce ihall 

extend to all fort$ pf merchandifes, excepting only thofc 

which are diftinguiihed under the name of contraband, 

or merchandifes prohibited ; and under this denomination 

of contraband and merchandifes prohibited ihall be com-* 

prehended only warlike ftores and arms, as mortars, artil- 

lery with their artifices and appurtenances^ fuiils^ piftols^ 

bombs^ grenades^ gunpowder, faltpctccj^ fulphur> match, 

bullets and balls, pikes, fabres, lances, halberts, cafqyes^ 

curafles, and other forts of arms ; as alio foldiers, horfes, 

faddles and furniture for horfes. All other effe&s and 

merchandifes, not before fpecified expreffly, and even all 

£orts of naval matters, however proper they may be, for 

the confirudion and equipment of veffels of war^ or foe 

the manufaifture of one or other fort of machines of war, 

by land or fea, fhall not be judged contraband, neither 

by the letter^ nor according to any pretended interpret 

tation whatever, ought they, or can they be compre^ 

hended, under the notion of effeds prohibited or contra^ 

band ; fo that all effects and merchandifes, which are not 

expreffly before named, may, without any exception, 

and in perfed liberty be tranfported, by the fubje£ba ancl 

inhabitants of both allies, from, and to places belon^ng 

to the enemy, excepting only the places which at that 

time ihall be faefieged, blocked or iovefled, and thofe 

places only ihall be held fpr fuch, which are furrounded 

nearly by fome of the belligerant powers. 

XXV* To the end that all diffention and quarrel may 
be avoided and prevented, it has been agreed, that in 
ca& that one of the two parties happens to be at war^ 
tbt veiSelfi beionging to the fubjedrs or inhabitants of the 
other ally, ihall be provided with fea-letters or pafljports, 
exprefling the name, the property and the burden of 
the veflbTi as alfo the name and the place of abode of 
the mailer, or commander of the £siid vefTel, to the end 
that thereby it may appear, that the veffel really and 
truly belongs to the fubjeds or inhabitants of fome of the 

I parties ; 
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(>arties i which pallports fhall be drawn and diftiibuted 
according to the form annexed to this treaty ^ each time 
that the veflel ihall return, ihe fliould have fuch her 
. paflports renewed, or at leaft they onght not to be of 
more ancient date than two years^ before the veflel has 
been returned to her own country^ 

It has been alfo agreed that fuch veflels, being loaded^ 
ought to be provided not only with the faid paffports or 
fea^etters, but alfo with a general pafTport, or with par- 
ticular paflports or manifeft, or other publick documents 
which are ordinarily given to veflels outward bound, in 
the ports from whence the veflels have fet fail in the 
laft place, containing a fpeciiication of the cargo, of the 
place from whence the veflel departed, and of that of her 
deftination ; or ioftead of all thefe, with certificates from 
the magiflrates or governors of cities, places and colonies 
from whence the veflfel came, given in the ufual form, 
to the end that it may be known whether there are any 
tSt&s prohibited or contraband on board the veflels, and 
whether they are deftined to be carried to an enemiy's 
country or not. And in cafe any one judges proper, to 
exprefs in the faid documents, the perfons to whom the 
efle&s on board belong, he may do it freely, without^ 
however, being bound to do it ; and the omifiion of 
fuch expreffion cannot and ought not to caufe con- 
fifcation. 

XXVL If the. veflels of the faid fubjeds or inhabi- 
tants of either of the parties failing along the coafts or 
on th^ high feas, are met by a veflel of war or privateer, 
o^^ other armed veflfel of the other party, the faid veflTels 
of war, privateers or armed veflels, for avoiding all dif- 
order, ihall remain without reach of cannon, but may 
fend their boats on board the merchant veflel which they 
ihall meet in this manner, upon which they may not 
pafs more than two or three men, to whom the mafter or 
commander fliall exhibit his pafl[port, containing the 
property of the veflfel, according to the ibrm annexed 
to this treaty ; and the veflfel, after having^xhibited fuch 
pafl]p<M-t, fea-letter, and other documents, &aU be free 
to continue her voyage, fo that it fliall not be lawful to

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moleft her, or fi5arc|;i her in any manner, nor to give 
her chace, nor to force her to alter her courfe« 

XXVIL It Ihall be lawful for merchants, captains^ 
and commanders of veirels, whether publick and of war, 
or private and of merchants, belonging to the faid United 
States of America, or any of them, or to their fubje<%s 
and inhabitants, to take freely into their fervices and 
receive on board of their veffels, in any port or place ia 
the jurifdiftiqn of their High , Mightinejfles aforefaid,, 
featnen or others, natives or inhabitants of any of the 
faid States, upon fuch conditions as they ihall agree on^, 
without being fubjedt for . this to any fine, penalty, 
punifhment, procefs, or reprehenfion whatfoever; and 
reciprocally, all merchants, captains and commanders^ 
belonging to the faid United Netherlands, fliall enjoy all 
the ports and places under the obedience of the fatd 
United States of America, the fame privilege of engag- 
ing and receiving feamen, or others, natives or inhabi-** 
tants of any country of the domination of the faid States 
General ; provided that neither on the one fide nor the 
other, they may not take into their fervice, fuch of their 
countrymen who have already engaged in the fervice of 
the other party contracting, whether in war or trade, 
and whether they meet them by land or fea; at leafl, if 
the captains or mafters, under the command of whom 
fuch perfons may be found, will not, pf his own confent, 
difcharge them from their fervice, upon pain of beii^ 
otherwife treated and punilhed as deferters. 

XXVIII. The affair of refradtion Ihall be regulated in 
ail 'equity and juftice, by the magiftrates of cities re- 
fpe&ively, where it Ihall be judged that there is any 
room to complain in this refpe£t« 

XXIX* The prefent treaty ihalL.be ratified and ap- 
proved by their High MightineflTes the States General 
of the United Netherlands, and by the United States of 
America, and the^ds of ratification ihall be delivered in 
good and due form on one fide and the other, in the 
fpace of fix monthsj or fooner. if pod&bie, to be com- 
puted frona the day of the fignature.

- And whereas a convcutiou, concerniu^veflels recaft- 
tured, was^ at thje plaice and on the day ab0ve mentAoaei^ 
concluded by the laid Minifter Plenipotentiary, on the 
part of thefe Uuited Statesi, with, thci faid PlenipjOtenu- 
anes on the part of the faid Lords t]^e States General of 
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the United Netherlands ; and the famd kath beenr this 
day approved and ratified by. the United States in-Con^ 
grefs aflembled, as it is contained Jn the words follow-^ 
ing, to wit : 

Convention ietween the Lords the States General of the United 
' Netherlands, and the United States of America, concerning 
Vejfels recaptured. 

The Lords the States General ,of the United Nether- 
lands, and the United States of America, being inclined 
to eftabliih fome uniform principles, with relation to 
prizes made by veflels of war, and commifEoned by the 
two contracting powers, upon their common enemies, and 
to veflels of the fubjeds of either party captured by 
the enen^y, and recaptured by veflels of War commif- 
fioned by either party, have agreed upon the following 
articles : 

Article L The veflels of either of the two nations, re- 
captured by the privateers of the other, fliall be reftored to 
the firft proprietor^ if fuch veflels have not been four and 
twenty hours in the power of the enemy ; provided the 
pwner of the veflel recaptured pay therefore one third of 
the value of the veflel, as alfo of that of the cargo, the 
cannons and apparel ; which third ftiall be valued by 
.agreement between the parties interefted, or if they can- 
not agree thereon among themfelves, they Ihall addrefs 
themfelv^s to the officers of the Admiralty of the place 
where the privateer, who has retaken the veflel fliall have 
conduced her. 

II. If the veflel recaptured has been more than twenty- 
, four hours in the power of the enemy, flie fliall belong 

entirely to the privateer who has retakei) her. 

III. In cafe a veflel fliall have been recaptured by a 
veflfel of war belonging to the States General of the 
United Netherlands, or to the United States of America, 
flie fliall be refl:ored to the firft owner, he paying a 
tliirtieth part of the value of the fliip, her cargo, can- 
nons and apparel, if flie has been recaptured in the in- 
terval of twenty-four hours, and the tenth part if -flie has 
bfeen recaptured after' the twenty-four hours; which

fums Ihallbe diflributed in form of gratifications to the 
crews of the vcflels which Ihall have retaken her. The 
valuation of the faid thirtieth parts and tenth' parts Ihall 
be regulated according to the tenor of the firft article of 
the prefent convention. 

IV. The reftitution of prizes, whether they may have 
been retaken by veffels of war or privateers, in the 
mean time, and until requifite and fufficient proofs' can 
be given of the property of veffels recaptured, Ihall be 
admitted in a reafonable time, under fufficient fureties 
for the obfervation of the aforelaid articles. . 

V. The veffels of war and privateers, of one and the 
other of the two nations, Ihall be reciprocally, both in 
Europe and in the other parts of the world, admitted in 
the refpeftive ports of each, \yith their prizes, which 
may be unloaded and fold according to the formalities 
ufed in the ftate where the prizes ihall have been con- 
duced, as far as may be confiftent with the 2 2d article 
of the Treaty of Commerce^ : provided always, that the 
legality of prizes^ by the veffels of the Low Countries, 
-ihall be .decided conformably to the cufloms and regu- 
lations eftabliflied in the United Netherlands.; as like- 
wiie, that of prizes made by American veffels, Ihall be 
judged according to the laws and regulations determined 
by the United States of America. 

VI. Moreover it Ihall be free for the States General of' 
the United Netherlands, as well as for the Uaitfed States 
of America, to riiake fuch regulations as they. Ihall judge 
neceffary, relative to the conduft which their refpeSive

tioa by tljeir proper judges, they.fliaUbe bound io make 
fatisfadtion for all damages, and the intermit thereof, and 
to make them good t^ac^r pata and obligation of thetr 
p^rfqqs ftpd ©>pds. 

X VL ^(^ thisi caufe, every IndividhXai who is definius 
of fitting out a privateer ihall, before he receives letters 
patent or fpecial commiffion, be obliged to give bond* 
with fufficient fureties, before a competent judge, for a 
iufficient fum to anfwer ;^U damages and; wrongs which 
the owner of the privateer, his officers, or others in bis 
employ may commit during the cruize, contrary to the 
t tenor of this treaty, and contrary to the edii^s publiihedi 
by either party, whether by the King of Sweden or bf 
the United States, in virtue of this fame treaty, and alfo 
tinder the penalty of having the faid letters patent and 
ipecial coi;nm*U9Ei^ revoke and made void. 

Xyil. One of the contradttng |»^rties being at 'wai( 
and the ^th^r remaining neuter, if it ihould fo happen 
that a merchant fliip of the neutral power be taken by the 
enemy of the other party, and be afterwards retaken by 
a Ihip pf war or privateer of the power at w^, ^fo ihips 
and merchaindife^ of what nature foever they may be, 
when recovered from a pirate or fea rover, ihall be 
brought into a port of one of the two powers, and Ihall 
be committed in the cuftody of the officers of the faid 
port, that ^hey may be reftored entire to th.e true pro- 
{M[^tor ^ fo^p as he ihall have produced full pro6f of the 
property. Merchants, mafters, and owoers'of the ihips, 
ieamen, poopje of all forts, ihips and veflels,; and, in 
geiieral, all mercl^andifcs and effeds of one of the allies or 
their A^je^, flmll not be fubjedi to embargo^ nor de-<

. without thcr confent of thb •ot#ner. This, however, is 
oiot underftood to ccMnprehend feiztires, deteiitions, and 
arrefts, made by order and by the authority of juftice, 
and according to the ordinary courfe for debts or faults 
of the fubjecE, for which procefs Ihail be had in the way 
of right according to -the forms of juftice. 

XVIII. If it ihould happen that the two contending 
parties ihould be engaged in a war at the fame time with 
a common enemy, the following points Ihall be obferved 
on both fides : 

1. If the fliips of one of the two nations retaken by the 
privateers of the other have not been in the power of the 
enemy more than twenty-four hours, they Ihall be reftored 
to the original owner, on payment of one- third of the 
value of the fliip and cargo. If, on the contrary, the 
veflel retaken has been more than twenty-four hours in 

. the power of the enemy, it Ihall belong wholly to him 
who has retaken it. 

2. In cafe, during the interval of twenty-four hours, 
a veflel be retaken by a man of war of either of the two 
parties, it ihall be reftored to the original owner, on pay- 
ment of a thirtieth part of the value of the veflel and 
cargo, and a tenth part, if it has been retaken after the 
twenty-four hours, which fums ihall be diftributed as a 
gratification among the -crew of the man of war that 
ihall have made the recapture. 

3. The prize, made in manner above mentioned, ihall 
be reftored to the owners after proof made of the pro- 
perty, upon giving fecurity for the part coming to him 
who has recovered the veflel from the hands of the 
enemy. 

4. The men of war and privateers of the two nations 
ihall reciprocally be admitted with their prizes into each 
other's ports ; but the prizes ihall not be unloaded or 
fold th%re until the legality of a prize made by Swediih 
ihips ihall have been determined according to the laws 
and regulations eftabliihed in Sweden, ad aJfo that of thfe 
prizes made by American veflTels ihall have been^deter^ 
mined according to the laws and regulations eftabliihed 
by the United States of America. * ' * 
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$. Moreover, the King of Sweden and the iJnitcd 
{States of 'America, fhall be at liberty to makcfiich regu» 
lations as^ theyihall judge neceflary refpeding the con- 
du^ft which. their men pf war. and privateers rcfpe&ivcljr 
ih^U .be.;b;QUi;td.tQ obfervc with Regard to.veflels which 
they ftiall take and carry into the ports of the two powers. 

XIX. Ttfe.^hips of' war of his Swedifli Majefty, and 
thofe of the United /States^ andalfo thofe which their 
fubjetksihall 6ave armed for war, may with all freedom 
cond lift their prizes which they Ihall have made from 
their enemies into the ports ^hich are open in time of 
war to other friendly nations, and the faid prizes, upon 
entering the faid ports, ftiall not be fubjedt to arreft or 
feizure, nor fliall the officers of . the places take cogni- 
zance" of the Validity ;of- the faid prizes, which may de- 
part and be condufted freely, and with all liberty, to 
the places pointed out in their ' commiffions, which the 
captains of the faid veflels Ihall be obliged to fliew. 

XX. In c^fe any veffcl belonging to either of the two" 
.ftates, or to their fubje&s, Ihall be ftrattded, Ihip- 
wrecked, or fuffer any other damage on the coafts, or 
under the dominion of either of the parties, all aid and 
al&Aaiice (hall be given to the perfons fljip wrecked^ or 
who may be in danger thereof, and paffports ihall be 
granted to them to fecure their return . to their own 
country. The fliips and merchandifes wrecked, or their 
proceeds, if the effedts have been fold, being claimed in 
a year and a day by the owners or their attorney, ihall 
be reftored, on their paying the cofts of felvage, confor- 
piable to the laws and cufloms of the two nations. 

XXI. When the fubjefts and inhabitants of the two 
parties, with their veiTels, whether they be publick and 
equipped for war, or private. employed in comm,erce, 
ihall be forced, by tenxpeft, by. purfuit of privateers and 
of enemies, or by jany other urgent neceffity, to retire 
aud enter an^. of th^ rivers, bays, roads, or ports of ei- 
ther pf the pwo.parties, they ihail be received and treated 
with all humanity and poUtenefs, and tlxey ihall enjoy all 
friebdihip^ protedtipn, and afliftance, and they. iluU be 
at liberty to &pply themfelves with jefrcihments, provi- 
fions, Apdeverjiijl^ing nweiTary.fot their fuftenance, for

age ; provided ahvays, that they |Ay a reafonatde price^ 
and they fliall not^ in any manner, be detained or hindred 
from failing oat of thefaid ports or roads, but they may 
retire and depart when, and as' they pteafe^ without smy 
obftacle or hindrance* 

• XXII. In order to favour commerce on both Udes as 
much as poffible, it is agreed, that in cafe a war ihould 
break out between the-faid two nations, which God fot" 
hid, the term of nine months after the declaration of 
war, ikall be allowed to die merchants and fubje^ re« 
f{^€bively on ont fide and the other, in ordeif that they 
may withdraw with theifelfeAs and moveables, which 
they fhall be at liberty to carry off or to fell where they 
pleafe, without the leaft obftacle ; ' nor fliaU any feiz» 
their effe^s, and much lefs their perfons, during the faid 
nine months ; but, on the contrary, pafiports which ihall 
. be valid for a time neceflary for their return, Ihal) be 
given cfaem for their vefiels and the cSc&s which they 
Ihall be willing to carry with them* And if any thing 
u tdJLtn from them, or if any injury is done to them by 
ofoe of the parties, their people and fubjeds, during the 
term above defcribed, full and entire fatisfafticm ihalf 
be made to them on that account. The aboVe-men« 
tianed paifports ihall alfo ferv^ as a fafe condod: ^ainft 
aU intuits or prizes which privateers may attempt againft 
their perfons and effe&s. 

XXIIL No fubjed: of the King of Sweden fiiall taker 
a commiffion or letters of marque for arming any veffe) 
to aA as a privateer agaiaft the United States cf America, 
or any of them, or agatnft the fubje^s, peoplcy or in« 
habicants of the faid United States, or any ot them, or 
againft the property of the inhabitants of the faid flatesy 
from any Prince or ftate whatever^ with whom the faid 
United States ftaU be at war. Nor flks^! any citizen, 
fubjed:, or inhabitant of the faid United States, or any of 
them, apply for, or take any commiffion or letters of 
marque tor armmg anv vtSsA to cr\ii2e againft the fob-

His Swedifli Majcfly fliall ufe all the mean^ 
in his power to prptedt and defend the veffels and effetfti 
belonging to citizens or^ inhabitants of the United States

countries, iflahds, cities, and towns of his faid Majefty, 
and fhall vifc his utmoft endeavours to recover, and rc-

Our endeavours to iiicrcafe the trade of our own fub- 
jcfts, and of the other natioils throughout the Black Sea^ 
aad the Mediterranean,, have met with the wilhed-for 
fuccefs ;, the treaty of comrttercp which we concluded 
with the dttoiuan ?orte on the loth of June-, 1783, 
iiaviiig. finally removeii'thofe impediments atid difficulties 
which,^ fron^ the' particular conftitution' of the Tiirkiffi 
Cfoyernment, bad obflrwflted the faid trade in every ftep 
of its progrcfs ; .which can only be gyardM againft by 
the inftitutipo pf proper laws for the proteftion of com-. 
^ V3 merce;- 
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merce^ and by ^rranting it that entire freedom which hi 
various. f]pe<!9lttiOi>s and tprn^ fo indifpenfabiy ^equire« 
The principles of this unlimited freedom we have 
^opted/ and followed from the earlieft period of our 
'Government^ . as is. manifeft ^firom the feveral edtds mid 
Tegulations which have been iflued frcmi our Throne ; 
and we now extend thefe edicts and 4:egulations in their 
.utmoft latitude to the trade of the Black Sea. * The ie- 
•curity and convenience of that cohimerce are now fully 
^provided for. by the annexation of the province of Tau- 
'sica^ and the neighbouring territories^ to ourother^do^ 
minionsy we have opened therein divers fea ports for the 
life, of all perfons who will carry away from thence the 
produce of Ruffia, and bring thither the produce and lua* 
puf^ftures of other countries. 

It is well known, that the laft Turkjih war (a war 
which^ during the fix years that it lafted, was fignalized 
by fp many victories of our arms) was no fooner con- 
cluded than we erefted wlthb the Government of Ca- 
therineflaw, upon the River Dniper, and at a Ihort dif-t 
tance, the city of Cherfon : it having appeared to us, 
that that fituation was particularly commodious^ as well 
for exporting the produce pf Ruffia as for importing, 
from other countries, fuch things as might be ufeful to 
us ; and we fecurecl the trade thereof by the moft effec- 
tual means of defeijce, encouraging it moreover by fuch 
helps as were beft fuited to it^ and were not inobnfiflent 
with the general principles of commerce. 

This town, as alifo Sebaftopolis (formerly called Acht* 
iair) and The6dofia (formcriy called Caffa) both which 
latter are fituated in the. province of Taurica, and are 
jprovided with excellent fca ports : we have, on account 
bf th^ commodipufnefs of their fituation, prdfei'Qd to be 
opened to all nations, living in amity with ouir empire, 
for the purpofes of |:heir commercial intercourfc with 
pur faithful fubje&s. Accordingly, we moft fpleomly dc- 
Clare^j by thefe prefents, that all fuch ijitions are at li- 
berty to come to thp faid ports, eitl^er in their" own or 
hired veffels, and uncjer their own colours, a^ alfo to 
repair thither by land 5 and 'they are likewife* free to de- 
part frpm thehce at their plcafure, paying the duties of 
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Stnportation and exportation agreeable to tne tariffs efta- 
^nihed in the refpcCTivecuftonilioufes.--- Moreover, all 
perfbiis, of \viiat natioift and trpuntries foevcTv -tfiay re-* 
main in tbefe towns as long as their bufinefs or incllDa-' ' 
ttons may lead them, and enjoy the free cxercife of their 
Tcligion, agreeably to thofe laudable inftittitions which 
liave been handed down to us from our aoceftors. Sove- 
reign* of Ruffia, and which wc ourftlves have confirmed' 
4ind augmented, permitti^ng all ftrangers refiding in Ruflia 
to wor&ip the Almighty agreeably to the religion of theii'; 
forefathers, offering prayers to inim, together with our 
own fubjeds, that he will increafe the welfare aud 
Hrengthen the power of our empire. We give leave to 
ail and every one to carry on their trade with abfolute 
freedom, either fingly. or in companies, promifing by 
our Imperial word, that all foreigners ihall enjoy the 
feme privileges in thofe'three towns as they enjoy in our ; 
Imperial City of St. Petcrfburg, and in our provincial: 
Town of Archangel ; iand in cafe of a T^ar, every one 
ihall be fccured by the principles of thai: ijeutfai fyltem 
which we have ereded, and which, on ogx part, Ihall be 
kept facred and inviolable, Finallyj, if aoy foreigners 
fliall wifli to fettle in thefe or any other towns or places 
of our empire, and to become our fubjeQrs, we will re- 
ceive them moil gracioufly under our dominion, pro* 
mifing that they fliall not only be allowed the free exer- 
cife of their religion (as mentioned abov^) but the fulV 
cnjovinent of all fuch privileges and exemptions with re- 
garcl to trade and navigation as hav^ been granted to our 
other fubjedts j as alfo to ereft fabricks and manufafto.- 
r3es, paying only fuch taxes aslHall be paid by bur other 
fabjedls on the farne conditio^ with themfelyes. All 
perfons, who Ihall thus become our fubjedls, Ihall be at 
liberty, they and thpir defccndants, to remain under our 
Government as Jong a? ipay be agreeable to them, or as 
their intererf may require ; and in cafe they fliould ^fter^ 
wards chufe to withdraw from the fame, they ihall be 
freely permitted fo to do, on paying the taxes that had 
been laid upon them for three years to come, the par- 
tjcular privileges wHlch will be granted to the above- ^

Chriftian. Maj-efty ; and the Moft Chriftian King, the' 
Mpft. lUuftrious and Moft Excellent Lord Charles Gra- 
vier. Count de Vergcnnes, Baron of Welferding, &c. 
the King's Counfellor in all his Councils, Commander in 
his. Orders, Prefidcnt of the Royal Council of Finances,

Article L There fhall be a chriftian, univerfal, and 
perpetual peace, as Well by fea as by land, and a fincera 
aaod conftant frieaidlhip fliall be re^eftablifhed between 
their l^itannick and Moft Chiiftian Majefties, and be- 
tween their heirs and fucceflbrs, kingdoms, dominions, 
provinces^ countries, fubje&s, and vaflals of what quali- 
ty or condition foever they be, without exception either 
of: placed or perfons ; fo that the high contrading par- 
ting -flwill' give the greateft attention to the maintaining' 
between thenifelves,^ and their faid dominions and fub- 
jeds, this rcciproctl friendihip and intercourfe, without 
permitting hereafter, on either part,, any kind of holilii- 
ties to be committed, either by fea or by land,, for any 
caufe or under any pretence wnatfoever : and they fliall 
carefully avoid, for the future, every thing which might 
prejudice the union happily fe-eftabliihed, endeavouring^ 
on- the contrary, to procure reciprocally for each other^ 
on every occafion,^ whatever may contribute to their mu- 
tual gloiy, interefts^ and advantage, without giving^any 
affiftance or proteftion, diredtly or Indireflily, to thofe 
who would do an^y injury to either of the high contract- 
ing parties. There fhall be a general oblivion and am- 
nefty of every thing which may have been doriC or cpm- 
mitted before or lirice the commencement of the war* 
which is juft ended.

their heirs and fucceflbrs, kingdoms, dominions, pro- 
vinces, countries, fubjedts and vaffals, of what quality 
or, condition foever they be, with6ut exception either of 
places or perfons ; fo that the high contradling parties 
IhnU give the greateft attention to the maintaining be- 
tv?een themfelves and their faid dominions and fv^bjeds, 
this reciprocal friendihip and intercourfe, without per- 
mitting Hereafter, on either part, any kind ot hpftilities^ 

to 
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fcb be comliiitted, either by fea or by land, for any caufe 
or under any pretence whatfoever : and they Ihall care- 
fully avoid, for the future, every thing which might pre- 
judice the union happily re-eftabliflicd, endeavourmg, 
on the contrary, to procure reciprocally for each other, 
on every occafion, whatever may contribute to their 
mutual glory, interefts arid advantage, without giving 
any affiftance or protection, dired:ly or indiredtly, to 
thofe who would do any injury to either of th&high con- 
tra<3:ing parties.

«tmncfty of every thing which may have been dont or 
committed, before or fince the commencement of the

II. The treaties of Weftphalia of 1648 ; thofe of 
Madrid of 1 667, and of 1670; thofe of peace and of com-^ 
merce of Utrecht of 1713 ; that of Baden of 1714; of 
Madrid of 1 715; of Seville of 1729; the definitive 
treaty of Aix-la-Chapelle of 1748; the treaty of Madrid 
<>f 1 750 ; and the definitive treaty of Paris of 1 763, ferve 
as a bafis and foundation to the peace, and to the prefent 
treaty; and for this purpofe, they are all renewed and 
confirmed, in the beft form, as well as all the treaties in 
•general which fubfifted between the high contracting 
parties before the war, and particularly all thefe which 
are fpecified and renewed in the aforcfaid definitive treaty

\vallis or Bellize, and Rto Hondo, taking the courfe of 
the faid two rivers for unalterable boundaries, fo as that 
the navigation of them be common to both iiations, to

cending as far as oppofite to a lake or inlet which runs 
into the land, and forms an ifthmusorneck, with another 
fimilar inlet, which comes from the fide of Rio Niievo, 
or New River ; fo that the line of fepararion Ihall paft 
ilraight acrofs the faid ifthmus, and meet another lake 
formed by the water of Rio Nuevo or New River, at its 
current.

difperfed in any pther parts, whether on the Spanifh 
continent, or in any of tb.e ifjapds whatfoever, dependent 
on the aforefaid Spanifh continent, and for whatever rea- 
fch ii niight be, without exception, fhall retire wi^thin" 
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the dlftrift which has been above defcribed, In the fpaco 
of eighteen mohths, to be computed from th« Exchange 
of the ratifications ; and for this purpofe orders fliall be* 
iffued on the part of his Britannick Majefly ; ajidon that 
of his Catholick Majefty, his Governors ftallbe ordered 
to grant to the Englifli difpcrfed every convenience pof- 
fible for their removing to the fettlem.ent; agree.d upon 
by the prefent article, or for their retiring wherever 
they Ihall think proper.

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In fome of the tFcatics df this fort there are not only' 
articles which relate merely to commerce, but many 
jDthers which infure reciprocally, to the refpedive fub- 
jiefts, privileges, facilities for conducing their affairs, 
perfonal proteftions, and other advantages, which are 
hot, and which ought not to be of a changeable nature, 
fuch as the regulatipns relating merely to the value of 
goods and merchandize, variable from circumftances of 
(bvery kind. ' 

When thwcfore the flate of the trade between the two 
nations ihall be treated upon, it ir requifite to be> un- 
defftood, that the alterations which may be made in the 
fubfifting treaties are to extend only to arrangements 
merely commercial ; and that the privileges and advan-^ 
tages, mutual and particular, be not only preferved on 
ieach fide, but even aaigmented, if it can be done.
